REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  Eugene  N.  Foss,  Governor. 

Sir:  —  In  compliance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth, 
the  Board  of  Registration  in  Pharmacy  has  the  honor  to  sub- 
mit the  following  report :  — 

The  condition  of  trade  has  not  materially  changed  from  last 
year.  We  believe  that  the  drug  trade  is  in  as  prosperous  a 
condition  as  business  in  general,  and,  with  increased  pros- 
perity, the  pharmacists  will  acquire  their  full  share.  Pharma- 
cists, as  a  whole,  are  improving  by  reason  of  increased  knowl- 
edge in  the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  medicine.  The 
examinations,  to  qualify  those  who  desire  to  become  regis- 
tered pharmacists,  are  of  a  standard  equal  to  any  in  the 
United  States  and  are  so  recognized  by  the  other  States  of 
the  Union. 

The  financial  statement  shows  that  the  commission  has  been 
self-sustaining,  and  a  balance  of  S982.61  above  expenses  re- 
mains in  the  State  treasury. 

During  the  year  521  candidates  have  been  examined;  139 
have  received  certificates  of  registration  as  registered  pharma- 
cists, and  111  have  received  certificates  as  assistants. 

The  act  to  provide  for  registering  and  licensing  stores  for 
transacting  retail  drug  business  will  take  effect  Jan.  1,  1914. 
This  law,  besides  enabling  the  Board  to  obtain  a  complete 
personnel  of  every  drug  store,  will  assist  the  Board  in  bring- 
ing about  a  better  condition  of  the  business  of  pharmacy 
throughout  the  State  by  means  of  the  power  granted  the 
Board  to  refuse  registration  to  such  stores  as  violate  the  laws 
pertaining  to  pharmacy. 

The  bill  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  1913,  defining  the 
term   "personal  supervision"   and  prohibiting  the  retailing. 
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compounding  for  sale,  or  dispensing  for  medicinal  purposes, 
drugs,  medicines,  chemicals  and  poisons,  except  under  the 
personal  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist,  will  be  a  fur- 
ther protection  to  the  public. 

There  is  a  feeling  among  the  druggists  in  general  that  they 
suffer  from  unfair  competition  and  unfair  trade  practices. 
The  Board  would  recommend  the  enactment  of  a  law  by  the 
Legislature  of  this  Commonwealth  similar  to  one  enacted  in 
the  State  of  New  Jersey  which  took  effect  April  1,  1913.  This 
act  prevents  unfair  competition  and  unfair  trade  practices.

REPORT  OF  DELEGATES  TO  NATIONAL  ASSO- 
CIATION OF  BOARDS  OF  PHARMACY. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Board  of  Pharmacij,  Boston. 

As  representatives  of  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Registra- 
tion in  Pharmacy,  at  the  convention  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Boards  of  Pharmacy  at  Nashville,  Tenn.,  Aug.  18  to 
22,  1913,  we  submit  the  following  report:  — 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  by  President  ^littel- 
bach.  An  address  of  welcome  was  extended  and  the  freedom 
of  the  city  offered  by  the  civil  service  commissioner,  repre- 
senting the  Tennessee  State  Pharmaceutical  Association. 
Their  welcome  was  cordial  and  hearty  in  the  extreme.  Re- 
sponse was  made  by  Mr.  Walker  of  Texas,  representing  the 
southwest;  Mr.  Flint  of  Massachusetts,  the  east;  Mr.  Cully 
of  Utah,  the  west;  and  Mr.  Berger  of  Florida,  the  south. 

The  president  appointed  a  committee  on  credentials  to  re- 
port at  the  afternoon  session.  This  committee  was  composed 
of  Dr.  Bond  of  Arkansas,  Mr.  Flint  of  ^Massachusetts,  and 
Mr.  Ward  of  Tennessee.  Their  report  showed  37  delegates 
present,  representing  22  States. 

Dr.  Taylor  presented  a  paper  on  "  National  Reciprocal  Regis- 
tration," which  was  referred  to  a  later  meeting  for  discussion. 

At  the  afternoon  session  the  president  delivered  his  address, 
and  it  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  president's  address, 
composed  of  Messrs.  Cassidy,  Lewis  and  Porterfield. 

The  report  of  the  secretary-treasurer  was  read,  in  which  he 
announced  the  withdrawal  of  Ohio,  Oregon  and  District  of 
Columbia  from  the  national  association  on  account  of  their 
local  State  pharmacy  laws.  The  application  of  New  Hamp- 
shire for  membership  was  read  and  it  was  voted  this  State  be 
admitted  to  full  active  membership.  The  report  showed  240 
exchanges  of  certificates  between  the  States,  and  also  indicated 
a  healthy  financial  condition  of  the  organization. 
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The  report  of  the  committee  on  questions  and  methods  was 
read  by  Mr.  Christensen  of  lUinois.  He  recommended  that 
each  State  be  requested  to  furnish  this  committee  a  full  set  of 
questions  for  comparison.  This  committee  was  requested  to 
compile  a  list  of  five  hundred  questions  covering  six  subjects,  to 
be  sent  to  each  Board  to  assist  in  uniformity  of  examinations. 

At  the  Wednesday  session  the  committee  on  constitution  and 
by-laws  reported  and,  after  a  protracted  discussion,  the  follow- 
ing recommendations  were  adopted  as  changes  in  the  by-laws:  — 

1.  That  the  National  Association  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy  elect  a  treas- 
urer as  well  as  a  secretary,  bonding  both  officers. 

2.  That  a  fee  of  $5  be  sent  to  the  national  secretary  for  each  reciprocal 
application  blank  thus  relieving  the  local  boards  from  collecting  this  fee. 

3.  That  a  person  applying  for  reciprocal  registration  shall  be  required 
to  certify  in  writing  that  he  has  resided  in  the  State  from  which  he  ap- 
plies at  least  one  year  after  passing  his  examination. 

The  committee  to  arrange  for  reciprocal  exchange  with 
Cuba  reported  that  Cuba  could  not  enter  into  this  agreement 
owing  to  the  fact  that  pharmaceutical  affairs  were  under  local 
and  not  federal  control. 

The  syllabus  committee  reported  that  the  syllabus  was 
practically  completed  and  w^ould  be  published  before  the  first 
of  the  new  year. 

A  committee  on  nominations  was  appointed  by  President 
Mittelbach  as  follows:  Messrs.  Burton  of  Indiana,  Beebe  of 
Vermont,  Rensel  of  Wisconsin,  Porterfield  of  Oklahoma,  and 
Lewis  of  Alabama,  to  report  at  Thursday's  session. 

On  Thursday  the  committee  on  nominations  presented  the 
following  list  of  names :  — 

Ernest  Berger  of  Florida,  President. 

Mason  G.  Beebe  of  Vermont,  First  Vice  President. 

John  Cully  of  Utah,  Second  Vice  President. 

J.  J.  Campbell  of  Michigan,  Third  Vice  President. 

A.  F.  Sala  of  Indiana,  Secretary. 

F.  W.  Ward  of  Tennessee,  Treasurer. 

The  ballot  for  president  resulted  in  the  election  of  Mr. 
Berger,  which  by  vote  was  made  unanimous.  The  other 
names  submitted  were  elected  in  regular  order. 
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President  Mittelbach  appointed  Mr.  Walker  of  Texas  to 
introduce  the  newly  elected  officers,  after  which  they  were 
formally  installed. 

The  session  adjourned  to  attend  a  joint  convention  with 
the  American  Pharmaceutical  Faculties,  at  which  meeting  Dr. 
Taylor's  paper  on  "National  Reciprocal  Registration"  was 
referred  to  the  1914  convention  for  discussion.

LAWS  RELATING  TO  PHARMACY. 


Chapter  76,  Revised  Laws. 
Registration  op  Pharmacists. 

Section  10  (as  amended  by  section  3,  chapter  261,  Acts  of  1909).  Board  of 
There  shall  be  a  board  of  registration  in  pharmacy  consisting  of  five  registration 
persons,  residents  of  the  commonwealth,  who  shall  be  skilled  pharma-  Pharmacy, 
cists,  and  shall  have  had  ten  consecutive  years  of  practical  experience  in  li^^^  ' 
the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  physician's  prescriptions,  and  shall 
be  actually  engaged  in  the  drug  business.    Not  more  than  one  member 
shall  have  any  financial  interest  in  the  sale  of  drugs,  medicines  and 
chemicals,  and  the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  physician's  pre- 
scriptions in  the  same  councillor  district.    One  member  of  said  board 
shall  annually  in  November  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  for  a  term  of  five  years  from  the  first 
day  of  December  following,  and  no  person  appointed  after  the  twenty- 
fifth  day  of  June  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine  shall 
serve  as  a  member  of  said  board  for  more  than  five  consecutive  years. 
The  members  of  said  board  at  the  time  of  the  enactment  hereof,  and 
any  member  thereafter  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy,  who  are  holding 
office  at  the  expiration  of  their  ofiicial  terms,  shall  continue  in  office 
until  the  first  day  of  December  following. 

Section  11  (as  amended  by  section  4,  chapter  261,  Acts  of  1909).  Organization, 
Said  board  shall  meet  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  December  in  each  year  at  meetings,  etc. 
such  time  and  place  as  it  may  determine  and  shall  organize  by  electing 
a  president  and  secretary,  who  shall  be  members  of  the  board  and  who 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year.  The  secretary  shall  give 
to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general  a  bond  with  sufficient  sureties,  to 
be  approved  by  the  governor  and  council,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  official  duties.  The  board  shall  annually  hold  regular  meetings 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  January-,  May  and  October,  and  additional 
meetings  at  such  times  and  places  as  it  shall  determine. 

Section  12.    (Section  1,  chapter  399,  Acts  of  1907.)    The  annual  Salaries, 
salary  of  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  registration  in  pharmacy  shall  be 
one  thousand  dollars,  and  that  of  the  other  members  of  the  board  shall 
be  five  hundred  dollars  each,  except  that  the  chairman  shall  receive 
six  hundred  dollars. 

(Sections  4  and  5,  chapter  505,  Acts  of  1902.)  Each  member  of  the  Travelling 
board  shall  receive  in  addition  to  his  salary  his  necessary  travelling  expenses,  etc. 
expenses  actually  incurred  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  board.  The 
salaries  and  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  board  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth.  The  fees  received  for  examination 
and  registration  of  apphcants  before  the  board  of  registration  in  phar- 
macy shall  be  paid  monthly  by  the  secretary  into  the  treasury  of  the 
conmionwealth. 

Section  13.  The  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  names  of  all  Record  and 
persons  examined  and  registered  hereunder  and  of  all  money  received  annual  re- 
and  disbursed  by  it,  and  a  dupUcate  thereof  shall  be  open  to  inspection 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth.  Said  board  shall 
annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  make  a  report  to  the 
governor  and  council  of  the  condition  of  pharmacy  in  the  commonwealth, 
of  all  its  official  acts  during  the  preceding  year  and  of  its  receipts  and 
disbursements. 
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Section  14  (as  amended  by  section  3,  chapter  525,  Acts  of  1908)- 
A  person  who  desires  to  do  business  as  a  pharmacist  shall,  upon  payment 
of  five  dollars,  be  entitled  to  examination,  and  if  found  quaUfied  shall 
be  registered  as  a  pharmacist  and  shall  receive  a  certificate  signed  by 
the  president  and  secretary  of  said  board.  Any  person  who  fails  to 
pass  such  examination  shall  upon  request  be  re-examined  after  the 
expiration  of  three  months  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  board,  upon 
the  payment  of  three  dollars.  The  board  of  registration  in  pharmacy 
may  grant  certificates  of  registration  as  assistants  after  examination 
upon  the  terms  above  named,  but  such  certificates  shall  not  allow  the 
holder  thereof  to  carry  on  the  business  of  pharmacy.  The  said  board 
ma}',  in  its  discretion,  grant  certificates  of  registration  to  such  persons 
as  shall  furnish  with  their  application  satisfactory  proof  that  they  have 
been  registered  by  examination  in  some  other  state:  provided,  that 
such  other  state  shall  require  a  degree  of  competency  equal  to  that 
required  of  applicants  in  this  state.  Every  appUcant  for  registration 
as  a  registered  pharmacist  shall  pay  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars  at  the  time  of  filing  the  application.  No  certificate 
known  as  the  reciprocity  certificate  shall  be  granted  until  the  person 
so  appl3dng  shall  have  signified  his  intention  of  acting  under  the  same 
in  this  commonwealth.  All  fees  received  by  the  board  shall  be  paid  by 
its  secretary  into  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth. 

Section  15.  Every  person  who  has  received  a  certificate  of  regis- 
tration from  the  board  shall  conspicuously  display  the  same  in  his  place 
of  business. 

Section  16  (as  amended  by  chapter  140,  Acts  of  1907,  as  amended 
by  section  2,  chapter  172,  Acts  of  1910).  The  board  shall  hear  all  appli- 
cations by  registered  pharmacists  for  the  granting  of  sixth  class  hcenses, 
if  a  hearing  is  requested  by  the  applicant,  and  all  complaints  made  to 
them  against  any  person  registered  as  a  pharmacist  charging  him  in  his 
business  as  a  pharmacist  with  violating  any  of  the  laws  of  the  common- 
wealth, and  especially  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors;  or  engaging  with,  or  aiding  or  abetting,  another  in  the  violation 
of  said  laws;  or,  if  he  himself  is  not  the  owner  and  actively  engaged 
in  such  business,  with  suffering  or  permitting  the  use  of  his  name  or 
certificate  of  registration  by  others  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of 
pharmacy.  Such  complaint  shall  set  out  the  offence  alleged  and  be 
made  within  fifteen  days  after  the  date  of  the  act  complained  of,  or 
within  thirty  days  after  a  conviction  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 
The  board  shall  notify  the  person  complained  against  of  the  charge 
against  him  and  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing  at  which  he  may 
appear  with  his  witnesses  and  be  heard  by  counsel.  Three  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  shall  be  a  quorum  for  such  hearing.  Witnesses  at 
hearings  before  such  board  shall  testify  under  oath  and  may  be  sworn  by 
a  member  of  the  board.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  send  for  persons 
and  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  at  said  hearings. 

Section  17  (as  amended  by  chapter  321,  Acts  of  1902).  If  the 
full  board  sitting  at  such  hearing  finds  the  person  guilty,  the  board  may 
suspend  the  effect  of  the  certificate  of  his  registration  as  a  pharmacist 
for  such  term  as  the  board  fixes,  but  the  license  or  certificate  of  regis- 
tration of  a  registered  pharmacist  shall  not  be  suspended  or  revoked 
for  a  cause  punishable  by  law  until  after  his  conviction  by  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction.  (Chapter  261,  section  5,  Acts  of  1909:  The 
board  may  suspend  the  certificate  of  registration  of  a  registered  pharma- 
cist, who,  in  its  judgment,  is  a  menace  to  the  pubUc  by  reason  of  the 
improper  use  of  intoxicating  Uquor  or  drugs,  such  suspension  to  be 
made  only  after  a  hearing,  and  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board.)  The  board  may  at  any  time  in  its  discretion  recon- 
sider its  action  in  cases  where  it  has  suspended  or  revoked  the  license 
or  certificate  of  registration  of  a  pharmacist,  and  may  change  its  deter- 
mination as  justice  shall  require. 

Section  18  (as  amended  by  section  2,  chapter  525,  Acts  of  1908; 
section  1,  chapter  720,  Acts  of  1913).  Whoever,  not  being  registered 
as  aforesaid,  retails,  compounds  for  sale  or  dispenses  for  medicinal  pur-

poses  drugs,  medicines,  chemicals  or  poisons,  except  as  provided  in 
section  twenty-three,  shall  be  pimished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty 
dollars,  but  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  prohibit  the  employ- 
ment of  apprentices  or  assistants  and  the  sale  by  them  of  any  drugs, 
medicines,  chemicals  or  poisons  under  the  personal  supervision  of  a 
registered  pharmacist.    No  unregistered  co-partner  or  unregistered 
stockholder  in  a  corporation  doing  a  retail  drug  business  shall  hereafter 
be  actively  engaged  in  the  drug  business.    Every  registered  pharmacist  Registered 
carrying  on  the  drug  business  as  proprietor  or  as  manager  shall  cause  i^^'^d's  . 
his  name  to  appear  on  every  sign  indicating  or  advertising  his  place  of  and  lat^ll!^"^ 
business  and  on  every  label  used  for  medicinal  preparations  compounded 
in  his  place  of  business.    The  term  "personal  superA-ision "  as  used  in 
the  act  shall  mean  that  a  registered  pharmacist  is  in  charge  and  present 
in  the  store. 

(Section  2,  chapter  720,  Acts  of  1913:  The  provision  of  section  inability  of 
eighteen  of  chapter  seventy-six  of  the  Re\ised  Laws,  as  amended  bv  unregistered 
section  one  of  this  act,  that  no  unregistered  co-partner  or  unregistered  So-khoider°to 
stockholder  in  a  corporation  doing  a  retail  drug  business  shall  hereafter  be  actively 
be  actively  engaged  in  the  drug  business,  shall  not  apply  to  those  en-  engaged  in 
gaged  in  said  business  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act.

Section  19.    The  board  shall  investigate  all  complaints  of  the  investigation 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  sections  ten  to  twenty-three,  inclusive,  complaints, 
and  report  the  same  to  the  proper  prosecuting  officers,  and  especially 
investigate  and  cause  to  be  prosecuted  all  \'iolations  of  sections  twenty- 
one  to  twenty-nine,  inclusive,  of  chapter  one  hundred. 

Section  21.    A  registered  pharmacist  against  whom  a  complaint  or  Access  to 
charge  is  pending  before  the  board,  or  his  counsel  shall  have  the  same  documents, 
right  of  access  to  documents  in  the  possession  of  said  board  as  a  person 
who  is  charged  with  crime  in  the  courts  of  the  commonwealth  would 
have  to  documents  in  the  possession  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  or  of  the 
prosecuting  officer. 

Section  22.    The  court  or  magistrate  before  whom  a  person  is  con-  Court  to  fur- 
victed  of  a  violation  of  section  twenty-six  of  chapter  seventy-five,  of  S  ^nviction^ 
section  eighteen  of  this  chapter,  of  sections  twenty-five,  twenty-six, 
twenty-seven  of  chapter  one  hundred  or  of  section  two  of  chapter  two 
hundred  and  thirteen  shall  send  to  the  board  of  registration  in  pharmacy 
a  certificate  under  seal  showing  the  time,  cause  and  place  of  con\4ction. 

Section  23  (as  amended  bv  chapter  327,  Acts  of  1902;  section  3,  As  to  the 
chapter  525,  Acts  of  1908;  section  1,  chapter  172,  Acts  of  1910).  The  drugs  an?^° 
provisions  of  sections  twenty-one  to  twenty-nine,  inclusive,  of  chapter  medicines  by 
one  hundred,  section  twenty-six  of  chapter  seventy-five  and  section  two  grocers  and 
of  chapter  two  hundred  and  thirteen  shall  not  apply  to  physicians  who  regStered.* 
put  up  their  own  prescriptions  or  dispense  medicines  to  their  patients; 
nor  to  the  sale  of  drugs,  medicines,  chemicals  or  poisons  at  wholesale 
only;  nor  to  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  patent  or  proprietary  medicines; 
nor  to  the  sale  by  merchants  at  retail  of  the  follo^^'ing  drugs  and  chemi- 
cals used  in  the  arts,  or  as  household  remedies:  —  alum,  ammonia, 
bicarbonate  of  soda,  borax,  camphor,  castor  oil,  chlorinated  lime,  citric 
acid,  cod  liver  oil,  copperas,  cotton  seed  oil,  cream  of  tartar,  dye  stuffs, 
Epsom  salt,  flaxseed,  flaxseed  meal,  gelatin,  ginger,  Glauber's  salt,  glycer- 
ine, gum  arabic,  gum  tragacanth,  hops,  hyposulphite  of  soda,  licorice, 
lime  water.  Unseed  oil,  litharge,  magnesia,  olive  oil,  peroxide  of  hydrogen, 
petrolatum,  phosphate  of  soda,  rhubarb,  Rochelle  salt,  rosin,  sal  am- 
moniac, saltpeter,  senna,  slippery  elm  bark,  spices  for  seasoning,  sugar 
of  milk,  sulphate  of  copper,  sulphur,  tartaric  acid,  turpentine,  extract 
of  witch  hazel,  and  zinc  oxide;  nor  to  the  sale  in  original  packages  of  the 
following,  if  put  up  by  registered  pharmacists,  manufacturers,  or  whole- 
sale dealers,  in  conformity  with  the  Re\'ised  Laws,  namely:  —  flavoring 
essences  or  extracts,  essence  of  Jamaica  ginger,  insecticides,  rat  exter- 
minators, aromatic  spirits  of  ammonia,  spirits  of  camphor,  sweet  spirits 
of  nitre,  syrup  of  rhubarb,  tincture  of  arnica,  and  tincture  of  rhubarb; 
nor  to  the  sale  of  the  following  poisons  used  in  the  arts,  if  properly 
labelled  and  recorded  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hundred 
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and  thirteen  of  the  Revised  Laws:  —  muriatic  acid,  oxahc  acid,  nitric 
acid,  sulphuric  acid,  arsenic,  cyanide  of  potassium,  mercury,  phosphorus, 
and  sulphate  of  zinc.  Whoever  not  being  a  registered  pharmacist,  sells, 
or  offers  for  sale,  at  retail,  drugs,  medicines,  or  poisons,  other  than  those 
enumerated  above,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dol- 
Widow,  etc.,  lars.  The  widow,  executor  or  administrator  of  a  registered  pharmacist 
bSJne^,  etc.^  ^'^o  has  died  or  the  wife  of  one  who  has  become  incapacitated  may  con- 
tinue his  business  under  a  registered  pharmacist,  who  may  also  be  con- 
sidered qualified  to  receive  a  sixth  class  license  to  be  exercised  upon  said 
premises  of  said  deceased  or  incapacitated  pharmacist  under  the  regis- 
tered licensee's  personal  supervision.  The  provisions  of  section  twenty- 
two  of  chapter  one  hundred,  so  far  as  they  may  be  inconsistent  herewith, 
shall  not  apply  to  licenses  issued  hereunder. 


Definition  of 
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Chapter  100,  Revised  Laws. 

Section  2.  Ale,  porter,  strong  beer,  cider,  all  wines,  any  beverage 
which  contains  more  than  one  per  cent  of  alcohol,  by  volume,  at  sixty 
degrees  Fahrenheit,  and  distilled  spirits,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  intoxicat- 
ing liquor  within  the  meaning  of  this  chapter. 

Section  16.  The  hcensing  board  may  at  any  time  refuse  to  issue  a 
license  to  a  person  whom  it  considers  unfit  to  receive  the  same;  but  the 
pro\'isions  of  this  chapter  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  compel  said 
licensing  board  to  grant  licenses. 

Section  17.  Each  license  shall  be  expressed,  to  be  subject  to  the 
following  conditions :  — 

First,  That  the  provisions  in  regard  to  the  nature  of  the  license,  and 
the  building  in  which  the  business  may  be  carried  on  under  it,  shall  be 
strictly  adhered  to. 

Second,  That  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquor  shall  not  be  sold 
between  the  hours  of  eleven  at  night  and  six  in  the  morning  or  on  the 
Lord's  day;  but  if  the  licensee  is  also  Ucensed  as  an  innholder  he  may, 
between*  the  hours  of  six  in  the  morning  and  eleven  at  night  on  the 
Lord's  day,  supply  such  liquors  to  guests  who  have  resorted  to  his  inn 
for  food  and  lodging. 

Third,  That  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquor  shall  not  be  sold,  ex- 
changed or  delivered,  or  exposed,  offered  or  kept  for  sale,  exchange  or 
delivery,  upon  the  licensed  premises,  unless  it  is  of  good  standard  quahty 
and  is  free  from  any  adulteration  prohibited  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  the 
United  States  or  by  the  laws  relative  to  adulteration  of  drugs  and  food, 
for  either  a  food  or  a  drug.  If  it  is  marked,  labelled  or  represented  as 
being  the  product  of  any  foreign  country,  it  shall  also  be  of  the  standard 
quality  required  for  its  legal  sale  for  domestic  use  in  the  country  of  its 
reputed  production.  All  such  liquors  which  are  sold,  exchanged  or 
deUvered,  or  which  are  exposed  or  kept  for  sale,  exchange  or  delivery, 
under  a  license  of  the  sixth  class,  shall  be  of  the  quality  required  for  their 
sale  as  drugs  under  the  provisions  of  the  laws  relative  to  the  adultera- 
tion of  drugs  and  food. 

Fourth,  That  liquor  shall  not  be  sold  or  delivered  on  the  Ucensed 
premises  to  a  person  who  is  known  to  be  a  drunkard,  to  an  intoxicated 
person,  or  to  a  person  who  is  known  to  have  been  intoxicated  within  the 
six  months  last  preceding,  or  to  a  minor,  either  for  his  own  use,  the  use 
of  his  parents  or  of  any  other  person,  or,  unless  upon  the  prescription  of 
a  duly  registered  physician,  to  a  person  known  to  have  been  supported 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  public  charity  at  any  time  during  the  twelve 
months  last  preceding  the  date  of  the  license. 

Fifth,  That  there  shall  be  no  disorder,  indecency,  prostitution,  lewd- 
ness, or  illegal  gaming  on  the  licensed  premises,  or  on  any  premises  con- 
nected therewith  by  an  interior  communication. 

Sixth,  That  the  license,  or  a  copy  thereof,  certified  by  the  recording 
officer  of  the  licensing  board,  or  by  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  by 
which  it  is  issued,  shall  be  displayed^on  the  premises,  in  a  conspicuous 
position,  where  it  can  easily  be  read. 
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Seventh,  That  the  Ucense  shall  be  subject  to  forfeiture,  as  herein  License 
provided,  for  breach  of  any  of  its  conditions;  and  that,  if  the  licensee  is  ^^^^M^^ 
convicted  of  a  violation  of  any  of  such  conditions,  his  license  shall  there- 
upon  become  void. 

Section  21  (as  amended  by  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1907,  as 
further  amended  by  chapter  410  of  the  Acts  of  1913).  Druggists  and 
apothecaries  having  a  sixth  class  license  may  sell  pure  alcohol  for  medic- 
inal, mechanical  or  chemical  purposes  without  a  physician's  prescrip- 
tion, the  said  sales  to  be  recorded  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  section 
twenty-six;  and  wholesale  druggists  and  apothecaries  may  also  sell 
liquor  of  any  kind,  not  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises,  under  a  license  of 
the  fourth  class. 

Section  22  (as  amended  by  chapter  410  of  the  Acts  of  1913).  No 
license  for  the  sale  of  spirituous  or  intoxicating  Uquor,  except  of  the 
sixth  class,  shall  be  granted  to  retail  druggists  or  apothecaries.  One  or 
more  hcenses  of  the  sixth  class  shall  be  granted  annually  by  the  Ucensing 
board  of  cities,  or  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  cities  having  no  such 
board,  or  by  the  selectmen  of  towns,  to  retail  druggists  or  apothecaries 
who  are  registered  pharmacists  actively  engaged  in  business  on  their 
own  account,  upon  presentation  to  the  licensing  board  of  the  certificate 
prescribed  by  the  following  section,  if  it  appears  that  the  applicant  is  a 
proper  person  to  receive  such  hcense,  and  is  not  disqualified  to  receive  it 
under  the  provisions  of  sections  fifty-three  and  fifty-four.  A  registered 
pharmacist  who  owns  stock  of  the  actual  value  of  at  least  five  hundred 
dollars  in  a  corporation  which  has  been  incorporated  for  the  purpose  of 
carrjing  on  the  drug  business,  and  who  conducts  in  person  the  business 
of  a  store  of  such  corporation,  shall  be  considered  as  actively  engaged  in 
business  on  his  own  account  and  as  qualified  to  receive  a  license  for  such 
store. 

Section  23  (as  amended  by  chapter  308,  Acts  of  1907,  as  amended  Certificate  of 
by  chapter  261,  Acts  of  1909).  The  board  of  registration  in  pharmacy  qualification 
may,  upon  the  payment  by  an  apphcant  for  a  Ucense  of  the  sixth  class 
of  a  fee  of  not  more  than  five  dollars,  issue  to  him  a  certificate,  which 
shall  not  be  valid  after  one  year  from  its  date,  stating  that  in  the  judg- 
ment of  said  board  he  is  a  proper  person  to  be  entrusted  with  such 
license  and  that  the  public  good  will  be  promoted  by  the  granting  thereof. 
The  board  may,  after  gi\dng  a  hearing  to  the  parties  interested,  revoke 
or  suspend  such  certificate  for  any  cause  that  it  may  deem  proper,  and 
such  revocation  or  suspension  shall  revoke  or  suspend  the  sixth  class 
license  granted  thereon. 

Section  24.  A  license  of  the  sixth  class  shall  become  null  and  void  License  to  be 
without  any  process  or  decree,  if  the  registered  pharmacist  to  whom  it 
has  been  granted  ceases  to  conduct  his  business  in  person  and  on  his 
own  account,  or  upon  the  revocation  of  his  certificate  of  registration  as 
a  pharmacist,  unless  the  registered  pharmacist  has  become  unable  to 
so  conduct  his  business  or  has  died,  and  his  business  is  continued  by 
his  wife,  widow,  executor  or  administrator  under  another  registered 
pharmacist. 

Section  25.  Retail  druggists  and  apothecaries  shall  not  sell  intoxi-  Sale  only  on 
eating  liquor  of  any  kind  for  medicinal,  mechanical  or  chemical  purposes  certificate, 
except  upon  the  certificate  of  the  purchaser,  which  shall  state  the  use 
for  which  it  is  wanted,  and  which  shall  be  immediately  cancelled  at 
the  time  of  sale  in  such  manner  as  to  show  the  date  of  cancellation. 
They  shall  not,  when  making  such  sales  upon  the  prescription  of  a 
physician,  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  second  clause  of  section 
seventeen. 

Section  26.  Every  retail  druggist  and  apothecary  shall  keep  a  book  Entry  book 
in  which  he  shall  enter,  at  the  time  of  every  such  sale,  the  date  thereof,  o7ii^uo^. 
the  name  of  the  purchaser,  the  kind,  quantity  and  price  of  said  Uquor, 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  sold,  and  the  residence  by  street  and  num- 
ber, if  there  be  such,  of  said  purchaser.  If  such  sale  is  made  upon  the 
prescription  of  a  physician,  the  book  shall  also  contain  the  name  of  the 
physician  and  shall  state  the  use  for  which  said  Uquor  is  prescribed  and 
the  quantity  to  be  used  for  such  purpose,  and  shaU  be  cancelled  in  the 
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manner  before  provided  with  reference  to  certificates.  Said  book  shall 
be  in  form  substantially  as  follows:  —

Section  27.  The  book,  certificates  and  prescriptions  provided  for 
in  the  two  preceding  sections  and  the  book  provided  for  in  section 
thirty-two  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  licensing 
board  in  cities  having  such  boards  and  in  all  other  cities  and  towns,  to 
the  inspection  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  selectmen,  overseers  of  the 
poor,  sheriffs,  constables,  police  officers  and  justices  of  the  peace. 

Section  28.  Whoever  makes  or  issues  a  false  or  fraudulent  certificate 
or  prescription  referred  to  in  sections  twenty-five  and  twenty-six  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  ten  dollars. 

Section  29.  Whoever,  not  being  a  registered  pharmacist,  procures 
a  sixth  class  license  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  name  of  a 
registered  pharmacist  who  is  dead,  or  in  the  name  of  a  registered  phar- 
macist by  borrowing,  hiring  or  purchasing  the  use  of  his  certificate,  and 
who,  being  himself  the  owner  or  manager  of  the  place,  shall  himself  or 
by  his  servants  sell  intoxicating  liquor,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  six  months.  The  provisions 
of  section  ten  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty  shall  not  apply  to 
such  sentence. 

Section  44.  Licensing  boards  may  transfer  licenses  from  one  loca- 
tion to  another  within  the  city  or  town  in  which  such  licenses  are  in 
force;  but  such  transfer  shall  be  granted  only  to  the  original  licensee, 
and  like  notice  shall  be  given,  the  same  provisions  shall  apply,  and  other 
proceedings  shall  be  the  same  as  are  required  upon  the  granting  of 
Hcenses,  except  that  no  new  license  fee  shall  be  required. 

Section  47  (as  amended  by  chapter  108,  Acts  of  1908).  The  licens- 
ing board,  after  notice  to  the  Ucensee  and  reasonable  opportunity  for  him 
to  be  heard  by  them  or  by  a  committee  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  or 
selectmen,  if  the  license  was  granted  by  them,  may  declare  his  license  for- 
feited, or  may  suspend  his  license  for  such  period  of  time  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  upon  satisfactory  proof  that  he  has  violated  or  permitted 
a  violation  of  any  condition  thereof,  or  any  law  of  the  commonwealth. 
The  pendency  of  proceedings  before  a  court  or  justice  shall  not  suspend 
or  interfere  with  the  power  herein  given  to  decree  a  forfeiture.  If  the 
license  is  declared  to  have  been  forfeited,  the  licensee  shall  be  disqualified 
to  receive  a  license  for  one  year  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the 
license  so  forfeited,  and  if  he  is  the  owner  of  the  premises  described  in 
such  forfeited  license,  no  license  shall  be  issued  to  be  exercised  on  said 
premises  for  the  residue  of  the  term  thereof. 

Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  his  license  or  of  this 
chapter  shall,  unless  otherwise  expressly  provided,  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  by 
imprisonment  for  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  six  months;  and 
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Buch  comdction  of  a  licensee  shall  render  any  license  to  him  of  the  first 
five  classes,  of  the  seventh  class,  and,  if  for  a  violation  of  sections  twenty- 
five  to  twenty-seven  inclusive,  a  license  of  the  sixth  class,  void.  Such 
licensee  shall  be  disquaUfied  to  hold  a  license  for  one  year  after  his  con- 
viction, and,  if  he  is  the  owner  of  the  licensed  premises,  no  Ucense  shall 
be  exercised  on  the  premises  described  in  the  forfeited  license  during  the 
residue  of  the  term  thereof. 

Section  61.    Whoever  employs  a  minor  under  the  age  of  eighteen  Minors  not 
years  in  handling  intoxicating  hquors  or  packages  containing  such  handle 
Uquors  in  a  brewery  or  botthng  estabhshment  in  which  such  hquors  are  h^quoi-r*"^^ 
prepared  for  sale  or  offered  for  sale  shall,  for  each  offence,  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less 
than  three  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.    The  provi-  Drug  stores 
sions  of  this  section  shall  not  prohibit  the  employment  of  minors  in  exempt, 
drug  stores. 

Section  62.    WTioever,  himseK,  or  by  his  agent  or  servant,  sells  or  Penalty  for 
gives  intoxicating  hquors  to  a  minor,  either  for  his  own  use,  the  use  of  furnishing 
his  parent,  or  of  any  other  person,  or  allows  a  minor  to  loiter  upon  the  to  a°minOT.' 
premises  where  such  sales  are  made,  shall  forfeit  one  hundred  dollars  for 
each  offence,  to  be  recovered  by  the  parent,  etc.    The  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  sales  made  by  the  holder  of  a  h cense  of  the 
sixth  class  if  made  upon  the  written  prescription  of  a  practising  physician. 

Section  63.    The  husband,  wife,  parent,  child,  guardian  or  em- Penalty  for 
ployer  of  a  person  who  has  the  habit  of  drinking  spirituous  or  intoxicat-  selling  liquor 
ing  liquor  to  excess,  or  the  mayor  of  the  city,  or  one  of  the  selectmen  of  Sntraryto 
the  town  in  which  such  person  lives,  may  give  notice  in  writing,  signed  notice, 
by  him  or  her,  to  any  person  requesting  him  not  to  sell  or  dehver  such 
liquor  to  the  person  having  such  habit.    If  the  person  so  notified  at  any 
time  within  twelve  months  thereafter  sells  or  delivers  such  Uquor  to  the 
person  having  such  habit,  or  permits  him  to  loiter  on  his  premises,  the 
person  giving  the  notice  may,  in  an  action  of  tort,  recover  of  the  person 
notified  such  amount,  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  as  may  be  assessed  as  damages;  etc. 


Chapter  213,  Revised  Laws. 
Of  Crimes  against  the  Public  Health. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  2  (as  amended  by  chapter  263,  Acts  of  1912,  as  further  Sale  of 
amended  by  chapter  585,  Acts  of  1913).    Whoever  sells  arsenic  (arse- 
nious  acid),  atropia  or  any  of  its  salts,  chloral  hydrate,  chloroform,  cot- 
ton root  and  its  fluid  extract,  corrosive  subhmate,  cyanide  of  potas- 
sium, Donovan's  solution,  ergot  and  its  fluid  extract.  Fowler's  solution, 
laudanum,  McMunn's  ehxir,  morphia  or  any  of  its  salts,  oil  of  penny- 
royal, oil  of  savin,  oil  of  tansy,  opium,  Paris  green,  Parson's  vermin  ex- 
terminator, phosphorus,  prussic  acid,  "rough  on  rats",  strychnia  or 
any  of  its  salts,  tartar  emetic,  tincture  of  aconite,  tincture  of  belladonna, 
tincture  of  digitalis,  tincture  of  nux  vomica,  tincture  of  veratrum  viride, 
compounds  of  fluorine,  or  carboHc  acid,  without  the  written  prescription 
of  a  physician,  shall  affix  to  the  bottle,  box  or  wrapper  containing  the 
article  sold  a  label  of  red  paper  upon  which  shall  be  printed  in  large 
black  letters  the  name  and  place  of  business  of  the  vendor  and  the 
words  Poison  and  Antidote,  and  the  label  shall  also  contain  the  name  of 
an  antidote,  if  any,  for  the  poison  sold.    He  shall  also  keep  a  record  of 
the  name  and  quantity  of  the  article  sold  and  of  the  name  and  residence 
I  of  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  it  was  delivered,  which  shall  be  made 
1  before  the  article  is  delivered  and  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection 
'■  by  the  officers  of  the  district  pohce  and  by  the  police  authorities  and 
I  officers  of  cities  and  towns;  but  no  sale  of  cocaine  or  its  salts  shall  be 
1  made  except  upon  the  prescription  of  a  physician.    Whoever  neglects 
I  to  affix  such  label  to  such  bottle,  box  or  wrapper  before  delivery  thereof 
\  to  the  purchaser  or  whoever  neglects  to  keep  or  refuses  to  show  to  said 
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officers  such  record  or  whoever  purchases  any  of  said  poisons  and  gives 
a  false  or  fictitious  name  to  the  vendor  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  fifty  dollars.    The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  sales  by  wholesale  dealers  or  manufacturing  chemists  to  retail 
dealers,  or  to  a  general  merchant  who  sells  Paris  green,  London  purpl 
or  other  arsenical  poisons  in  unbroken  packages  containing  not  less 
than  one  quarter  of  a  pound,  for  the  sole  purpose  of  destroying  pota 
bugs  or  other  insects  upon  plants,  vines  or  trees,  except  that  he  shall 
record  each  sale  and  label  each  package  sold,  as  above  provided.  Nor 
shall  the  provisions  of  this  section  apply  to  sales  of  compounds  contain- 
ing not  more  than  fifty  per  cent  of  sodium  fluoride  intended  solely  fo 
the  destruction  of  roaches,  ants  or  other  household  insects  when  sol 
in  sealed  metal  packages  containing  not  less  than  one  fourth  of  a  poun 
plainly  labelled  in  such  a  manner  as  to  show  the  purposes  for  which  th 
preparation  is  intended.

Chapter  259,  Acts  of  1907. 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Labelling  of  Certain  Patent  or  Pro- 
prietary Drugs  and  Foods. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  three  hundred  and  eighty-six  of  the  acts  of 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  six  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
section  one  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  —  Section  1. 
Upon  every  package,  bottle  or  other  receptacle  holding  any  proprietai^ 
or  patent  medicine,  or  any  proprietary  or  patent  food  preparation,  which 
contains  alcohol,  morphine,  codeine,  opium,  heroin,  chloroform,  can- 
nabis indica,  chloral  hydrate,  or  acetanilid,  or  any  derivative  or  prepa- 
ration of  any  such  substances,  shall  be  marked  or  inscribed  a  statement 
on  the  label  of  the  quantity  or  proportion  of  each  of  said  substances  con- 
tained therein.  The  size  of  type  in  which  the  names  of  the  above  sub- 
stances shall  be  printed  on  the  labels  as  above,  shall  not  be  smaller  than 
eight  point  (brevier)  caps :  provided,  that  in  case  the  size  of  the  package 
will  not  permit  the  use  of  eight  point  cap  type  the  size  of  the  type  may  be 
reduced  proportionately.  The  provisions  of  section  nineteen  of  chapter 
seventy-five  of  the  Revised  Laws,  so  far  as  they  are  consistent  herewith, 
shall  apply  to  the  manner  and  form  in  which  such  statements  shall  be 
marked  or  inscribed. 

Section  2.  No  dealer  shall  be  prosecuted  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  when  he  can  establish  a  guaranty  signed  by  the  wholesaler, 
jobber  or  manufacturer  residing  in  this  Commonwealth,  from  whom  he 
purchased  such  articles,  to  the  effect  that  the  same  is  not  misbranded 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  designating  it.  Such  guaranty,  to  af- 
ford protection,  shall  contain  the  name  and  address  of  the  party  or 
parties  making  the  sale  of  such  articles  to  such  dealer;  and  in  such  case 
said  party  or  parties  shall  be  amenable  to  the  prosecutions,  fines  and 
other  penalties  which  would  attach,  in  due  course,  to  the  dealer  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  Section  two  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  eighty-six  of 
the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  six  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  March  in 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eight.    [Approved  March  29,  1907. 


Chapter  271,  Acts  of  1910. 

An  Act  to  regulate  the  Sale  of  Morphine  and  Other  Narcotic 

Drugs. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 
Sale  of  cer-  SECTION  1.    It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell,  furnish,  give 

Siis*'^"**'^  away  or  dehver  any  opium,  morphine,  heroin,  codeine  or  preparations 
regulated.        thereof,  or  any  salt  or  compound  of  the  said  substances,  except  upon 

the  written  prescription  or  order  of  a  lawfully  authorized  practitioner  of 
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medicine,  dentistry,  or  veterinary  medicine,  which  prescription  shall 
bear  the  name  of  the  person  gi\ang  it.  But  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  not  apply  to  sales  made  by  any  manufacturer,  wholesale  or 
retail  druggist  to  another  manufacturer,  wholesale  or  retail  druggist; 
or  to  sales  made  to  hospitals,  colleges,  scientific  or  public  institutions, 
or  to  physicians,  dentists,  or  veterinary  surgeons;  nor  to  the  sale  of 
cough  remedies  and  other  domestic  and  proprietary  preparations:  pro-  Provisos. 
vided,  that  such  preparations  are  sold  in  good  faith  as  medicines,  and 
not  for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  pro\isions  of  this  act;  and  provided, 
that  such  preparations  do  not  contain  more  than  two  and  one  half  grains 
of  opium,  or  one  third  of  a  grain  of  morphine,  or  one  fourth  of  a  grain  of 
heroin,  or  one  grain  of  codeine  or  their  salts  in  one  fluid  ounce;  or  if  a 
sohd  preparation,  in  one  avoirdupois  ounce,  excepting  liniments  and 
ointments  which  are  prepared  for  external  use  only;  nor  to  preparations 
containing  opium  or  any  of  its  salts,  which  are  sold  in  good  faith,  for 
diarrhoea,  cholera  or  neuralgia;  nor  to  powder  of  ipecac  and  opium, 
commonly  known  as  Dover's  powders;  nor  to  compound  medicinal 
tablets,  pills,  or  powders  containing  not  over  one  twentieth  of  a  grain  of 
morplmie,  or  one  twelfth  of  a  grain  of  heroin  or  one  fourth  of  a  grain  of 
codeine,  or  any  of  their  salts  to  each  pill,  powder  or  tablet,  provided, 
that  such  preparations  are  sold  in  good  faith  as  medicines  and  not  for 
the  purpose  of  evading  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  2.    It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  practitioner  of  medicine.  Prescription 
dentistry,  or  veterinary  medicine  to  prescribe  for  the  use  of  any  habitual  of  certain 
user  of  the  same,  opium,  morphine,  heroin,  codeine,  or  any  salt  or  com-  fe^uiated 
pound  of  the  said  substances,  or  any  preparation  containing  any  of  the  ' 
said  substances  or  their  salts  or  compounds;  nor  shall  any  practitioner 
of  dentistry  prescribe  any  of  the  said  substances  for  any  person  not 
under  his  treatment  in  the  regular  practice  of  his  profession;  nor  shall 
any  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicines  prescribe  any  of  the  said  sub- 
stances for  the  use  of  any  human  being:  provided,  however,  that  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  any  lawfully 
authorized  practitioner  of  medicine  from  prescribing  in  good  faith  for 
the  use  of  any  habitual  user  of  narcotic  drugs  who  is  under  his  profes- 
sional care  such  substances  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  his  treatment, 
when  such  prescriptions  are  given  in  good  faith  and  not  for  the  purpose 
of  evading  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  act  shall  be  Penalty, 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars;  or 
shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  house  of  correction  or  jail  for  a  term  not  ex- 
ceeding one  year;  or  shall  be  punished  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment.   [Approved  March  22,  1910. 


CiL^PTER  387,  Acts  of  1910. 
An  Act  relative  to  the  Sale  of  Cocaine. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.    It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  Manufacture 
to  manufacture  any  so-called  catarrh  powder  or  catarrh  cure,  or  any  °/o^®^^in. 
patent  or  proprietary  preparation  containing  cocaine,  or  any  of  its  ing  cocaine, 
salts,  or  alpha  or  beta  eucaine,  or  any  of  their  salts,  or  any  synthetic  etc.,  pro- 
substitute  for  them. 

Section  2.    It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  Sale,  etc., 
to  sell  or  to  expose  or  offer  for  sale  or  to  give,  deliver  or  exchange  any  f^^^^^^' 
cocaine,  or  any  alpha  or  beta  eucaine,  or  any  synthetic  substitute  for  hibi'ted  except, 
them,  or  any  preparation  containing  the  same,  or  any  salts  or  com-  etc. 
pounds  thereof,  except  upon  the  written  prescription  of  a  physician, 
dentist  or  veterinary  surgeon  registered  under  the  laws  of  the  state  in 
which  he  resides;  the  original  of  which  prescription  shall  be  retained  by 
the  druggist  filling  the  same  for  a  period  of  at  least  two  years  and  shall 
not  again  be  filled,  except  upon  the  written  order  of  the  original  pre- 
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scriber,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection  by  the  officers  of  the 
state  board  of  health,  the  members  of  the  state  board  of  registration  in 
pharmacy  and  its  authorized  agents,  and  by  the  police  authorities  and 
officers  of  cities  and  towns.  But  no  practitioner  of  veterinary  medi- 
cine shall  prescribe  any  of  the  above  mentioned  substances  for  the  uso 
of  any  human  being.  J 
Section  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  physician  or  dentist  to  pre- 
scribe, sell  or  give  away  any  cocaine  or  its  salts,  or  any  alpha  or  beta 
eucaine  or  their  salts,  or  any  synthetic  substitute  for  them,  or  any  prep- 
aration containing  the  same,  or  any  salts  or  compounds  thereof,  to  any 
person  known  to  such  physician  or  dentist  to  be  an  habitual  user  at 
those  drugs. 

Section  4.  Any  manufacturer  or  jobber  of  any  or  all  of  the  articlef^, 
mentioned  in  section  two  of  this  act,  any  wholesale  druggist,  or  any 
registered  pharmacist  may  sell  any  article  mentioned  in  said  section 
two  to  any  such  manufacturer,  jobber,  wholesale  druggist,  or  to  any 
pharmacist,  physician,  veterinarian  or  dentist,  registered  under  the 
laws  of  the  state  in  which  he  resides,  or  to  any  incorporated  hospital, 
but  only  upon  a  written  order  duly  signed  by  such  manufacturer,  jobber, 
wholesale  druggist,  registered  pharmacist,  registered  physician,  regis- 
tered veterinarian,  registered  dentist,  or  the  superintendent  of  such 
incorporated  hospital,  which  order  shall  show  the  article  or  articles 
ordered  and  the  date  of  delivery.  The  said  order  shall  be  kept  on  file 
in  the  laboratory,  warehouse,  pharmacy  or  store  from  which  it  was 
filled  by  the  proprietor  thereof,  or  his  successor,  for  a  period  of  not  leas 
than  two  years  from  the  date  of  delivery,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  open 
to  inspection  by  the  officers  of  the  state  board  of  health,  the  members  of 
the  state  board  of  registration  in  pharmacy  and  its  authorized  agents,  and 
by  the  pohce  authorities  and  officers  of  cities  and  towns;  and  such  order 
shall  not  contain  any  articles  not  mentioned  in  section  two  of  this  act. 

Section  5  (as  amended  by  chapter  341,  Acts  of  1911).  Whoever 
\'iolates  any  provision  of  the  foregoing  sections  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  and  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year  in  the  county  jail  or  house  of  ^ 
correction,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  and  whoever  ia'j 
found  present  as  described  in  section  seven  of  this  act  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  three 
months  in  the  house  of  correction. 


Chapter  416,  Acts  of  1910. 

An  Act  relative  to  Prosecutions  under  the  Laws  relative 
Adulterated  Drugs  and  Food. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  prosecution  shall  be  begun  under  sections  sixteen] 
to  twenty-seven,  inclusive,  of  chapter  seventy-five  of  the  Revised  Laws, 
for  the  manufacture,  sale  or  offering  for  sale  of  drugs,  unless  the  person 
purchasing  the  drug  or  taking  the  drug  without  purchasing  shall  seal 
and  deliver  to  the  owner  or  person  from  whom  such  drug  is  purchased  or 
taken  a  portion  of  the  drug  so  purchased  or  taken;  and  a  receipt  therefor 
shall  be  given  to  the  collector.  The  drug  so  purchased  or  taken  shall 
thereafter  be  analyzed  or  tested  under  the  direction  of  the  state  board 
of  health  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  it  comes  within  the 
pro\'isions  of  the  sections  above  mentioned. 

Section  2.  If  it  appears  that  any  provision  of  the  said  sections  lias 
been  violated,  the  said  board  may  direct  or  authorize  formal  complaint 
to  be  made  to  a  court  or  justice  having  jurisdiction  in  such  cases;  but 
no  evidence  of  the  result  of  said  analysis  or  test  shall  be  received  if  the 
collector  refuses  or  neglects  to  seal  and  deliver  a  portion  of  the  drug 
purchased  or  taken  as  aforesaid  to  the  owner  or  person  from  whose 
possession  it  is  taken.    [Approved  April  20,  1910. 
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Chapter  541,  Acts  of  1910. 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Labelling  of  Crude  and  Refined  Wood 

Alcohol. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.    WTioever,  himself,  or  by  his  servant  or  agent,  or  as  the  Crude  and 
servant  or  agent  of  any  other  person  sells,  exchanges  or  delivers  any  '"f^^jf^,  ^°?^ 
wood  alcohol,  otherwise  known  as  methyl  alcohol,  either  crude  or  refined,  LSlled!^  ^ 
or  denatured  alcohol  which  contains  any  methyl  alcohol,  under  or  by 
whatever  name  or  trade  mark  the  same  may  be  called  or  known  shall 
affix  to  the  bottle  or  vessel  containing  the  same  a  label  bearing  the 
words,  "Poison,  Not  for  Internal  Use",  in  red  letters  of  uncondensed 
Gothic  type  not  less  than  one  fourth  of  an  inch  in  height,  and  the  same 
words,  "Poison,  Not  for  Internal  Use",  in  stencilled  letters  or  similar 
Gothic  type  of  a  size  not  less  than  three  fourths  nor  more  than  one  and 
one  half  inches  in  height  for  use  on  barrels  and  kegs.    Whoever  \'iolates  Penalty, 
any  pro\'ision  of  this  section  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more 
than  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  sale  in  respect  to  which  the  violation 
occurs. 

Section  2.    Whoever,  himself,  or  by  his  servant  or  agent,  or  as  the  Penalty  for 
servant  or  agent  of  any  other  person  sells,  exchanges  or  dehvers,  or  has 
in  his  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  exchange  or  deliver,  any  article  of  jrink  con- 
food  or  drink,  or  any  drug  intended  for  internal  use,  containing  any  taining  wood 
J  wood  alcohol,  otherwise  known  as  methyl  alcohol,  either  crude  or  re-  alcohol,  etc. 
i  fined,  under  or  by  whatever  name  or  trade  mark  the  same  may  be  called 
(  or  known,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  two  hundred 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  3.    Chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  acts  of  the  year  Repeal, 
nineteen  hundred  and  five,  relative  to  wood  alcohol,  is  hereby  repealed. 
[Approved  May  23,  1910. 


Chapter  289,  Acts  of  1911. 

An  Act  relative  to  Prosecutions  for  selling  Adulterated  or 
Misbranded  Articles  of  Food  or  Drugs. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

i    Section  1.    No  dealer  shall  be  prosecuted  under  the  provisions  of 
(sections  sixteen  to  twenty-six,  inclusive,  of  chapter  seventy-five  of  the 
(Revised  Laws,  or  of  any  act  supplementary  thereto  or  amendatory 
I  thereof,  for  selling,  exposing  for  sale,  or  ha\dng  in  his  custody  or  posses- 
jsion  with  intent  to  sell,  any  article  of  food  or  any  drug  or  medicine  which 
I  has  been  adulterated  or  misbranded  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  common- 
wealth, or  which  contains  any  substance,  the  use  of  which  in  food  or  in 
i  drugs  is  forbidden  by  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  if  he  can  estab- 
lish a  guaranty  signed  by  the  manufacturer,  wholesaler,  or  jobber  ^\ithin 
this  commonwealth  from  whom  he  purchased  the  said  article,  drug  or 
medicine,  to  the  effect  that  the  same  is  not  adulterated  or  misbranded 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  designating  the  act.    Such  guaranty, 
to  afford  protection,  shall  contain  the  name  and  address  of  the  party  or 
parties  making  the  sale  of  such  articles  to  such  dealer,  and  in  that  case 
such  party  or  parties  shall  be  subject  to  the  prosecution,  fine  or  other 
jOenalties  which  would  attach  in  due  course  to  the  dealer  under  the  pro- 
!visions  of  the  sections  aforesaid. 

Section  2.    So  much  of  chapter  seventy-five  of  the  Re\'ised  Laws  as 
s  inconsistent  herewith  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Approved

An  Act  to  exempt  Druggists  and  Drug  Clerks  from  Restrictio 

OF  the  Civil  Service  Law. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  sixteen  of  chapter  nineteen  of  the  Revised  Laws  is  hereb 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  words:  —  The  word  vend 
shall  not  apply  to  the  proprietors  of  drug  stores  or  their  employees, 
so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  16.  No  person  habitually  us'~ 
intoxicating  liquors  to  excess  and  no  vendor  of  intoxicating  liquo 
shall  be  appointed  to  or  retained  in  any  office,  appointment  or  emplo 
ment  to  which  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  apply.  The  word  vend 
shall  not  apply  to  the  proprietors  of  drug  stores  or  their  employe 
[Approved  March  9,  1912. 


Chapter  7,  Acts  of  1913. 
An  Act  making  Appropriations  for  the  Board  of  Registration 

Ph.^lRMACY. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.    The  sums  hereinafter  mentioned  are  appropriated,  to 
paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth  from  the  ordinary  reven" 
for  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  board  of  registration  in  pharmacy,  f 
the  fiscal  year  ending  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  November,  nineteen  h" 
dred  and  thirteen,  to  wit :  — 

For  the  salaries  of  the  members,  thirty-one  hundred  dollars. 

For  travelhng  and  other  expenses  of  the  members,  a  sum  not  exc^ 
ing  seventeen  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars. 

For  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  agent,  a  sum  not  exceeding  twen 
four  hundred  dollars. 

For  a  stenographer,  witness  fees  and  incidental  and  contingent 
penses,  to  include  printing  the  annual  report,  a  sum  not  exceeding  t 
thousand  dollars. 

Section  2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Appr 
January  22,  1913. 


Chapter  413,  Acts  of  1913. 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Sale  of  Intoxicating  Liquors  by  Regis- 
tered Pharmacists. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  In  any  city  or  town  in  which  licenses  for  the  sale  of  in- 
toxicating liquors  of  the  first  five  classes  are  not  granted,  registered 
pharmacists  to  whom  a  certificate  of  fitness  has  been  issued  as  provided 
for  by  section  two  of  this  act,  may  sell  pure  alcohol  for  medicinal,  mechan- 
ical or  chemical  purposes  without  a  physician's  prescription,  such  sales  to 
be  recorded  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  section  twenty-six  of  chapter 
one  hundred  of  the  Revised  Laws,  and  may  sell  intoxicating  liquors  upon 
the  prescription  of  a  registered  physician  practising  in  such  city  or  town, 
provided  that  the  prescription  is  dated,  contains  the  name  of  the  person 
prescribed  for,  and  is  signed  by  the  physician.  All  such  prescription- 
shall  be  retained  and  kept  on  file  in  a  separate  book  by  the  pharmacist 
filling  the  same,  and  shall  not  be  filled  a  second  time.  Such  prescription 
book  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  provided  for  in  section 
twenty-seven  of  chapter  one  hundred  of  the  Revised  Laws. 

Section  2.  The  board  of  registration  in  pharmacy  may,  upon  the 
payment  by  each  apphcant  of  a  fee  of  not  more  than  five  dollars,  issu<; 
to  registered  pharmacists  certificates  of  fitness.  Such  certificates  ol 
fitness  shall  be  subject  to  suspension  or  revocation  by  the  board  of  regis- 
tration in  pharmacy,  or  by  the  licensing  authorities  of  such  cities  and 
towns. 
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Section  3.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  act  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  six 
months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  4.  Chapter  two  hundred  and  eighty-one  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  six  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.    [Approved  March  29,  1913. 


Chapter  705,  Acts  of  1913. 
An  Act  to  provide  for  registering  and  licensing  Stores  for 

TRANSACTING  RETAIL  DrUG  BUSINESS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  term  "drug  business"  as  used  in  this  act  shall 
mean  the  sale  of  opium,  morphine,  heroin,  codeine  or  other  narcotics,  or 
any  salt  or  compound  thereof,  or  any  preparation  containing  the  same, 
or  cocaine,  alpha  or  beta  eucaine,  or  any  synthetic  substitute  therefor, 
or  any  salt  or  compound  thereof,  or  any  preparation  containing  the  same, 
and  the  said  term  shall  also  mean  the  compounding  and  dispensing  of 
physicians'  prescriptions. 

Section  2.  No  store  shall  be  kept  open  for  the  transaction  of  the 
retail  drug  business  unless  it  is  registered  with  and  a  permit  therefor  has 
been  issued  by  the  board  of  registration  in  pharmacy  as  herein  pro^'ided. 

Section  3.  The  board  of  registration  in  pharmacy  shall,  upon 
application,  issue  a  permit  to  keep  open  a  store  for  the  transaction  of  the 
retail  drug  business  to  such  persons,  firms  and  corporations  as  the  board 
may  deem  quahfied  to  conduct  such  a  store.  The  application  for  such 
a  permit  shall  be  made  in  such  manner  and  in  such  form  as  the  board 
shall  determine.  A  permit  issued  as  herein  provided  shall  be  exposed  in 
a  conspicuous  place  in  the  store  for  which  the  permit  is  issued  and  shall 
expire  on  the  first  day  of  January  following  the  date  of  its  issue.  The 
fee  for  the  permit  shall  be  one  dollar. 

Section  4.  No  such  permit  shall  be  issued  for  a  corporation  to  keep 
open  a  store  for  the  transaction  of  the  retail  drug  business,  unless  it  shall 
appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  board  that  the  management  of  the 
drug  business  in  such  store  is  in  the  hands  of  a  registered  pharmacist. 

Section  5.  The  said  board  may  suspend  or  revoke  a  permit  issued 
hereunder  for  any  violation  of  the  law  pertaining  to  the  drug  business 
or  the  sale  of  intoxicating  hquors  or  for  aiding  or  abetting  a  %iolation  of 
any  such  law;  but  before  suspending  or  revoking  any  such  permit  the 
said  board  shall  give  a  hearing  to  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  holding 
the  permit,  after  due  notice  to  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  of  the 
charges  against  him  or  it  and  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing.  At 
the  hearing,  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  may  appear  with  witnesses 
and  be  heard  by  counsel.  Witnesses  at  all  hearings  shall  testify  under 
oath  and  any  member  of  the  board  may  administer  oaths  to  witnesses. 
Any  person  so  sworn  or  affirming  who  wilfully  swears  or  affirms  falsely 
respecting  any  matter  upon  which  his  testimony  is  required  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  perjurj'.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  require  the 
attendance  of  persons  and  to  compel  the  production  of  books  and  docu- 
ments. Three  members  of  the  board  shall  be  a  quorum  for  such  a  hear- 
ing, but  no  permit  shall  be  suspended  or  revoked  unless  upon  the  vote 
of  three  or  more  members  of  the  board. 

Section  6.  For  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  act  the 
board  may  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  annually. 

Section  7.  ^^^loever  violates  any  pro\'ision  of  this  act  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or 
by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment. 

^  Section  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen. 

Section  9.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed.    [Approved  May  27,  1913. 
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REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  David  I.  Walsh,  Governor. 

Sir:  —  In  compliance  vdth  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth, 
the  Board  of  Registration  in  Pharmacy  has  the  honor  to  sub- 
mit the  follo^^'ing  report :  — 

The  condition  of  the  retail  drug  business  is  not  satisfactory. 
This  is  not  the  fault  of  the  druggists,  nor  yet  the  fault  of  the 
public,  but  lies  in  the  general  depression  in  about  all  Hnes  of 
business.  Pharmacy  has  been  kept  up  to  the  same  high  stand- 
ard that  Massachusetts  has  always  maintained  since  the  phar- 
macy laws  were  enacted. 

This  has  been  the  first  year  in  the  enforcement  of  chapter 
705,  Acts  of  1913,  —  making  a  permit,  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Registration  in  Pharmacy,  a  prerequisite  for  the  conduct  of  a 
retail  drug  business.  This  law  has  benefited  the  public  and 
the  legitimate  druggist.  This  being  the  first  year  of  its  opera- 
tion, its  exercise  could  not  be  as  drastic  as  it  may  be  hereafter. 

Under  this  law  the  Board  has  the  right  to  withhold  a  permit 
from  any  store  which  for  any  reason  it  considers  unfit  to  re- 
ceive the  same.  It  also  has  the  power  to  revoke  a  permit  for 
the  violation  of  any  law  pertaining  to  pharmacy.  This  gives 
the  Board  a  new  aid  in  the  enforcement  of  the  law  pertaining 
to  narcotics,  for  which  we  are  grateful,  as  there  has  been  an 
inclination  on  the  part  of  some  druggists  to  make  that  branch 
of  the  business  a  means  of  profitable  income. 

Fourteen  stores  have  been  refused  permits,  9  have  been  ^\'ith- 
held  until  conditions  were  made  satisfactory,  3  stores  have  been 
temporarily  closed  by  reason  of  the  suspension  of  permits. 
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while  3  have  had  their  permits  revoked  for  cause.  When  it  is 
taken  into  consideration  that  there  are  1,745  retail  drug  stores 
in  the  Commonwealth,  the  fact  that  so  few  have  had  their 
permits  suspended  or  revoked  is  commendable  to  the  conduct 
of  the  retail  drug  business. 

From  the  applications  filed  prior  to  the  granting  of  the 
permits,  we  have  been  able  to  establish  a  card  filing  system, 
not  only  of  all  the  stores  of  the  Commonwealth,  but  also  of 
the  names  and  addresses  of  the  registered  and  registered- 
assistant  pharmacists  actively  engaged  in  the  drug  business 
either  as  clerks  or  proprietors. 

At  the  solicitation  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Pharma- 
ceutical Association,  the  Boston  Druggists  Association,  and 
others,  the  Board  refused  a  permit  to  the  Jaynes  Drug  Com- 
pany to  open  a  drug  store  at  Pittsfield,  on  the  ground  that 
the  law  provides  that  no  unregistered  stockholder  shall  take 
any  active  part  in  the  conduct  of  the  drug  business.  The 
Board  had  reason  to  believe  that  the  business  of  the  said  store 
was  managed  outside  its  walls  by  unregistered  stockholders, 
and  therefore  construed  that  there  was  active  management  by 
unregistered  persons,  which  was  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
chapter  705,  Acts  of  1913.  The  Board  was  thereupon  cited  into 
the  Supreme  Court  on  a  writ  of  mandamus,  and  after  a  hear- 
ing, the  following  decision  of  the  court  was  rendered :  — 

Jaynes  Drug  Company  v.  William  S.  Flint  et  als. 
Memorandum.  —  The  petitioner  corporation  filed  an  application  under 
St.  1913,  c.  705,  with  the  respondents  constituting  the  Board  of  Registra- 
tion in  Pharmacy  for  a  permit  to  keep  open  a  store  for  the  transaction  of 
the  retail  drug  business  in  Pittsfield,  Mass.  Section  4  of  the  act  is  as 
follows:  — 

No  such  permit  shall  be  issued  for  a  corporation  to  keep  open  a  store  for  the 
transaction  of  the  retail  drug  business  unless  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  said  board  that  the  management  of  the  drug  business  in  such  store  is  in  the 
hands  of  a  registered  pharmacist. 

At  the  hearing  it  was  not  disputed  that  the  petitioner  had  engaged,  as 
manager  of  the  store  and  as  clerks,  men  who  are  duly  registered  pharma- 
cists. But,  apparently,  the  Board  in  acting  upon  and  refusing  to  grant 
the  petitioner's  application  construed  the  words,  "management,"  in  sec- 
tion 4  of  the  statute  as  referring  to  the  stockholders  of  the  corporation 
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and  not  to  the  person  in  immediate  physical  control  of  the  business  in  the 
store. 

Under  chapter  705  of  the  Acts  of  1913  while  a  corporation  may  be 
proprietor  of  a  stock  of  drugs,  etc.,  even  though  no  one  of  the  stockholders 
is  a  registered  pharmacist,  the  actual  conduct  and  direction  of  the  retail 
business  must  be  in  the  hands  of  a  registered  pharmacist.  It  is  the  man- 
agement and  not  the  ownership  of  this  vital  business  that  the  statute  seeks 
to  regulate.  And  this  it  does  by  requiring  that  the  person  so  retaihng 
drugs,  chemicals  and  poisons  and  compounding  and  dispensing  the  pre- 
scriptions of  physicians  shall  be  one  who  has  been  examined  and  found 
qualified  therefor  by  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Pharmacy.  It  is  this 
person  in  inamediate  physical  control  who  has  the  "management  of  the 
drug  business  in  such  store"  within  the  meaning  of  section  4,  and  he  must 
be  a  registered  pharmacist  whether  he  happens  to  be  a  stockholder  or 
not. 

In  the  argument,  reference  was  made  to  Revised  Laws,  chapter  76,  sec- 
tion 18,  as  amended.  This  statute  does  not  deal  with  the  licensing  of  drug 
stores,  nor  does  it  affect  an  unregistered  stockholder,  unless  he  is  actively 
engaged  "  in  the  drug  business.  And  I  am  not  now  concerned  with  Revised 
Laws,  chapter  100,  section  22,  which  provides  for  the  granting  to  druggists 
of  licenses  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor. 

The  petitioner  is  entitled  to  a  hearing  in  which  the  respondents  will 
reasonably  and  impartially  consider  its  application  for  a  permit  and  under 
the  construction  of  section  4,  herein  indicated. 

Writ  to  issue. 

After  receiving  this  decision,  there  being  no  question  that 
the  immediate  physical  conduct  of  the  store  was  under  the 
supervision  of  a  registered  person,  the  Board  granted  the 
permit. 

The  war  in  Europe  has  affected  the  drug  trade  quite  seriously, 
as  the  Ignited  States  has  depended  upon  European  countries, 
particularly  Germany,  for  many  of  its  drugs,  and  the  stopping 
of  importation  has  caused  an  advance  in  wholesale  prices  to 
the  annoyance  of  the  druggist,  and  complaint  of  the  public, 
who,  naturally,  have  haci  to  suffer  the  corresponding  advance 
in  retail  prices.  This  inconvenience,  however,  is  rapidly  ad- 
justing itself,  and  doubtless  the  drug  market  will  soon  return 
to  its  normal  state. 

Although  there  is  a  growing  tendency  in  this  State,  as  well 
as  all  over  the  country,  tow^ards  commercialism  in  the  drug 
business,  rather  than  the  professional  side  of  pharmacy,  there 
is  an  increasing  demand  for  examination,  the  number  of  persons

examined  being  about  23  per  cent,  more  than  that  of  the  pre- 
vious year.  This,  we  believe,  indicates  a  demand  among  pro- 
prietors for  a  better  supervision  of  their  stores  by  registered 
or  registered-assistant  clerks,  also  a  creditable  ambition  among 
clerks  to  become  more  valuable  to  their  employers. 

We  are  also  pleased  to  state  that  this  Board  has  been  more 
than  self-sustaining  this  past  year,  having  paid  into  the  treas- 
ury $2,435.49  more  than  the  expense  of  the  Board  to  the  Com- 
monwealth. This  is  the  largest  surplus  the  Board  has  ever 
returned. 

It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  that  persons  out- 
side the  business  of  pharmacy,  and  with  no  special  training  in 
that  profession,  have  had  some  favorite  remedy  of  their  own 
which  they  have  compounded  and  peddled.  These  prepara- 
tions are  often  worthless,  while  some  contain  narcotics,  and  in 
one  case  the  ingredients  were  such  that  the  preparation  could 
have  been  used  as  an  intoxicating  liquor.  In  this  way  the  laws 
pertaining  to  pharmacy  are  evaded.  It  seems  to  this  Board 
that  it  might  be  advisable,  before  peddlers'  licenses  for  these 
remedies,  whether  for  internal  or  external  use,  are  granted  by 
the  Secretary  of  State,  to  require  that  a  sample  of  the  prepara- 
tion be  examined  by  the  State  Department  of  Health,  and  a 
prerequisite  certificate  of  approval  be  issued. 

The  Board  would  recommend  a  slight  change  in  the  phar- 
macy law  to  facilitate  its  work.  We  would  recommend  that 
the  court  or  magistrate  before  whom  a  person  is  tried  for  vio- 
lating any  of  the  laws  relating  to  pharmacy,  or  violating  any 
of  the  laws  relating  to  intoxicating  liquor,  while  conducting  a 
drug  business  either  as  proprietor  or  clerk,  shall  furnish  the 
Board  of  Registration  in  Pharmacy  a  certified  copy  of  the  dis- 
position of  such  case,  an  appeal  not  to  interfere  with  this  obli- 
gation.

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REPORT  OF  DELEGATE  TO  NATIONAL  ASSO- 
CIATION OF  BOARDS  OF  PHARMACY. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Registration  in  Pharmacy. 

As  representative  of  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Registra- 
tion in  Pharmacy  at  the  convention  of  the  National  Association 
of  Boards  of  Pharmacy,  held  at  Detroit,  Mich.,  August  25  to 
30,  I  submit  the  following  report :  — 

The  convention  was  called  to  order  at  10  a.m.,  Tuesday,  by 
President  Berger.  An  address  of  welcome  was  extended  by 
Charles  S.  Koon,  representing  the  city  of  Detroit,  the  Michigan 
Board  of  Pharmacy,  and  State  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
which  was  respondied  to  by  R.  H.  Walker  of  Texas. 

The  welcome  was  extremely  cordial,  and  we  were  most  roy- 
ally entertained  during  our  visit  with  them. 

The  president  appointed  a  committee  on  credentials  com- 
posed of  Messrs.  Zinn  of  Kansas,  Ward  of  Tennessee,  and 
Flint  of  Massachusetts,  to  report  at  the  afternoon  sessions. 

The  secretary's  report  showed  an  issue  of  267  reciprocal  ex- 
changes during  the  year,  and  a  large  balance  on  hand  for  the 
ensuing  year's  work.  Montana  and  Kansas  were  elected  to 
membership,  and  Wyoming  withdrew  as  an  associate  member. 
It  was  announced  that  Ohio  and  Colorado  would  apply  for 
membership  as  soon  as  the  State  laws  could  be  amended  to 
permit  them  to  do  so. 

Mr.  P.  J.  McCormick  of  Massachusetts  was  elected  an  honor- 
ary member  of  the  association,  he  having  retired  from  our 
Board  in  1913. 

The  committee  on  credentials  reported  45  delegates  present, 
representing  27  States,  showing  an  increasing  interest  in  the 
work  of  the  association. 

The  president's  address  was  read,  and  referred  to  a  committee 
consisting  of  Messrs.  Walker  of  Texas,  McClannan  of  Vermont, 
and  Porterfield  of  North  Dakota. 
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The  committee  on  questions  and  methods  reported  through 
its  chairman  that  they  had  compiled,  and  ready  for  use,  uni- 
form questions  for  model  examination  papers. 

The  syllabus  committee  reported  that  the  book  was  pub- 
lished during  the  year,  and  mailed  to  all  subscribers. 

The  legislative  committee  made  several  recommendations  as 
regards  uniform  pharmacy  laws  in  the  various  States,  especially 
in  regard  to  reciprocal  exchange  and  representation  upon  boards 
whose  duties  embraced  the  inspection  of  weights  and  measures, 
the  sale  of  narcotic  drugs,  and  the  assaying  of  drugs  and  med- 
icines for  standard  and  purity.  In  this  connection  I  might  say 
that  Governor  Walsh  has  appointed  a  registered  pharmacist  as 
commissioner  of  health,  who  is  the  administrative  head  of  the 
State  Department  of  Health,  it  being  the  first  time  in  recent 
years  that  our  profession  has  been  represented  in  this  very  im- 
portant department. 

The  committee  on  nominations  reported  the  following  names 
as  officers  for  the  ensuing  year:  —

LAWS  RELATING  TO  PHARMACY. 


Chapter  76,  Revised  Laws. 
Registration  of  Pharmacists. 

Section  10  (as  amended  by  section  3,  chapter  261,  Acts  of  1909).  Board  of 
There  shall  be  a  board  of  registration  in  pharmacy  consisting  of  five  [n^^I^J^cy, 
persons,  residents  of  the  commonwealth,  who  shall  be  skilled  pharma-  appointment, 
cists,  and  shall  have  had  ten  consecutive  years  of  practical  experience  in  etc. 
the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  physician's  prescriptions,  and  shall 
be  actually  engaged  in  the  drug  business.    Not  more  than  one  member 
shall  have  any  financial  interest  in  the  sale  of  drugs,  medicines  and 
chemicals,  and  the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  physician's  pre- 
scriptions in  the  same  councillor  district.    One  member  of  said  board 
shall  annually  in  November  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the 
ad\'ice  and  consent  of  the  council,  for  a  term  of  five  years  from  the  first 
day  of  December  following,  and  no  person  appointed  after  the  twenty- 
fifth  day  of  June  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine  shall 
ser\'e  as  a  member  of  said  board  for  more  than  five  consecutive  years. 
The  members  of  said  board  at  the  time  of  the  enactment  hereof,  and 
any  member  thereafter  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy,  who  are  holding 
oflBce  at  the  expiration  of  their  official  terms,  shall  continue  in  office 
until  the  first  day  of  December  following. 

Section  11  (as  amended  bv  section  4,  chapter  261,  Acts  of  1909).  Organization. 
Said  board  shall  meet  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  December  in  each  year  at  ^tc- 
such  time  and  place  as  it  may  determine  and  shall  organize  by  electing 
a  president  and  secretary,  who  shall  be  members  of  the  board  and  who 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year.  The  secretary  shall  give 
to  the  treasurer  and  receiver  general  a  bond  with  sufficient  sureties,  to 
be  approved  by  the  governor  and  coimcil,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  official  duties.  The  board  shall  annually  hold  regular  meetings 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  January,  May  and  October,  and  additional 
meetings  at  such  times  and  places  as  it  shall  determine. 

Section  12  (as  substituted  by  section  1,  chapter  384,  Acts  of  1914,  Members*  sal- 
amending  prior  acts).  The  members  of  the  board  of  registration  in 
pharmacy  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  seven  hundred  dollars, 
except  that  the  secretary  of  the  board  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  so  allowed  and  paid  from  the  first  day  of 
January  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen. 

(Sections  4  and  5,  chapter  505,  Acts  of  1902.)  Each  member  of  the  TraveUing 
board  shall  receive  in  addition  to  his  salary  his  necessary  travelUng  expenses,  etc. 
expenses  actually  incurred  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  board.  The 
salaries  and  expenses  of  the  members  of  the  board  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth.  The  fees  received  for  examination 
and  registration  of  appHcants  before  the  board  of  registration  in  phar- 
macy shall  be  paid  monthly  by  the  secretary  into  the  treasury  of  the 
commonwealth. 

Section  13.  The  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  names  of  all  Recorded 
persons  examined  and  registered  hereunder  and  of  all  money  received 
and  disbursed  by  it,  and  a  duphcate  thereof  shall  be  open  to  inspection 
in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth.  Said  board  shall 
annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  make  a  report  to  the 
governor  and  council  of  the  condition  of  pharmacy  in  the  commonwealth, 
of  all  its  official  acts  during  the  preceding  year  and  of  its  receipts  and 
disbursements.

Section  14  (as  amended  by  chapter  120,  Acts  of  1906,  as  amended 
by  section  3,  chapter  525,  Acts  of  1908).  A  person  who  desires  to  do 
business  as  a  pharmacist  shall,  upon  payment  of  five  dollars,  be  entitled 
to  examination,  and  if  found  qualified  shall  be  registered  as  a  pharma- 
cist and  shall  receive  a  certificate  signed  by  the  president  and  secre- 
tary of  said  board.  Any  person  who  fails  to  pass  such  examination  shall 
upon  request  be  re-examined  after  the  expiration  of  three  months  at  any 
regular  meeting  of  the  board,  upon  the  payment  of  three  dollars.  The 
board  of  registration  in  pharmacy  may  grant  certificates  of  registration 
as  assistants  after  examination  upon  the  terms  above  named,  but  such 
certificates  shall  not  allow  the  holder  thereof  to  carry  on  the  business 
of  pharmacy.  The  said  board  may,  in  its  discretion,  grant  certificates 
of  registration  to  such  persons  as  shall  furnish  with  their  appUcation 
satisfactory  proof  that  they  have  been  registered  by  examination  in  some 
other  state :  'provided,  that  such  other  state  shall  require  a  degree  of  com- 
petency equal  to  that  required  of  applicants  in  this  state.  Every  appli- 
cant for  registration  as  a  registered  pharmacist  shall  pay  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  board  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  at  the  time  of  filing  the  applica- 
tion. No  certificate  known  as  the  reciprocity  certificate  shall  be  granted 
until  the  person  so  applying  shall  have  signified  his  intention  of  acting 
under  the  same  in  this  commonwealth.  AH  fees  received  by  the  board 
shall  be  paid  by  its  secretary  into  the  treasury  of  the  commonwealth. 

Section  15.  Every  person  who  has  received  a  certificate  of  regis- 
tration from  the  board  shall  conspicuously  display  the  same  in  his  place 
of  business. 

Section  16  (as  amended  by  chapter  140,  Acts  of  1907,  as  amended 
by  section  2,  chapter  172,  Acts  of  1910).  The  board  shall  hear  all  appli- 
cations by  registered  pharmacists  for  the  granting  of  sixth  class  licenses, 
if  a  hearing  is  requested  by  the  appHcant,  and  all  complaints  made  to 
them  against  any  person  registered  as  a  pharmacist  charging  him  in  his 
business  as  a  pharmacist  with  violating  any  of  the  laws  of  the  common- 
wealth, and  especially  of  the  laws  relating  to  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors ;  or  engaging  with,  or  aiding  or  abetting,  another  in  the  violation 
of  said  laws;  or,  if  he  himself  is  not  the  owner  and  actively  engaged 
in  such  business,  with  suffering  or  permitting  the  use  of  his  name  or 
certificate  of  registration  by  others  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of 
pharmacy.  Such  complaint  shall  set  out  the  offence  alleged  and  be 
made  within  fifteen  days  after  the  date  of  the  act  complained  of,  or 
within  thirty  days  after  a  conviction  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 
The  board  shall  notify  the  person  complained  against  of  the  charge 
against  him  and  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing  at  which  he  may 
appear  with  his  witnesses  and  be  heard  by  counsel.  Three  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  shall  be  a  quorum  for  such  hearing.  Witnesses  at 
hearings  before  such  board  shall  testify  under  oath  and  may  be  sworn  by 
a  member  of  the  board.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  send  for  persons 
and  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  at  said  hearings. 

Section  17  (as  amended  by  chapter  321,  Acts  of  1902).  If  the 
full  board  sitting  at  such  hearing  finds  the  person  guilty,  the  board  may 
suspend  the  effect  of  the  certificate  of  his  registration  as  a  pharmacist 
for  such  term  as  the  board  fixes,  but  the  license  or  certificate  of  regis- 
tration of  a  registered  pharmacist  shall  not  be  suspended  or  revoked 
for  a  cause  punishable  by  law  until  after  his  conviction  by  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction.  (Chapter  261,  section  5,  Acts  of  1909:  The 
board  may  suspend  the  certificate  of  registration  of  a  registered  pharma- 
cist, who,  in  its  judgment,  is  a  menace  to  the  public  by  reason  of  the 
improper  use  of  intoxicating  liquor  or  drugs,  such  suspension  to  be 
made  only  after  a  hearing,  and  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board.)  The  board  may  at  any  time  in  its  discretion  recon- 
sider its  action  in  cases  where  it  has  suspended  or  revoked  the  license 
or  certificate  of  registration  of  a  pharmacist,  and  may  change  its  deter- 
mination as  justice  shall  require. 

Section  18  (as  amended  by  section  2,  chapter  525,  Acts  of  1908; 
section  1,  chapter  720,  Acts  of  1913).  Whoever,  not  being  registered 
as  aforesaid,  retails,  compounds  for  sale  or  dispenses  for  medicinal  pur- 
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poses  drugs,  medicines,  chemicals  or  poisons,  except  as  provided  in 
section  twenty-three,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty 
dollars,  but  the  pro\asions  of  this  section  shall  not  prohibit  the  employ- 
ment of  apprentices  or  assistants  and  the  sale  by  them  of  any  drugs, 
medicines,  chemicals  or  poisons  under  the  personal  supervision  of  a 
registered  pharmacist.    No  unregistered  co-partner  or  unregistered 
stockholder  in  a  corporation  doing  a  retail  drug  business  shall  hereafter 
be  actively  engaged  in  the  drug  business.    Every  registered  pharmacist  Registered 
carrj'ing  on  the  drug  business  as  proprietor  or  as  manager  shall  cause  P^"on's 
his  name  to  appear  on  every  sign  indicating  or  advertising  his  place  of  and  fabelal^"' 
business  and  on  every  label  used  for  medicinal  preparations  compounded 
in  his  place  of  business.    The  term  "personal  supervision"  as  used  in 
the  act  shall  mean  that  a  registered  pharmacist  is  in  charge  and  present 
in  the  store. 

(Section  2,  chapter  720,  Acts  of  1913:    The  provision  of  section  inability  of 
eighteen  of  chapter  seventy-six  of  the  Re\dsed  Laws,  as  amended  by  unregistered 
section  one  of  this  act,  that  no  unregistered  co-partner  or  unregistered  ^"^^ku^^JY 
stockholder  in  a  corporation  doing  a  retail  drug  business  shall  hereafter  be  actively  ^ 
be  actively  engaged  in  the  drug  business,  shall  not  apply  to  those  en-  engaged  in 
gaged  in  said  business  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act.  —  Ap-  pharmacy, 
proved  May  28,  1913.) 

Section  19.    The  board  shall  investigate  all  complaints  of  the  investigation 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  sections  ten  to  twenty-three,  inclusive,  of  complaints, 
and  report  the  same  to  the  proper  prosecuting  officers,  and  especially 
investigate  and  cause  to  be  prosecuted  all  violations  of  sections  twenty- 
one  to  twenty-nine,  inclusive,  of  chapter  one  hundred. 

Section  21.    A  registered  pharmacist  against  whom  a  complaint  or  Access  to 
charge  is  pending  before  the  board,  or  his  counsel  shall  have  the  same  documents, 
right  of  access  to  documents  in  the  possession  of  said  board  as  a  person 
who  is  charged  with  crime  in  the  courts  of  the  commonwealth  would 
have  to  documents  in  the  possession  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  or  of  the 
prosecuting  officer. 

Section  22.    The  court  or  magistrate  before  whom  a  person  is  con-  Court  to  f ur-

Section  23  (as  amended  by  chapter  327,  Acts  of  1902;  section  3,  As  to  the 
chapter  525,  Acts  of  1908;  section  1,  chapter  172,  Acts  of  1910).    The       of  ^certain 
provisions  of  sections  twenty-one  to  twenty-nine,  inclusive,  of  chapter  n^edfcines  by 
one  hundred,  section  twenty-six  of  chapter  seventy-five  and  section  two  grocers  and 
of  chapter  two  hundred  and  thirteen  shall  not  apply  to  physicians  who  others,  not 
put  up  their  own  prescriptions  or  dispense  medicines  to  their  patients;  ^^^^^ 
nor  to  the  sale  of  drugs,  medicines,  chemicals  or  poisons  at  wholesale 
only;  nor  to  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  patent  or  proprietary  medicines; 
nor  to  the  sale  by  merchants  at  retail  of  the  following  drugs  and  chemi- 
cals used  in  the  arts,  or  as  household  remedies:  —  alum,  ammonia, 
bicarbonate  of  soda,  borax,  camphor,  castor  oil,  chlorinated  lime,  citric 
acid,  cod  liver  oil,  copperas,  cotton  seed  oil,  cream  of  tartar,  dye  stuffs, 
Epsom  salt,  flaxseed,  flaxseed  meal,  gelatin,  ginger,  Glauber's  salt,  glycer- 
ine, gum  arable,  gum  tragacanth,  hops,  hyposulphite  of  soda,  licorice, 
Ume  water,  hnseed  oil,  litharge,  magnesia,  olive  oil,  peroxide  of  hydrogen, 
petrolatum,  phosphate  of  soda,  rhubarb,  Rochelle  salt,  rosin,  sal  am-

nor  to  the  sale  of  the  following  poisons  used  in  the  arts,  if  properly 
labelled  and  recorded  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hundred 
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and  thirteen  of  the  Revised  Laws:  —  muriatic  acid,  oxahc  acid,  nitri( 
acid,  sulphuric  acid,  arsenic,  cyanide  of  potassium,  mercury,  phosphorus 
and  sulphate  of  zinc.  Whoever  not  being  a  registered  pharmacist,  sells 
or  offers  for  sale,  at  retail,  drugs,  medicines,  or  poisons,  other  than  thos( 
enumerated  above,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dol 
Widow,  etc.,  lars.

Chapter  100,  Revised  Laws.  , 

Section  2.  Ale,  porter,  strong  beer,  cider,  all  wines,  any  beverage' 
which  contains  more  than  one  per  cent  of  alcohol,  by  volume,  at  sixty 
degrees  Fahrenheit,  and  distilled  spirits,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  intoxicat- 
ing liquor  within  the  meaning  of  this  chapter. 

Section  16.  The  hcensing  board  may  at  any  time  refuse  to  issue  a 
license  to  a  person  whom  it  considers  unfit  to  receive  the  same;  but  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  compel  said 
Hcensing  board  to  grant  licenses. 

Section  17.  Each  license  shall  be  expressed,  to  be  subject  to  the 
following  conditions :  — 

First,  That  the  provisions  in  regard  to  the  nature  of  the  license,  and 
the  building  in  which  the  business  may  be  carried  on  under  it,  shall  be 
strictly  adhered  to. 

Second,  That  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquor  shall  not  be  sold 
between  the  hours  of  eleven  at  night  and  six  in  the  morning  or  on  the 
Lord's  day;  but  if  the  hcensee  is  also  licensed  as  an  innholder  he  may, 
between  the  hours  of  six  in  the  morning  and  eleven  at  night  on  the 
Lord's  day,  supply  such  liquors  to  guests  who  have  resorted  to  his  inn 
for  food  and  lodging. 

Third,  That  spirituous  or  intoxicating  Uquor  shall  not  be  sold,  ex- 
changed or  delivered,  or  exposed,  offered  or  kept  for  sale,  exchange  or 
deUvery,  upon  the  licensed  premises,  unless  it  is  of  good  standard  quality 
and  is  free  from  any  adulteration  prohibited  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  of  the 
United  States  or  by  the  laws  relative  to  adulteration  of  drugs  and  food, 
for  either  a  food  or  a  drug.  If  it  is  marked,  labelled  or  represented  as 
being  the  product  of  any  foreign  country,  it  shall  also  be  of  the  standard 
quality  required  for  its  legal  sale  for  domestic  use  in  the  country  of  its 
reputed  production.  All  such  Uquors  which  are  sold,  exchanged  or 
delivered,  or  which  are  exposed  or  kept  for  sale,  exchange  or  delivery, 
under  a  license  of  the  sixth  class,  shall  be  of  the  quality  required  for  their 
sale  as  drugs  under  the  provisions  of  the  laws  relative  to  the  adultera- 
tion of  drugs  and  food. 

Fourth,  That  hquor  shall  not  be  sold  or  delivered  on  the  hcensed 
premises  to  a  person  who  is  known  to  be  a  drunkard,  to  an  intoxicated 
person,  or  to  a  person  who  is  known  to  have  been  intoxicated  within  the 
six  months  last  preceding,  or  to  a  minor,  either  for  his  own  use,  the  use 
of  his  parents  or  of  any  other  person,  or,  unless  upon  the  prescription  of 
a  duly  registered  physician,  to  a  person  known  to  have  been  supported 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  public  charity  at  any  time  during  the  twelve 
months  last  preceding  the  date  of  the  license. 

Fifth,  That  there  shall  be  no  disorder,  indecency,  prostitution,  lewd- 
ness, or  illegal  gaming  on  the  hcensed  premises,  or  on  any  premises  con- 
nected therewith  by  an  interior  communication. 

Sixth,  That  the  license,  or  a  copy  thereof,  certified  by  the  recording 
officer  of  the  licensing  board,  or  by  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  by 
which  it  is  issued,  shall  be  displayed  on  the  premises,  in  a  conspicuous 
position,  where  it  can  easily  be  read. 
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Seventh,  That  the  license  shall  be  subject  to  forfeiture,  as  herein  License 
provided,  for  breach  of  any  of  its  conditions;  and  that,  if  the  Ucensee  is  subject  to 
convicted  of  a  \dolation  of  any  of  such  conditions,  his  hcense  shall  there- 
upon  become  void. 

Section  18.    [Licenses.]    Sixth  class.   Licenses  to  retail  druggists  Sixth  class  li- 
and  apothecaries  to  sell  liquors  of  any  kind  for  medicinal,  mechanical  or  defined, 
chemical  purposes  only,  and  to  such  persons  only  as  may  certify  in 
writing  for  what  use  they  want  them. 

Section  21  (as  amended  by  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1907,  as  Sale  of  alcohol, 
further  amended  by  chapter  410  of  the  Acts  of  1913).  Druggists  and 
apothecaries  having  a  sixth  class  hcense  may  sell  pure  alcohol  for  medic- 
inal, mechanical  or  chemical  purposes  without  a  physician's  prescrip- 
tion, the  said  sales  to  be  recorded  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  section 
twenty-six;  and  wholesale  druggists  and  apothecaries  may  also  sell 
liquor  of  any  kind,  not  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises,  under  a  hcense  of 
the  fourth  class. 

Section  22  (as  amended  by  chapter  410  of  the  Acts  of  1913).    No  Licenses  to 
license  for  the  sale  of  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquor,  except  of  the  druggists, 
sixth  class,  shall  be  granted  to  retail  druggists  or  apothecaries.    One  or 
more  hcenses  of  the  sixth  class  shall  be  granted  annually  by  the  hcensing 
board  of  cities,  or  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  cities  ha\'ing  no  such 
board,  or  by  the  selectmen  of  towns,  to  retail  druggists  or  apothecaries 
who  are  registered  pharmacists  actively  engaged  in  business  on  their 
own  account,  upon  presentation  to  the  hcensing  board  of  the  certificate 
prescribed  by  the  following  section,  if  it  appears  that  the  apphcant  is  a 
proper  person  to  receive  such  hcense,  and  is  not  disqualified  to  receive  it 
under  the  pro\dsions  of  sections  fifty-three  and  fiity-four.    A  registered  Stockholder  to 
pharmacist  who  owns  stock  of  the  actual  value  of  at  least  five  hundred 
dollars  in  a  corporation  which  has  been  incorporated  for  the  purpose  of  *^ 
carrying  on  the  drug  business,  and  who  conducts  in  person  the  business 
of  a  store  of  such  corporation,  shall  be  considered  as  actively  engaged  in 
business  on  his  own  account  and  as  quahfied  to  receive  a  license  for  such 
store. 

Section  23  (as  amended  by  chapter  308,  Acts  of  1907,  as  amended  Certificate  of 
by  chapter  261,  Acts  of  1909).    The  board  of  registration  in  pharmacy  aS^°° 
may,  upon  the  payment  by  an  apphcant  for  a  hcense  of  the  sixth  class

'the  name  of  the  purchaser,  the  kind,  quantity  and  price  of  said  hquor, 
the  purpose  for  which  it  was  sold,  and  the  residence  by  street  and  num- 
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ber,  if  there  be  such,  of  said  purchaser.  If  such  sale  is  made  upon  the 
prescription  of  a  physician,  the  book  shall  also  contain  the  name  of  the 
physician  and  shall  state  the  use  for  which  said  hquor  is  prescribed  and 
the  quantity  to  be  used  for  such  purpose,  and  shall  be  cancelled  in  the 
manner  before  provided  with  reference  to  certificates.  Said  book  shall

Section  27.  The  book,  certificates  and  prescriptions  provided  for 
in  the  two  preceding  sections  and  the  book  provided  for  in  section 
thirty-two  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  licensing 
board  in  cities  having  such  boards  and  in  all  other  cities  and  towns,  to 
the  inspection  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  selectmen,  overseers  of  the 
poor,  sheriffs,  constables,  police  officers  and  justices  of  the  peace. 

Section  28.  Whoever  makes  or  issues  a  false  or  fraudulent  certificate 
or  prescription  referred  to  in  sections  twenty-five  and  twenty-six  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  ten  dollars. 

Whoever,  not  being  a  registered  pharmacist,  procures 
a  sixth  class  license  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  name  of  a 
registered  pharmacist  who  is  dead,  or  in  the  name  of  a  registered  phar- 
macist by  borrowing,  hiring  or  purchasing  the  use  of  his  certificate,  and 
who,  being  himself  the  owner  or  manager  of  the  place,  shall  himself  or 
by  his  servants  sell  intoxicating  liquor,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  six  months.  The  provisions 
of  section  ten  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty  shall  not  apply  to 
such  sentence. 

Section  44.  Licensing  boards  may  transfer  hcenses  from  one  loca- 
tion to  another  within  the  city  or  town  in  which  such  licenses  are  in 
force;  but  such  transfer  shall  be  granted  only  to  the  original  hcensee, 
and  like  notice  shall  be  given,  the  same  provisions  shall  apply,  and  other 
proceedings  shall  be  the  same  as  are  required  upon  the  granting  of 
licenses,  except  that  no  new  license  fee  shall  be  required. 

Section  47  (as  amended  by  chapter  108,  Acts  of  1908).    The  licens-

Section  1.    In  any  city  or  town  in  which  hcenses  for  the  sale  of  in-  Alcohol  may  be 
toxicating  liquors  of  the  first  five  classes  are  not  granted,  registered  J°eciafcer- 
pharmacists  to  whom  a  certificate  of  fitness  has  been  issued  as  provided  tmStes*!^'^" 
for  by  section  two  of  this  act,  may  sell  pure  alcohol  for  medicinal,  mechan- 
ical or  chemical  purposes  without  a  physician's  prescription,  such  sales  to 
be  recorded  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  section  twenty-six  of  chapter 
one  hundred  of  the  Revised  Laws,  and  may  sell  intoxicating  hquors  upon 
the  prescription  of  a  registered  physician  practising  in  such  city  or  town, 
provided  that  the  prescription  is  dated,  contains  the  name  of  the  person 
prescribed  for,  and  is  signed  by  the  physician.    All  such  prescriptions  intoxicating 
shall  be  retained  and  kept  on  file  in  a  separate  book  by  the  pharmacist  liquors  may  be 
filhng  the  same,  and  shall  not  be  filled  a  second  time.    Such  prescription  5^1  certificaTe^ 
book  shall  be  open  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  provided  for  in  section  upon  prescrip- 
twenty-seven  of  chapter  one  hundred  of  the  Revised  Laws.  tion. 

Section  2.    The  board  of  registration  in  pharmacy  may,  upon  the  Certificate  of 
payment  by  each  applicant  of  a  fee  of  not  more  than  five  dollars,  issue 
to  registered  pharmacists  certificates  of  fitness.    Such  certificates  of  ^^p^"  ® 
fitness  shall  be  subject  to  suspension  or  revocation  by  the  board  of  regis- 
tration in  pharmacy,  or  by  the  licensing  authorities  of  such  cities  and 
towns. 
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Penalty  for  SECTION  3.    Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  this  act  shall  be 

violation.  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  six 
months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.

Chapter  705,  Acts  of  1913. 
An  Act  to  provide  for  registering  and  licensing  Stores  for 

TRANSACTING  ReTAIL  DrUG  BUSINESS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  term  "drug  business"  as  used  in  this  act  shall 
mean  the  sale  of  opium,  morphine,  heroin,  codeine  or  other  narcotics,  or 
any  salt  or  compound  thereof,  or  any  preparation  containing  the  same, 
or  cocaine,  alpha  or  beta  eucaine,  or  any  synthetic  substitute  therefor, 
or  any  salt  or  compound  thereof,  or  any  preparation  containing  the  same, 
and  the  said  term  shall  also  mean  the  compounding  and  dispensing  of 
physicians'  prescriptions. 

Section  2.  No  store  shall  be  kept  open  for  the  transaction  of  the 
retail  drug  business  unless  it  is  registered  with  and  a  permit  therefor  has 
been  issued  by  the  board  of  registration  in  pharmacy  as  herein  provided. 

Section  3.  The  board  of  registration  in  pharmacy  shall,  upon 
apphcation,  issue  a  permit  to  keep  open  a  store  for  the  transaction  of  the 
retail  drug  business  to  such  persons,  firms  and  corporations  as  the  board 
may  deem  quaUfied  to  conduct  such  a  store.  The  apphcation  for  such 
a  permit  shall  be  made  in  such  manner  and  in  such  form  as  the  board 
shall  determine.  A  permit  issued  as  herein  provided  shall  be  exposed  in 
a  conspicuous  place  in  the  store  for  which  the  permit  is  issued  and  shall 
expire  on  the  first  day  of  January  following  the  date  of  its  issue.  The 
fee  for  the  permit  shall  be  one  dollar. 

Section  4.  No  such  permit  shall  be  issued  for  a  corporation  to  keep 
open  a  store  for  the  transaction  of  the  retail  drug  business,  unless  it  shall 
appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  board  that  the  management  of  the 
drug  business  in  such  store  is  in  the  hands  of  a  registered  pharmacist. 

Section  5.  The  said  board  may  suspend  or  revoke  a  permit  issued 
hereunder  for  any  violation  of  the  law  pertaining  to  the  drug  business 
or  the  sale  of  intoxicating  Uquors  or  for  aiding  or  abetting  a  violation  of 
any  such  law;  but  before  suspending  or  revoking  any  such  permit  the 
said  board  shall  give  a  hearing  to  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  holding 
the  permit,  after  due  notice  to  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  of  the 
charges  against  him  or  it  and  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing.  At 
the  hearing,  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  may  appear  with  witnesses 
and  be  heard  by  counsel.  Witnesses  at  all  hearings  shall  testify  under 
oath  and  any  member  of  the  board  may  administer  oaths  to  witnesses. 
Any  person  so  sworn  or  affirming  who  wilfully  swears  or  affirms  falsely 
respecting  any  matter  upon  which  his  testimony  is  required  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  perjury.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  require  the 
attendance  of  persons  and  to  compel  the  production  of  books  and  docu- 
ments. Three  members  of  the  board  shall  be  a  quorum  for  such  a  hear- 
ing, but  no  permit  shall  be  suspended  or  revoked  unless  upon  the  vote 
of  three  or  more  members  of  the  board. 

Section  6.  For  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  act  the 
board  may  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  annually.

On  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hun- 
narcotic  drugs    dred  and  fifteen,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
r^uiated.  g^jl^  furnish,  give  away  or  dehver  any  opium,  morphine,  heroin, 

codeine,  cannabis  indica,  cannabis  sativa,  or  any  preparation  thereof, 
or  any  salt  or  compound  of  the  said  substances,  except  upon  the  written  ♦ 
prescription  or  written  order  of  a  registered  physician,  dentist,  or  vet- 
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erinary  surgeon,  bearing  the  name  of  the  physician,  dentist,  or  veter- 
inary surgeon  giving  it,  which  prescription  when  filled  shall  show  the 
date  of  each  filling  and  shall  be  retained  on  file  by  the  druggist  fiUing  it 
for  a  period  of  at  least  two  years,  and  it  shall  not  again  be  filled  except 
upon  the  order  of  the  prescriber,  given  in  person  or  in  writing.

good  faith  for  diarrhoea  or  cholera,  or  neuralgia,  and  which  do  not  con- 
tain more  than  six  grains  of  opium  or  more  than  three  quarters  of  a 
gi-ain  of  morphine  to  each  fluid  ounce,  or,  if  a  solid  or  semi-solid  prepa- 
ration, to  the  avoirdupois  ounce;  nor  to  Dover's  Powder,  nor  to  veter- 
inary preparations  containing  not  over  ten  grains  of  opium  or  more 
than  one  grain  and  a  quarter  of  morphine  to  each  fluid  ounce,  or,  if  a 
solid  or  semi-solid  preparation,  to  the  avoirdupois  ounce;  nor  to  com- 
pound medicinal  tablets,  pills  or  powders  containing  not  over  one 
twentieth  of  a  grain  of  morphine  or  one  quarter  of  a  grain  of  codeine 
or  any  of  their  salts,  except  heroin,  to  each  pill,  powder  or  tablet:  pro-  Proviso. 
videdj  that  such  preparations,  remedies  or  prescriptions  are  sold,  dis- 
tributed, given  away  or  dispensed  in  good  faith  as  medicines,  and  not 
sold  for  the  purpose  of  evading  the  provisions  of  this  act.

Any  manufacturer  or  jobber  and  any  wholesale  drug-  sale  by  manu- 
gist  and  any  registered  pharmacist,  physician,  veterinarian  or  dentist  facturers,  etc., 
may  seU  opium,  morphine,  codeine,  heroin,  cannabis  indica,  cannabis  regulated, 
sativa,  or  any  preparation  thereof,  or  any  salt  or  compound  of  such 
substances  to  any  manufacturer,  jobber,  wholesale  druggist,  registered 
pharmacist,  physician,  veterinarian  or  dentist,  or  to  any  incorporated 
hospital;  but  such  substances  or  preparations,  except  such  as  are  in- 
cluded within  the  exemptions  set  forth  in  section  one,  shall  be  sold 
only  upon  a  written  order  duly  signed  by  such  manufacturer,  jobber, 
wholesale  druggist,  pharmacist,  physician,  veterinarian,  dentist  or 
superintendent  of  such  incorporated  hospital,  which  order  shall  state 
the  article  or  articles  ordered  and  the  date.    The  said  orders  shall  be  Orders  to  be 
kept  on  file  in  the  laboratory,  warehouse,  pharmacy  or  store  in  which  kept  on  file.

Adulterated  Drugs. 

Section  16  (as  amended  by  chapter  367,  Acts  of  1903).  No  person 
shall  manufacture,  offer  for  sale  or  sell,  within  this  Commonwealth,  any 
drug  or  article  of  food  which  is  adulterated  within  the  meaning  of  sec- 
tion eighteen  ;  but  no  employee,  other  than  a  manager  or  superintendent, 
shall  be  punished  for  a  violation  of  this  section  unless  such  violation 
was  intentional  on  the  part  of  the  said  employee. 

Section  17.  The  terra  "drug"  as  used  in  sections  sixteen  to  twenty- 
seven,  inclusive,  shall  include  all  medicines  for  internal  or  external  use, 
antiseptics,  disinfectants  and  cosmetics.  .  .  . 

Section  18  (as  amended  by  chapter  272,  Acts  of  1913).  A  drug 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  adulterated:  1.  If,  when  sold  under  or  by  a  name 
recognized  in  the  United  States  pharmacopoeia,  it  differs  from  the 
standard  of  strength,  quality  or  purity  prescribed  therein,  unless  the  order 
therefor  requires  an  article  inierior  to  such  standard  or  unless  such 
difference  is  made  known  or  so  appears  to  the  purchaser  at  the  time  of 
the  sale.  2.  If,  when  sold  under  or  by  a  name  not  recognized  in  the 
United  States  pharmacopoeia  but  which  is  found  in  some  other  pharma- 
copoeia or  other  standard  work  on  materia  medica,  it  differs  materially 
from  the  standard  of  strength,  quality  or  purity  prescribed  in  such 
work.  3.  If  its  strength,  quality  or  purity  differs  materially  from  the 
professed  standard  under  which  it  is  sold.

Chapter  416,  Acts  of  1910. 

An  Act  relative  to  Prosecutions  under  the  Laws  relative  to 

Adulterated  Drugs  and  Food. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  prosecution  shall  be  begun  under  sections  sixteen 
to  twenty-seven,  inclusive,  of  chapter  seventy-five  of  the  Revised  Laws, 
for  the  manufacture,  sale  or  offering  for  sale  of  drugs,  unless  the  person 
purchasing  the  drug  or  taking  the  drug  without  purchasing  shall  seal 
and  deliver  to  the  owner  or  person  from  whom  such  drug  is  purchased  or 
taken  a  portion  of  the  drug  so  purchased  or  taken;  and  a  receipt  therefor 
shall  be  given  to  the  collector.    The  drug  so  purchased  or  taken  shall 
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thereafter  be  analyzed  or  tested  under  the  direction  of  the  state  board 
of  health  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  it  comes  within  the 
provisions  of  the  sections  above  mentioned. 

Section  2.  If  it  appears  that  any  provision  of  the  said  sections  has  Complaint 
been  violated,  the  said  board  may  direct  or  authorize  formal  complaint  for  violation 
to  be  made  to  a  court  or  justice  having  jurisdiction  in  such  cases;  but 
no  evidence  of  the  result  of  said  analysis  or  test  shall  be  received  if  the 
collector  refuses  or  neglects  to  seal  and  dehver  a  portion  of  the  drug 
purchased  or  taken  as  aforesaid  to  the  owner  or  person  from  whose 
possession  it  is  taken.    [Approved  April  20,  1910. 


Chapter  289,  Acts  of  1911. 
An  Act  relative  to  Prosecutions  for  selling  Adulterated  or 

MiSBRANDED  ARTICLES  OF  FoOD  OR  DrUGS. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.    No  dealer  shall  be  prosecuted  under  the  provisions  of  Prosecutions 
sections  sixteen  to  twenty-six,  inclusive,  of  chapter  seventy-five  of  the  adulterated  c 
Revised  Laws,  or  of  any  act  supplementary  thereto  or  amendatory  misbranded 
thereof,  for  selling,  exposing  for  sale,  or  having  in  his  custody  or  posses-  articles  of 
sion  with  intent  to  sell,  any  article  of  food  or  any  drug  or  medicine  which 
has  been  adulterated  or  misbranded  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  common- 
wealth, or  which  contains  any  substance,  the  use  of  which  in  food  or  in 
drugs  is  forbidden  by  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  if  he  can  estab- 
lish a  guaranty  signed  by  the  manufacturer,  wholesaler,  or  jobber  within 
this  commonwealth  from  whom  he  purchased  the  said  article,  drug  or 
medicine,  to  the  effect  that  the  same  is  not  adulterated  or  misbranded 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  designating  the  act.    Such  guaranty, 
to  afford  protection,  shall  contain  the  name  and  address  of  the  party  or 
parties  making  the  sale  of  such  articles  to  such  dealer,  and  in  that  case 
such  party  or  parties  shall  be  subject  to  the  prosecution,  fine  or  other 
penalties  which  would  attach  in  due  course  to  the  dealer  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  sections  aforesaid. 

Section  2.    So  much  of  chapter  seventy-five  of  the  Revised  Laws  as  Repeal, 
is  inconsistent  herewith  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Approved

the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  six  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  proprietary 
section  one  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following :  —  Section  1 .  or  patent 
Upon  every  package,  bottle  or  other  receptacle  holding  any  proprietary  medicines, 
or  patent  medicine,  or  any  proprietary  or  patent  food  preparation,  which  fabelled 
contains  alcohol,  morphine,  codeine,  opium,  heroin,  chloroform,  can- 
nabis indica,  chloral  hydrate,  or  acetaniUd,  or  any  derivative  or  prepa- 
ration of  any  such  substances,  shall  be  marked  or  inscribed  a  statement 
on  the  label  of  the  quantity  or  proportion  of  each  of  said  substances  con- 
tained therein.    The  size  of  type  in  which  the  names  of  the  above  sub- 
stances shall  be  printed  on  the  labels  as  above,  shall  not  be  smaller  than 
eight  point  (brevier)  caps :  provided,  that  in  case  the  size  of  the  package  Proviso, 
will  not  permit  the  use  of  eight  point  cap  type  the  size  of  the  type  may  be 
reduced  proportionately.    The  provisions  of  section  nineteen  of  chapter 
seventy-five  of  the  Revised  Laws,  so  far  as  they  are  consistent  herewith, 
shall  apply  to  the  manner  and  form  in  which  such  statements  shall  be 
marked  or  inscribed. 
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Section  2.  No  dealer  shall  be  prosecuted  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  when  he  can  estabUsh  a  guaranty  signed  by  the  wholesaler, 
jobber  or  manufacturer  residing  in  this  Commonwealth,  from  whom  he 
purchased  such  articles,  to  the  effect  that  the  same  is  not  misbranded 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  designating  it.  Such  guaranty,  to  af- 
ford protection,  shall  contain  the  name  and  address  of  the  party  or 
parties  making  the  sale  of  such  articles  to  such  dealer;  and  in  such  case 
said  party  or  parties  shall  be  amenable  to  the  prosecutions,  fines  and 
other  penalties  which  would  attach,  in  due  course,  to  the  dealer  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  3.  Section  two  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  eighty-six  of 
the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  six  is  hereby  repealed. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  March  in 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eight.    [Approved  March  29,  1907. 


Chapter  541,  Acts  of  1910. 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Labelling  op  Crude  and  Refined  Wood 

Alcohol. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Whoever,  himself,  or  by  his  servant  or  agent,  or  as  the 
servant  or  agent  of  any  other  person  sells,  exchanges  or  delivers  any 
wood  alcohol,  otherwise  known  as  methyl  alcohol,  either  crude  or  refined, 
or  denatured  alcohol  which  contains  any  methyl  alcohol,  under  or  by 
whatever  name  or  trade  mark  the  same  may  be  called  or  known  shall 
aflSx  to  the  bottle  or  vessel  containing  the  same  a  label  bearing  the 
words,  "Poison,  Not  for  Internal  Use",  in  red  letters  of  uncondensed 
Gothic  type  not  less  than  one  fourth  of  an  inch  in  height,  and  the  same 
words,  "Poison,  Not  for  Internal  Use",  in  stencilled  letters  or  similar 
Gothic  type  of  a  size  not  less  than  three  fourths  nor  more  than  one  and 
one  haff  inches  in  height  for  use  on  barrels  and  kegs.  Whoever  violates 
any  provision  of  this  section  shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more 
than  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  sale  in  respect  to  which  the  violation 
occurs. 

Section  2.  Whoever,  himself,  or  by  his  servant  or  agent,  or  as  the 
servant  or  agent  of  any  other  person  sells,  exchanges  or  delivers,  or  has 
in  his  possession  with  intent  to  sell,  exchange  or  deliver,  any  article  of 
food  or  drink,  or  any  drug  intended  for  internal  use,  containing  any 
wood  alcohol,  otherwise  known  as  methyl  alcohol,  either  crude  or  re- 
fined, under  or  by  whatever  name  or  trade  mark  the  same  may  be  called 
or  known,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  two  hundred 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  3.  Chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  acts  of  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  five,  relative  to  wood  alcohol,  is  hereby  repealed. 
[Approved  May  2S,  1910. 


Chapter  633,  Acts  of  1914. 

An  Act  relative  to  the  Testing  and  Sealing  of  Apothecaries' 

Weights  and  Measures. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  fourteen  of  chapter  sixty-two  of  the  Revised 
Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "City  treasurers,  and 
town  treasurers  if  so  directed  by  the  selectmen",  in  the  first  and  second 
lines,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words:  —  Sealers  of  weights  and 
measures,  —  by  striking  out  the  words  "treasurer  and  receiver  general", 
in  the  second  and  third  lines,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words: 
—  commissioner  of  weights  and  measures,  —  and  by  striking  out  the 
word  "such",  in  the  third  line,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words: 
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—  their  respective, — so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  14-  Sealers 
of  weights  and  measures  shall,  upon  request  to  the  commissioner  of 
weights  and  measures,  be  provided,  at  the  expense  of  their  respective 
cities  and  towns,  with  duplicate  sets  of  said  apothecaries'  weights  and 
apothecaries'  liquid  measures  as  described  in  section  six,  which  shall  be 
used  as  standards  in  the  respective  cities  and  towns  in  which  they  are 
kept. 

Section  2.  Chapter  sixty-two  of  the  Revised  Laws  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  section  twenty-five  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  new  section:  — Section  25.  Apothecaries  and  all 
other  persons  dealing  in  or  dispensing  drugs,  medicines  or  merchandise 
sold,  dispensed  or  given  away  by  apothecaries'  weight  or  by  apothe- 
caries' liquid  measure  shall,  at  least  annually,  cause  such  weights  and 
measiures  so  used  to  be  tested  and  sealed  by  the  sealers  of  weights  and 
measures  in  the  respective  cities  and  towns  in  which  they  carry  on 
business:  provided,  however,  that  if  a  graduated  glass  measure  has  once 
been  sealed  b>  a  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  it  shall  not  in  any  case 
be  necessary  to  have  it  sealed  again  at  any  time  while  it  remains  in  the 
same  condition  in  which  it  was  first  sealed. 

Section  3.  Section  twenty-six  of  said  chapter  sixty-two  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "deals  in",  in  the  first  line,  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word:  —  dispenses,  —  so  as  to  read  as 
follows:  —  Section  20.  "WTioever  sells  or  dispenses  drugs,  medicines  or 
merchandise  which  require  the  use  of  apothecaries'  weights  or  apothe- 
caries' Uquid  measures  or  in  the  sale  of  which  they  are  commonly  used, 
and  does  not  have  such  weights  and  measures  tested  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Approved 
June  0,  1914. 


Chapter  212,  Acts  of  1912. 

An  Act  to  exempt  Druggists  and  Drug  Clerks  from  Restrictions 

OF  THE  Civil  Service  Law. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  sixteen  of  chapter  mneteen  of  the  Revised  Laws  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  words :  —  The  word  vendor 
shall  not  apply  to  the  proprietors  of  drug  stores  or  their  employees,  — 
so  as  to  read  as  follows:  —  Section  16.  No  person  habitually  using 
intoxicating  Uquors  to  excess  and  no  vendor  of  intoxicating  liquors 
shall  be  appointed  to  or  retained  in  any  oflSce,  appointment  or  employ- 
ment to  which  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  apply.  The  word  vendor 
shall  not  apply  to  the  proprietors  of  drug  stores  or  their  employees. 
[Approved  March  9,  1912. 


Chapter  315,  Acts  of  1914. 

An  Act  relati\'e  to  the  Agent  of  the  Board  of  Registration 

in  Pharmacy. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  The  board  of  registration  in  pharmacy  shall  appoint  an 
agent  whose  duty  shall  be  to  inspect  the  drug  stores  doing  business  in 
the  commonwealth  and  to  make  a  daily  report  of  his  doings  pertaining 
thereto,  and  to  report  all  violations  of  the  laws  relating  to  pharmacy. 
He  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  seventeen  himdred  and  fifty  dollars, 
with  his  travelling  expenses. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Approved 
April  G,  1914.

REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  David  I.  Walsh,  Governor. 

Sir  :  —  In  compliance  with  section  22,  chapter  76,  of  the 
Revised  Laws,  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Pharmacy  has  the 
honor  to  submit  the  following  report. 

The  drug  business  in  Massachusetts  in  common  with  that  of 
other  parts  of  this  country  is  experiencing  a  condition  verging 
on  a  crisis.  Due  in  the  main  to  the  continued  European  con- 
flict, the  supply  of  commodities  ordinarily  without  limit  has 
been  either  entirely  cut  off  or  reduced  to  the  minimum,  and 
prices  have  soared  to  levels  without  parallel.  This  has  made 
necessary  with  a  great  many  retail  druggists  an  increased  in- 
vestment, and  has  obliged  them  to  be  satisfied  with  a  greatly 
decreased  margin  of  profit.  Trade  reports,  however,  indicate  a 
somewhat  increased  volume  of  business,  and  the  increasing 
number  of  stores  would  indicate  that  the  business  continues 
to  attract  capital. 

Recent  developments  in  the  affairs  of  the  larger  chain  stores' 
organizations  would  appear  to  indicate  that  these  interests  had 
come  to  a  sense  of  realization  that  promiscuous  price  demorali- 
zation at  the  expense  of  a  living  profit  is  not  a  desirable  con- 
dition, and  while  the  policy  of  the  new  management  has  not 
been  announced,  the  rank  and  file  of  retail  druggists  are  observ- 
ing these  evolutions  with  keen  interest. 

During  the  last  twelve  months  thirty-two  new  drug  stores 
have  been  opened.  Twenty-six  have  closed  their  doors  for 
various  reasons,  the  total  number  now  doing  business  being 
1,751,  as  against  1,745  last  year. 

The  war  income  tax  which  placed  a  stamp  tax  on  toilet 
articles  and  perfumes,  which  went  into  effect  December  1, 
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1914.  has  added  a  new  burden  to  the  retail  druggists.  The 
manufacturer  has  in  the  majority  of  instances  increased 
his  price  to  cover  this  tax,  while  the  retailer  on  account  of 
keen  competition  has  found  it  impossible  to  shift  the  respons- 
ibility. 

The  rough  spots  caused  by  the  Harrison  Act,  with  numer- 
ous treasury  rulings,  are  gradually  disappearing,  and  from  the 
comparatively  few  violations,  intentional  or  otherwise,  we  are 
assured  that  the  druggists  of  this  State  have  applied  them- 
selves diligently  to  acquire  an  intelligent  understanding  of  its 
provisions,  with  a  view  to  complying  to  the  letter  with  its  re- 
quirements, thereby  demonstrating  their  hearty  co-operation 
in  obtaining  the  best  ifesidts  from  this  important  legislation. 

When  the  United  States  Harrison  Act  and  similar  StMe  nar- 
cotic legislation  became  operative,  an  inconsistency  appeared 
in  section  2,  chapter  213,  Revised  Laws,  which  pro^ddes  that 
laudanum,  ^IcMimn's  elixir,  morphia  or  any  of  its  salts,  and 
opiimi  may  be  sold  upon  registration  in  the  "poison  book"  so 
called.  As  those  drugs  cannot  be  sold  except  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  narcotic  law,  we  would  recommend  that  the  names 
of  said  narcotics  appearing  in  this  section  be  stricken  out. 

We  would  also  recommend  a  change  in  the  definition  of  a 
drug  store  as  now  given  in  section  1,  chapter  705,  Acts  of  1913. 
Briefly,  this  section  as  it  now  stands  describes  the  drug  store 
as  a  place  where  prescriptions  may  be  dispensed  and  in  which 
narcotics  may  be  sold.  We  feel  that  a  definition  that  would 
cover  the  sale  of  aU  potent  drugs  would  be  more  comprehen- 
sive. 

The  work  of  the  Board  continues  to  increase  in  volume,  and 
the  members,  especially  the  secretary-,  are  obliged  to  give  the 
Board's  affairs  a  correspondingly  increasing  portion  of  their 
time.  The  secretary  is  obliged  to  devote  a  part  of  each  day  to 
this  oflSce,  and  the  Board  feels  that  the  salary  now  received  is 
inadequate  to  properly  compensate  his  services.  We  therefore, 
respectfully  recommend  that  the  salary  of  the  secretary'  be  in- 
creased to  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annimi. 

We  are  again  able  to  report  that  our  commission  has  been 
self-supporting,  turning  into  the  treasury  of  the  Common- 
wealth 11,811.57  over  our  expenses. 
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The  permit  law  passed  in  1913  has  continued  to  assist  the 
Board  greatly  not  only  in  the  correction  of  wrong  conditions 
but  in  their  prevention.  We  see  a  general  advancement  on  the 
part  of  the  druggists  in  comph-ing  with  the  law,  and  progress 
from  year  to  year  towards  maintaining  a  high  professional 
standard.

REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  Samuel  W.  McCall,  Governor. 

Sir  :  —  In  compliance  with  section  22,  chapter  76,  of  the  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth,  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Pharmacy 
respectfully  submits  the  following  report. 

While  business  in  general  is  enjoying  a  period  of  prosperity, 
reports  from  various  parts  of  the  State  would  indicate  that  al- 
though the  drug  business  is  having  its  share  of  increased  volume 
dealers  find  it  hard  to  maintain  a  proper  ratio  between  cost  and 
selling  price.  On  account  of  the  continually  increasing  cost  of 
material  entering  into  their  products  manufacturers,  almost 
without  exception,  have  advanced  their  prices,  while  retail 
prices  have  remained  practically  unchanged. 

In  common  with  other  lines,  the  help  problem  has  come  to  be 
a  serious  factor  with  the  retail  druggist.  Competent  clerks  are 
at  a  premium,  and  while  this  Board  has  endeavored  to  bring 
about  a  condition  of  proper  supervision  in  all  drug  stores,  some 
of  the  snialler  dealers  have  found  burdensome  the  expense  thus 
entailed. 

We  believe  that  all  medicines  of  whatever  nature  should  be 
restricted  to  properly  registered  drug  stores,  or  to  such  depart- 
ments of  stores  as  are  supervised  by  registered  pharmacists. 
This  would  not  only  be  a  step  towards  protecting  the  public 
health  and  safety,  but  would  insure  to  the  druggist  that  business 
which  properly  belongs  to  him. 

During  the  past  year  this  Board  has  been  very  active  in  its 
effort  to  eliminate  the  sale  of  potent  drugs  and  preparations 
containing  narcotics  by  persons  not  registered  as  pharmacists.

and  by  stores  not  being  registered  as  drug  stores.  A  number  of 
such  stores  have  been  closed.  In  many  instances,  also,  un- 
registered persons  having  obtained  some  favorite  prescription 
have  compounded  the  same  and  peddled  it.  At  the  present 
time  these  persons  are  not  under  the  control  of  any  commission. 
Realizing  the  difficulty  of  thus  protecting  the  public,  this  Board 
feels  thait  the  time  has  come  to  request  legislation  for  the  super- 
^'isio^  of  these  unregistered  persons  and  stores,  and  it  also  feels 
that  it  is  competent  to  successfully  carry  on  the  work  and  to 
make  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  same. 

We  also  desire  legislation  requiring  the  police  departments  of 
cities  and  towns  to  furnish  a  list  of  all  stores  other  than 
pharmacies  which  sell  patent  and  proprietary  medicines.  In 
this  way  much  needed  information  can  be  obtained  which  will 
assist  the  Board  in  a  proper  enforcement  of  the  law  without 
great  trouble  to  the  local  authorities.  Through  the  reports  of 
officers,  the  police  departments  have  a  far  better  opportunity  of 
knowing  the  conditions  in  their  respective  cities  and  towns  than 
this  Board  which  has  supervision  over  the  entire  state. 

Secretary  Briry  and  Mr.  Tobin  were  appointed  by  Your 
Excellency  as  delegates  to  the  annual  convention  of  the  National 
Association  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy  held  in  Philadelphia  August 
30  to  September  2,  inclusive.  Problems  of  particular  interest  to 
this  Board  were  discussed.  We  believe  that  the  deliberations  of 
the  National  Association  assist  our  Board  materially  in  its  work, 
and  we  would  recommend  a  continuation  of  our  affiliation  with 
the  National  Association. 

Mr.  Joseph  E.  Buswell,  the  venerable  and  respected  agent, 
who  gave  this  Board  many  years  of  faithful  and  efficient 
service,  was  retired  with  pension  in  May.  He  was  particularly 
qualijQed  for  this  work,  and  his  extensive  knowledge  of  stores 
and  conditions  throughout  the  State  made  him  a  valuable 
help  to  the  Board.  An  examination  under  civil  service  regula- 
tions of  candidates  for  the  position  of  agent  has  been  held, 
and  a  list  of  those  eligible  for  this  position  is  now  under  con- 
sideration. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  we  have  not  only  been  able  to 
finish  the  year  within  our  appropriation,  but  have  returned  to 
the  Commonwealth  a  sizable  surplus. 
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Probably  no  other  business  is  subject  to  so  many  restricting 
laws  as  the  drug  trade,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report 
that  the  majority  of  druggists  display  a  keen  interest  in  main- 
taining a  high  standard  for  their  profession  by  a  desire  to  live 
within  the  provisions  of  the  law.

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REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  S-A3ii  el  W.  McCall,  Governoi'. 

Sir:  —  In  compliance  with  section  13,  chapter  76,  of  the 
Revised  Laws,  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Pharmacy  respect- 
fully presents  this  its  thirty-second  annual  report  upon  the 
condition  of  pharmacy  in  this  Commonwealth,  together  with  a 
summary-  of  its  official  acts  during  the  year. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  1,737  drug  stores  in  the  Com- 
monwealth. There  have  been  a  few  cases  of  consolidation  and 
a  few  have  gone  out  of  business,  but  the  decrease  has  been 
offset  by  the  opening  of  new  stores,  so  that  the  total  is  practi- 
cally the  same  as  that  of  last  year. 

As  far  as  this  Board  has  been  able  to  ascertain  the  general 
condition  of  the  trade  has  been  prosperous,  and  we  believe  that 
no  druggist  has  been  obliged  to  close  his  doors  because  of  the 
advanced  cost  prices  of  drugs  or  the  war  revenue  taxes.  From 
year  to  year  the  business  has  been  gradually  including  a  larger 
assortment  of  side  lines,  but  the  prescription  room  still  remains 
the  pride  of  the  enterprising  pharmacist,  and  he  is  proving  the 
fact  that  he  can  be  both  a  professional  man  and  a  good  trades- 
man as  well,  —  a  distinction  peculiar  to  the  profession  of  phar- 
macy. 

The  drug  business,  however,  has  been  affected  greatly  by  the 
unsettled  trade  conditions  brought  about  by  the  great  world 
conflict,  and  particularly  so  since  the  declaration  of  war  by  our 
own  country.  The  cost  prices  of  drugs  have  greatly  advanced, 
requiring  the  druggist  to  make  a  much  larger  investment  for  the 
same  stock  of  goods,  and  the  public  has  been  endeavoring  to 
economize  by  buying  in  smaller  quantities.  The  supply  of  some 
imported  drugs  was  almost  entirely  cut  oft'  when  the  European 
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powers  became  involved  in  the  great  struggle,  and,  although 
new  sources  of  supply  were  later  created  or  discovered  to  a  cer- 
tain extent  prices  fluctuated  greatly,  but  averaged  a  great  gen- 
eral advance.  For  example,  the  cost  of  phenacetine  which  is  a 
very  common  remedy  increased  from  $2  to  $40  per  pound, 
dropping  to  the  present  cost  of  about  $14.  The  successful 
pharmacist  must  be  a  competent  mathematician  as  well  as  a 
professional  man  in  order  to  regulate  his  prices  to  the  varying 
cost  and  the  increase  in  the  pay  roll  of  his  clerks. 

War  conditions  have  affected  the  druggists  very  noticeably  in 
the  passing  of  the  war  revenue  act.  Among  the  sources  of  in- 
come provided  by  the  act  is  the  additional  tax  on  alcohol. 
The  act  classifies  alcohol  into  its  use  for  ''beverage'^  and  "non- 
beverage"  purposes  at  separate  rates  of  taxation,  and  requires 
for  the  purchase  of  the  latter  the  filing  of  a  bond  and  a  permit 
from  the  government.  It  also  requires  that  this  alcohol  must 
be  medicated  before  being  sold.  This  necessitates  time  and 
attention,  and  adds  to  the  druggists'  long  list  of  legal  require- 
ments. The  price  of  alcohol  has  advanced  to  a  very  large 
multiple  of  its  cost  prior  to  the  war,  due  not  only  to  taxation 
but  the  discontinuance  of  its  manufacture  except  for  non- 
beverage  purposes.  This  greatly  increases  the  price  of  all  phar- 
maceutical preparations  into  which  alcohol  enters  as  an  ingre- 
dient, especially  those  into  which  it  enters  as  a  preservative  of 
medicinal  agents.  The  war  revenue  act  also  includes  a  tax  on 
proprietaries  of  which  each  druggist  usually  manufactures  at 
least  a  small  line. 

A  copy  of  a  letter  which  was  addressed  to  the  secretary  of 
this  Board  from  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue,  explaining 
recent  war  revenue  taxes,  was  mailed  to  each  druggist  of  the 
Commonwealth  that  no  obligation  on  his  part  should  be  over- 
looked. Although  as  a  class  they  are  bearing  perhaps  more 
than  their  proportionate  share  of  the  taxes,  they  are  glad  to 
share  in  the  expense  and  inconvenience  incidental  to  making,  in 
the  phrase  of  the  President,  "the  world  safe  for  democracy" 
for  which  our  country  is  fighting. 

The  druggist  is  also  affected  by  the  war  in  the  scarcity  of 
help.  Everywhere  is  heard  the  complaint  that  there  is  an  in- 
sufficient supply  of  registered  clerks.    This  scarcity  was  first 
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noticed  at  the  time  of  enlistments,  and  will  be  more  and  more 
felt  as  the  drafts  follow.  To  relieve  the  condition,  and  also  for 
the  purpose  of  allowing  those  enlisting  or  drafted  to  obtain  a 
higher  rating  in  the  medical  corps,  the  Board  has  adopted,  since 
the  spring  of  the  year,  the  plan  of  examining  large  classes  at  the 
Massachusetts  College  of  Pharmacy,  affording  an  opportunity 
for  about  fifty  persons  to  be  examined  at  each  meeting.  This 
met  with  approval  among  the  students  as  they  were  all  glad  of 
an  early  opportunity  to  be  examined,  instead  of  having  to  wait 
their  turn  in  small  classes. 

The  Board  has  examined  538  persons  this  year.  Of  this 
number,  about  34  per  cent,  were  registered  as  pharmacists,  and 
21  per  cent,  as  assistants.  The  number  of  applications  received 
during  the  month  of  October  and  November  was  much  smaller 
than  that  of  the  corresponding  months  of  the  previous  year, 
probably  due  to  many  drug  clerks  being  in  the  service. 

The  fees  received  by  the  Board  this  year  and  transmitted  to 
the  Commonwealth  exceeded  the  expenses  of  the  Board  to  the 
amount  of  $2,599.42.  This  is  more  than  the  Commonwealth 
has  benefited  by  our  Board  in  the  past  and  more  than  we  expect 
to  contribute  in  the  future;  it  was  principally  the  result  of  the 
Board  members  doing  their  own  investigation  work  in  their  dis- 
tricts in  the  absence  of  an  agent,  and  also  from  the  change  in 
the  method  of  examining  which  necessitated  fewer  meetings. 

After  considerable  deliberation  in  selecting  a  person  from  the 
three  certified  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  Mr.  Arthur  W. 
Scott  of  Somerville  was  finally  appointed  agent,  commencing 
his  duties  in  November.  His  experience  as  manager  of  one  of 
Boston's  busy  stores,  combined  with  the  theoretical  knowledge 
gained  at  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Pharmacy  from  which 
he  holds  the  degree  of  Ph.C,  should  give  him  the  practical  and 
professional  requisites  for  the  work  which  will  bring  satisfactory 
results  in  the  coming  year. 

The  Board  has  held  123  hearings  since  our  last  report.  These 
hearings  were  relative  to  the  suspension  of  personal  certificates 
of  registration,  the  suspension  of  permits  to  operate  drug  stores,, 
the  suspension  of  certificates  pertaining  to  the  sale  of  intoxi- 
cating liquor,  and  hearings  in  relation  to  various  kinds  of 
applications  over  which  the  Board  has  supervision. 
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Of  the  above  number,  33  hearings  were  to  give  persons  con- 
victed in  the  courts  of  the  Commonwealth  an  opportunity  to 
show  cause  why  their  certificates  of  registration  should  not  be 
suspended.  Twenty-one  of  these  were  placed  on  file  and  6 
suspended.  The  suspensions  were  one  for  five  years,  one  for 
one  year,  one  for  five  months,  two  for  thirty  days,  and  one  for 
seven  days.  In  placing  on  file,  the  right  is  reserved  to  take  the 
matter  from  the  files  at  any  future  time  should  there  be  any 
evidence  of  further  violation,  and  the  certificate  suspended  on 
the  basis  of  the  original  complaint.  The  Board  has  seen  fit  dur- 
ing the  past  year  to  place  6  persons  on  probation,  no  action 
being  taken  at  the  time  as  to  their  certificates  of  registration, 
with  the  understanding  that  their  conduct  during  that  time 
would  determine  the  Board's  attitude  towards  them  at  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  probation.  In  all  cases  the  druggists 
conducted  themselves  in  strict  conformity  with  the  law,  and  the 
Board  therefore  did  not  administer  any  punishment. 

Since  the  enactment  in  1913  of  the  law  providing  for  the 
issuing  of  permits  for  the  operation  of  drug  stores,  the  Board 
has  felt  that  it  has  been  able  to  exercise  a  better  control  over 
the  drug  business  than  formerly,  resulting  in  better  conditions. 
Under  the  discretion  conferred  upon  the  Board  by  this  act  per- 
mits may  be  granted,  refused,  suspended  or  revoked,  and  in 
relation  to  this  work,  38  hearings  were  held  during  the  past 
year.  Two  locations,  after  repeated  refusals,  were  discontinued 
as  drug  stores  and  kept  open  merely  for  the  purpose  of  selling 
patent  medicines  and  toilet  articles,  one  was  closed  entirely, 
and  two,  after  being  operated  for  several  months  for  the  sale 
of  those  things  which  unregistered  persons  may  sell,  were  pur- 
chased outright  by  registered  persons,  the  Board  being  satis- 
fied as  to  the  transfer.  Ten  permits  were  withheld  for  various 
periods,  or  refused  and  later  granted  after  conditions  were 
made  to  conform  to  the  law.  In  most  of  these  cases  the  wrong 
condition  which  had  to  be  corrected  was  that  arrangements  had 
been  made  for  unregistered  persons  to  be  actively  engaged  in 
the  business. 

Eight  hundred  and  four  certificates  of  recommendation  for 
sixth-class  licenses  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  upon  the 
signature  of  the  purchaser,  and  600  certificates  of  fitness  for 
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the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  on  prescription  were  granted  for 
the  present  license  year.  The  number  of  certificates  of  fitness 
granted  exceeds  that  of  any  previous  year  for  the  reason  that 
several  large  cities  in  the  Commonwealth  changed  from  the 
license  to  the  no-license  column,  and  local  authorities  in  those 
cities  refused  to  grant  any  sixth-class  licenses.  The  druggists 
then  applied  for  certificates  of  fitness  which  are  granted  by 
this  Board  only.  The  most  important  changes  were  Fall  River, 
Taunton,  Haverhill  and  Fitchburg. 

Two  sixth-class  license  certificates  were  suspended  by  this 
Board  which  automatically  suspended  the  licenses  granted 
thereon  by  the  local  boards.  Eleven  certificates  of  fitness  were 
suspended.  Local  boards  have  suspended  several  sixth-class 
licenses  this  year,  but  we  have  not  learned  of  any  certificates  of 
fitness  being  suspended  by  them,  although  it  is  in  their  power 
to  do  so. 

Chapter  275  of  the  General  Acts  of  the  ^Massachusetts  Legis- 
lature in  1917  has  been  the  source  of  much  inquiry  on  the  part 
of  the  druggists.  The  narcotic  prescription  itself  under  this  law 
bears  such  a  complete  record  of  the  case  that  all  liability  for  a 
narcotic  to  be  mistakenly  sold  for  other  than  the  uses  intended 
by  the  spirit  of  the  law  is  eliminated.  The  precaution  is  also 
taken  against  its  misuse  by  prohibiting  the  filling  of  the  pre- 
scription more  than  five  days  after  its  date.  The  hypodermic 
syringe  and  needle  can  no  longer  be  sold  to  the  general  public, 
which  is  another  safeguard  to  the  danger.  The  most  eftective 
section  of  the  law,  however,  provides  that  the  physician  cannot 
write  a  prescription  for  a  narcotic  intended  for  the  use  of  an 
habitual  user  of  the  drug,  although  he  may  personally  admin- 
ister the  drug  at  his  discretion  in  good  faith.  The  physician, 
in  other  words,  can  no  longer  write  a  prescription  for  a  narcotic 
to  reduce  the  habit,"  showing  that  it  was  the  opinion  of  the 
^Massachusetts  Legislature  that  the  cure  of  an  habitue  could  not 
be  brought  about  by  giving  him  prescriptions  for  the  drug  in 
any  quantity,  and  in  this  instance  our  Commonwealth  has 
taken  a  more  drastic  measure  than  other  States  and  we  believe 
a  much  better  one.  With  but  few  exceptions  the  druggist  and 
physician  have  gladly  co-operated  in  complying  with  the  strict 
letter  of  the  law  to  make  it  a  success  and  thus  overcome  a 
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threatening  evil.  To  assist  in  the  efficacy  of  this  law  the  Board 
recently  mailed  the  trade  a  circular  enumerating  the  require- 
ments pertaining  to  a  narcotic  prescription. 

A  problem  confronted  the  druggists  upon  the  passage  of  the 
act  authorizing  local  authorities  in  no-license  cities  and  towns 
to  refuse  att  express  company  licenses  for  the  carrying  of  in- 
toxicating liquors.  Acting  on  this  law  a  number  of  local 
boards  refused  all  such  licenses,  and  druggists  holding  certifi- 
cates of  fitness  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  on  prescrip- 
tion were  at  a  loss  to  know  how  they  could  be  obtained.  The 
situation  was  relieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Attorney-General  to 
the  Public  Service  Commission  to  the  effect  that  the  railroads 
had  the  right  to  bring  intoxicating  liquors  to  the  city  or  town 
of  the  consignee,  and  that  such  consignee  had  the  right  to  trans- 
fer the  goods  personally  from  the  railroad  station  to  his  store. 
As  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  learn  the  railroads  have  been 
guided  by  this  opinion. 

By  courtesy  of  Governor  McCall,  the  president  of  our  Board, 
Mr.  Tobin,  was  permitted  to  serve  as  delegate  to  the  National 
Association  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy  held  at  Indianapolis^ 
August  27  and  "28.  This  was  the  fourteenth  annual  convention 
of  that  body.  During  the  past  year  four  new  States  have  been 
added,  so  that  the  present  membership  on  an  active  reciprocity 
basis  consists  of  forty  States  as  follows:  Alabama,  Arkansas, 
Arizona,  Connecticut,  Colorado,  Delaware,  District  of  Colum- 
bia, Florida,  Georgia,  Idaho,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Kansas, 
Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Maine,  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  Michi- 
gan, Mississippi,  Missouri,  Montana,  Nebraska,  Nevada,  New 
Hampshire,  New  Mexico,  North  Dakota,  Oklahoma,  Oregon, 
Pennsylvania,  South  Carolina,  South  Dakota,  Tennessee,  Texas, 
Utah,  Vermont,  Virginia,  West  Virginia  and  Wisconsin. 

This  association  was  organized  for  the  purpose  of  uniting  the 
various  boards  of  the  United  States  with  a  view  of  establishing 
uniform  examinations  and  reciprocity  in  the  matter  of  registra- 
tion. This  Board  feels  that  the  privilege  of  reciprocity  has 
broken  down  the  barriers  of  limitation  for  the  pharmacist.  For 
example,  a  young  man  passes  an  examination  in  his  home  State 
after  completing  a  course  of  study  and  four  years  practical  ex- 
perience.   Upon  becoming  registered  he  drops  his  books  and 
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devotes  his  whole  time  to  the  practice  of  the  profession.  In 
later  years  circumstances  force  him  to  reside  in  some  other 
State.  Although  a  competent  druggist,  it  would  be  difficult  for 
him  to  pass  another  examination  without  further  study,  but  the 
reciprocity  clause  accommodates  him  with  a  certificate  to  con- 
tinue his  profession  as  a  registered  pharmacist  in  the  new 
State.  However,  this  privilege  granted  by  the  various  States 
necessitates  their  keeping  in  very  close  touch  through  corre- 
spondence throughout  the  year,  as  well  as  by  regular  attend- 
ance at  the  annual  meetings.  We  would  therefore  recommend 
the  continuance  of  our  representation  in  this  organization. 

The  National  Association  is  the  parent  of  the  New  England 
Association  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy,  composed  of  the  New  Eng- 
land State  boards  on  an  active  reciprocal  basis,  excepting 
Rhode  Island  which  is  an  associate  member.  This  association 
meets  annually  with  informal  visits  among  the  members  during 
the  year,  thus  keeping  even  more  closely  together  in  the  stand- 
ard of  examinations  and  rulings  than  with  other  boards,  as  the 
majority  of  reciprocal  exchanges  of  each  of  these  States  is 
.  among  the  New  England  group. 

No  special  legislation  in  pharmacy  for  the  coming  year  is 
deemed  necessary  by  this  Board.

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REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  Samuel  W.  McCall,  Governor. 

Sir:  —  In  compliance  with  statute,  the  Board  of  Registration 
in  Pharmacy  respectfully  presents  this  its  thirty-third  report 
relative  to  the  condition  of  pharmacy  in  this  Commonwealth 
and  its  official  acts. 

The  closing  of  the  fiscal  year  has  been  shortly  preceded  by 
the  closing  of  the  great  world  conflict,  but  war  conditions  will 
no  doubt  continue  to  affect  the  drug  business  for  some  time 
to  come. 

As  pharmacy  is  both  professional  and  mercantile  it  not  only 
has  shared  in  the  business  prosperity  resulting  from  plenty  of 
employment  and  high  wages,  but  has  reaped  the  just  reward 
of  professional  skill  in  administering  to  the  needs  of  the  public 
throughout  the  year  and  particularly  during  the  epidemic  of 
influenza  in  the  fall.  The  number  of  prescriptions  filled  during 
this  period  was  without  precedent.  The  success  of  the  drug 
business,  however,  has  demanded  the  continual  readjustment 
of  retail  prices  to  correspond  with  the  rising  cost  of  drugs  and 
ever  advancing  expense  for  clerk  hire. 

The  year  closed  with  1,639  drug  stores,  as  compared  with 
1,737  of  the  year  previous.  This  decrease  was  chiefly  the 
result  of  the  closing  of  many  stores  on  account  of  enlistment 
or  draft  of  registered  owners.  Some  stores  also  were  discon- 
tinued except  for  the  sale  of  simple  household  remedies  and 
proprietary  medicines,  thus  eliminating  them  from  the  list  of 
drug  stores.  Fewer  stores  were  opened.  Ambitious  young 
men  who  would  have  started  new  stores  employed  their  en- 
ergies in  the  service  of  their  country.    Others  who  could  have 
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attempted  some  new  venture  in  business  hesitated  to  do  so 
because  of  clerk  shortage. 

The  scarcity  of  clerks  was  the  condition  most  keenly  felt  by 
the  retail  drug  trade  as  an  effect  of  the  war.  Druggists  found 
it  necessary  to  devote  themselves  exclusively  to  business,  and 
employed  every  method  to  conserve  labor  as  well  as  to  obtain 
assistance.  Many  who  had  retired  from  the  business  were 
induced  to  come  back  and  serve  as  clerks.  The  employment 
of  women  was  also  an  important  factor.  Druggists  have  be- 
come aware  of  the  fact  that  women  are  particularly  adapted 
to  pharmacy,  and  although  in  the  majority  of  cases  their  work 
was  confined  to  the  selling  of  toilet  articles  and  proprietary 
medicines,  they  proved  painstaking  apprentices  at  the  pre- 
scription desk.  Another  method  of  relieving  the  physical  and 
mental  tension  caused  by  war  conditions  and  the  long  hours 
was  the  later  opening  and  earlier  closing  of  stores.  Many  of 
these  methods  adopted  as  expedients  for  war  time  will  doubt- 
less be  continued. 

Eight  examinations  were  held  during  the  past  year,  at  which 
425  persons  were  examined.  One  hundred  and  seventy-five 
of  these  were  registered  as  pharmacists  and  102  as  assistants. 
The  Board  held  its  examinations  at  the  Massachusetts  College 
of  Pharmacy,  where  it  had  equipment  for  accommodating  large 
classes.  Commencing  with  the  October  examination,  the  new 
college  building  was  used.  In  its  laboratory  each  person  was 
furnished  with  individual  apparatus  and  dispensing  counter, 
so  that  he  could  put  up  each  prescription  as  he  would  in  his 
own  store  without  interference  in  any  way  by  other  students. 
The  Board  has  endeavored  to  make  its  examinations  as  prac- 
tical as  possible  and  to  ascertain  in  the  most  direct  way  if  the 
candidate  was  a  safe  person  to  compound  prescriptions  and 
operate  a  drug  store. 

For  the  past  six  months,  before  issuing  a  certificate  of  regis- 
tration to  a  person  already  holding  an  assistant  certificate, 
the  Board  recalled  the  latter.  It  also  requested  the  removal 
of  all  certificates  which  were  not  actually  operated  by  some 
person  in  the  store.  This  was  done  in  order  that  the  public 
should  not  be  deceived  as  to  the  exact  number  of  skilled  per- 
sons employed  in  any  store. 
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The  Board  held  102  hearings  during  the  year,  with  the  result 
that  five  stores  which  had  been  equipped  for  a  drug  business 
were  refused  permits  and  not  allowed  to  open  as  drug  stores 
for  the  reason  that  the  arrangements  under  which  they  pro- 
posed to  operate  did  not  conform  with  the  law.  Permits  were 
withheld  from  five  drug  stores  until  conditions  were  satis- 
factory to  the  Board,  which  was  usually  after  the  stores  had 
changed  ownership;  1  permit  was  revoked  and  the  store  dis- 
continued as  a  drug  store.  One  certificate  of  registration  was 
suspended  for  ninety  days;  the  other  cases  relative  to  sus- 
pension of  registration  were  placed  on  file.  Five  sixth-class 
licenses  were  suspended  or  revoked;  10  certificates  of  fitness 
to  sell  intoxicating  liquor  on  prescription  were  suspended  or 
revoked;  6  applications  for  liquor  certificates  were  refused. 
The  remainder  of  those  having  hearings  relative  to  liquor 
certificates  were  granted  after  their  hearings. 

The  number  of  certificates  of  fitness  and  sixth-class  liquor 
licenses  granted  the  past  year  was  1,058,  or  a  decrease  of  391 
from  the  year  previous.  Physicians  have  been  writing  fewer 
prescriptions  for  intoxicating  liquors,  and  this  Board  believes 
their  use  as  medicine  has  been  decreasing.  The  growing  scar- 
city and  advancing  prices  have  also  been  factors  affecting  the 
situation.  Under  United  States  war  regulations,  alcohol  man- 
ufactured since  Sept.  8,  1917,  could  only  be  sold  when  medi- 
cated according  to  government  formulae,  which  made  it  unfit 
for  internal  use.  The  Attorney-General  rendered  an  opinion 
to  the  effect  that  this  ''medicated"  alcohol  was  not  an  intoxi- 
cating liquor  and  did  not  require  a  liquor  license.  For  these 
various  reasons  many  druggists  preferred  not  to  apply  for 
liquor  licenses. 

Through  courtesy  of  His  Excellency,  the  secretary  was  per- 
mitted to  attend  the  Convention  of  the  National  Association 
of  Boards  of  Pharmacy  held  at  Chicago  on  August  12  and  13. 
The  reciprocal  membership  of  this  association  now  includes 
forty-four  States.  The  advisory  examination  committee  made 
special  effort  during  the  war  to  keep  the  examinations  of  the 
various  boards  uniform  and  up  to  the  standard  previously 
maintained.  It  is  highly  important  that  all  member  boards 
should  take  an  active  part  in  the  work  of  the  national  body, 
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and  this  Board  therefore  desires  the  privilege  of  continuing  its 
representation  at  these  meetings. 

The  Board  has  been  greatly  pleased  with  the  work  of  its 
agent  during  the  past  year.  He  has  made  1,540  inspections, 
this  number  including  registered  stores  as  well  as  those  carry- 
ing a  stock  of  patent  medicines  and  household  remedies.  In 
a  great  many  cases  the  agent  discovered  violations  resulting 
from  carelessness  as  to  technical  points  in  the  law,  and  these 
were  corrected  and  right  systems  established  upon  his  instruc- 
tions at  the  time.  In  other  cases  of  a  more  serious  nature, 
formal  complaint  was  made  to  the  Board,  and,  after  hearings, 
the  violators  were  punished;  or,  if  unregistered  stores,  the 
proper  authorities  were  notified. 

Our  agent  found  a  number  of  stores,  owned  and  operated 
by  persons  not  registered  as  pharmacists,  which  appeared  to 
the  public  as  authorized  drug  stores  because  of  signs  bearing 
words  such  as  "drug  store''  or  "drugs."  In  a  number  of  these 
stores  drugs  and  medicines  were  found  w^hich  should  be  sold 
by  registered  persons  only.  In  one  case  hypodermic  instru- 
ments were  purchased  by  the  agent  without  any  questions  being 
asked.  Other  unregistered  stores  confined  their  stock  to  those 
drugs  and  medicines  which  they  could  sell  legally.  However, 
in  either  case,  one  would  expect  to  be  supplied  with  any  drug 
needed  in  sickness.  This  Board  feels  that  the  public  should 
not  be  thus  deceived  as  to  the  authority  of  a  drug  store.  The 
present  law  prohibits  the  person  who  has  not  passed  the  bar 
examinations  from  advertising  a  law  office,  and  imposes  a 
penalty  upon  one  not  registered  as  a  physician  who  hangs  out 
a  sign  "M.D."  At  the  present  time  this  Board  can  merely 
request  that  a  sign  indicating  a  drug  store  be  removed,  but 
cannot  insist  by  any  authority  of  law.  The  matter  could  be 
regulated  by  an  amendment  to  the  statute  which  would  pro- 
hibit a  store  from  being  represented  as  conducting  a  drug 
business  unless  so  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Registration  in 
Pharmacy. 

The  Board  is  also  convinced  of  the  necessity  of  better  safe- 
guarding the  public  by  some  provision  of  statute  which  would 
prohibit  stores  from  being  continued  as  drug  stores  after  the 
registered  pharmacist  to  whom  the  permit  was  issued  has 
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severed  his  connection  with  the  business.  This  frequently 
occurs  in  stores  operated  by  corporations  in  which  the  regis- 
tered manager  is  not  a  stockholder,  and  in  cases  where  a 
pharmacist  owns  two  stores,  one  being  operated  by  a  registered 
clerk.  It  has  also  occurred  in  stores  operated  by  widows  of 
deceased  pharmacists,  where  the  clerk  is  not  required  to  have 
any  financial  interest.  In  some  of  these  instances  another 
pharmacist  has  not  taken  charge  of  the  store  for  several  weeks. 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  law  be  so  amended  as  to 
provide  that  the  permit  shall  become  void  and  be  returned  to 
this  oflSce  when  the  pharmacist  severs  his  connection  with  the 
business.  If,  then,  another  pharmacist  is  not  immediately 
secured  who  can  take  out  another  permit  for  the  store,  the 
drug  business  can  have  no  legal  authority  to  be  conducted 
until  such  pharmacist  is  obtained. 

This  Board  believes  that  the  legislation  suggested  in  this 
report,  if  enacted,  will  operate  for  the  best  interest  of  pharmacy 
as  well  as  for  the  public  health.

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REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  CAL^^N  Coolidge,  Governor. 

Sir:  —  In  compliance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth, 
the  Board  of  Registration  in  Pharmacy  has  the  honor  to  submit 
the  following  report. 

The  many  unusual  conditions  prevailing  throughout  the  year 
have  been  attended  by  many  legal  and  commercial  changes  in 
the  drug  business.  Never  has  there  been  a  year  filled  with  so 
many  new  Federal  regulations,  nor  a  year  calling  for  the  render- 
ing of  so  many  reports.  This  Board,  how^ever,  has  endeavored 
to  co-operate  with  the  Boston  branch  office  of  the  United  States 
Internal  Revenue  Department  in  keeping  the  trade  posted. 

The  inauguration  of  war  prohibition  has  intrusted  exclusively 
to  the  pharmacist  the  retail  sale  of  alcohol,  wines  and  distilled 
spirits.  Although  jointly  responsible  with  the  physician  in  the 
custody  of  this  trust,  the  pharmacist  has  the  additional  duty  of 
not  filling  a  prescription  for  intoxicating  liquor  if  he  has  any 
reason  to  beheve  that,  through  misunderstanding  of  the  physi- 
cian or  otherwise,  the  liquor  will  not  be  used  for  medicinal 
purposes. 

The  various  organizations  of  the  profession  have  gone  on 
record  as  being  opposed  to  the  taking  out  of  licenses  for  the 
sale  of  liquors,  even  though  such  sale  is  on  prescription,  be- 
lieving there  would  be  a  great  temptation  on  the  part  of 
persons  desiring  intoxicants  to  resort  to  licensed  drug  stores 
in  the  hope  of  procuring  liquors  illegally.  In  reaching  this 
conclusion  the  majority  of  druggists  have  expressed  the  opinion 
that  there  were  other  remedies,  having  the  same  medicinal 
effect  as  intoxicating  liquors,  which  could  be  prescribed  in  all 
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cases.  The  physicians  have  evidently  taken  the  same  stand, 
as  very  little  liquor  has  been  prescribed  since  the  passage  of 
the  act.  There  are  a  sufficient  number  from  both  professions, 
however,  who  have  a  different  point  of  view,  so  that  the  legiti- 
mate needs  of  the  people  are  supplied. 

The  commercial  changes  in  the  drug  business  are  in  the 
adjustment  to  the  advance  in  labor  and  merchandise.  The 
wages  of  clerks  have  been  greatly  increased.  Higher  prices 
must  be  charged  for  prescriptions  and  all  drugs  and  articles 
kept  in  a  phprmacy.  However,  this  increase  has  been  entirely 
in  the  ratio  of  cost,  and  in  no  instance  has  there  been  profit- 
eering. 

The  number  of  drug  stores  in  the  Commonwealth  at  the 
present  time  is  1,657,  being  an  increase  of  18  since  last  year. 
Several  of  the  large  hotels  in  the  city  of  Boston  have  recently 
installed  drug  stores  which  we  believe  are  intending  to  comply 
strictly  with  the  pharmacy  laws,  as  they  are  splendidly  equipped 
and  well  provided  by  pharmacists. 

Since  the  rendering  of  our  last  report  the  Legislature  has 
created  the  Department  of  Civil  Service  and  Registration,  in 
which  are  grouped  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Medicine,  the 
Board  of  Registration  of  Nurses,  the  Board  of  Dental  Examiners, 
the  Board  of  Registration  in  Embalming,  the  Board  of  Regis- 
tration in  Optometry,  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Veterinary 
Medicine,  the  State  Examiners  of  Electricians,  and  the  Board 
of  Registration  in  Pharmacy.  This  group  is  called  the  Division 
of  Registration,  and  is  placed  under  the  supervision  of  a  direc- 
tor. As  each  Board  retains  its  functions,  we  feel  that  this 
uniting  under  one  director  will  result  in  some  uniform  method 
of  transacting  office  work  and  of  conducting  examinations, 
which  will  give  all  the  Boards  a  greater  efficiency.  We  are 
pleased  that  the  director  recently  appointed  is  a  past  member 
of  this  Board.  He  will  be  an  enthusiastic  worker  for  all  the 
commissions,  although  more  thoroughly  conversant  with  the 
needs  of  pharmacy. 

Through  courtesy  of  the  Governor,  two  members  of  our 
Board,  Mr.  Hayes,  the  president,  and  Mr.  Ellis,  were  privileged 
to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  National  Association  of  Boards  of 
Pharmacy  held  in  New  York  during  August.    Many  matters 
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of  importance  relative  to  the  standards  and  methods  of  phar- 
macy examinations  were  discussed  with  mutual  benefit  to  all 
member-boards. 

The  Board  would  recommend  for  legislative  enactment  the 
following  amendments  to  the  statute:  — 

1.  Advance  in  the  Fee  for  a  Drug  Store  Permit.  —  Chapter 
705,  Acts  of  1913,  provides  that  no  store  shall  be  kept  open  for 
the  transaction  of  the  retail  drug  business  unless  it  is  granted 
a  permit  to  operate  by  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Pharmacy. 
These  permits  are  issued  annually  upon  payment  of  a  fee  of 
$1.  The  Board  believes  that  this  fee  should  be  advanced  to 
S5,  as  the  present  amount  is  not  commensurate  with  the  privi- 
lege conferred  upon  the  druggist,  nor  the  expense  to  the  Com- 
monwealth in  the  granting  and  proper  superv^ision  of  the  permit. 
The  Board  is  obliged  to  conduct  hearings  relative  to  violations 
of  the  pharmacy  law,  with  the  authority  to  suspend  or  revoke 
the  permit  as  justice  may  require.  The  agent  is  also  continu- 
ously .employed  in  the  work  of  investigating  drug  stores  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  if  they  are  complying  with  the  phar- 
macy laws. 

Although  the  appropriation  of  the  Board  of  Registration  in 
Pharmacy  is  entirely  separate  from  the  fees  which  it  pays  into 
the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  Board  has  always  con- 
sidered it  a  duty  to  be  self-supporting,  while  for  the  past  two 
years  it  has  not  had  that  honor.  There  has  been  a  decrease  in 
the  revenue  derived  from  certificates  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquor,  owing  to  the  growing  disfavor  in  which  these  licenses 
are  looked  upon  by  the  druggists  as  a  class.  Comparing  the 
total  amount  of  fees  from  this  source  with  that  of  one  year  ago 
there  has  been  a  decrease  of  $1,910,  while  comparing  it  with 
five  years  ago  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  §4,240.  The  ad- 
vance suggested  would  cover  the  deficit  and  put  the  Board  on 
the  independent  basis  which  it  has  maintained  for  so  many 
years. 

2.  Stores  which  are  not  registered  ivith  the  Board  of  Regis- 
tration in  Pharmacy  not  to  he  advertised  as  Drug  Stores.  —  Our 
agent  has  reported  a  number  of  cases  where  stores  which  had 
the  appearance  of  authorized  drug  stores  because  of  signs  bear- 
ing words  such  as  "drug  store"  or  ''drugs,"  have  been  owned 
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and  operated  by  persons  not  registered  as  pharmacists.  This 
Board  believes  that  it  is  for  the  interests  of  pharmacy,  as  well 
as  public  health,  that  these  stores  should  not  be  privileged  to 
advertise  as  drug  stores.  At  the  present  time  this  Board  can 
merely  request  that  such  sign  be  removed,  but  cannot  insist 
by  any  authority  of  law.  The  physician  or  the  lawj-er  cannot 
hold  himself  out  as  member  of  a  profession  in  which  he  has  not 
been  examined  and  duly  registered,  and  we  feel  that  this  exclu- 
sive right  to  advertise  his  profession  should  be  extended  to  the 
pharmacist. 

The  details  relating  to  the  work  of  the  Board,  and  its  receipts 
and  disbursements,  will  follow  in  the  report  of  the  secretary.

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REPORT. 


To  Hon.  William  S.  Briry,  Director  of  Registration,  Department  of  Civil 
Service  and  Registration. 

Sir:  —  In  compliance  with  statute,  the  Board  of  Registration 
in  Pharmacy  has  the  honor  to  submit  this  its  thirty-fifth  report 
as  to  its  official  acts  and  the  condition  of  pharmacy  in  the 
Commonwealth.  . 

The  drug  business  has  been  marked  with  prosperity  during 
the  greater  part  of  the  year,  but  closes  with  a  somewhat  dull 
season. 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  32  stores  since  the  last  report, 
the  total  number  now  being  1,689.  The  stores  opened  during 
the  year  have  been  largely  owned  by  corporations  which,  in 
some  cases,  were  comp>osed  wholly  of  stockholders  who  were  not 
registered  pharmacists.  According  to  the  ruling  of  the  Supreme 
Court  in  1914,  however,  these  stores  were  entitled  to  a  permit 
to  operate  if  placed  under  the  management  of  a  registered 
pharmacist,  the  unregistered  stockholders  not  being  active  in 
the  business. 

\Yith  the  inauguration  of  prohibition  many  druggists  dis- 
puted the  necessity  of  applying  to  the  Board  of  Registration 
in  Pharmacy  for  a  certificate  of  fitness  or  certificate  for  sixth- 
class  license,  and  believed  they  had  the  right  to  dispense 
liquors  under  their  Federal  permits.  The  matter  was  referred 
to  the  Attorney-General,  who  rendered  an  opinion  reading,  in 
part,  as  follows:  — 

That  law,  Federal  or  State,  which  is  most  severe  and  which  most 
restricts  the  liberty  of  the  citizen  in  regard  to  Uquor,  is  the  law  which 
marks  the  limit  beyond  which  he  may  not  go  without  being  guilty  of 
an  offence.  If,  however,  the  State  law  and  the  Federal  each  permit  an 
act,  but  prescribe  different  conditions,  the  act  is  unlawful  unless  the 
citizen  complies  with  the  conditions  prescribed  by  each  law.  I  am  there- 
fore of  the  opinion  that  the  so-called  Volstead  Act  does  not  nullify  the 
provisions  of  our  State  law  in  regard  to  druggists'  Ucenses. 
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Only  about  40  per  cent  of  the  druggists  have  availed  them- 
selves of  the  right  to  sell  liquors  on  prescription.  Many  of 
these  took  out  their  licenses  very  reluctantly  after  they  had 
been  urged  to  do  so  by  their  neighboring  physicians. 

The  Board  has  felt  that  physicians  in  a  few  localities  were 
writing  too  many  prescriptions  for  liquor.  The  druggists 
filling  the  same  were  called  before  the  Board  and  instructed 
that  they  should  not  fill  such  prescriptions  where  it  was  evident 
that  the  liquor  was  to  be  used  for  beverage  purposes.  It  is 
believed  that  the  druggists  then  took  the  matter  up  with  the 
physicians  in  question,  as  the  result  has  been  a  reduction  in 
the  number  of  liquor  prescriptions  written  by  them. 

With  but  one  exception,  all  court  convictions  as  to  violations 
of  the  liquor  law  pertained  to  the  sale  of  tincture  of  Jamaica 
ginger.  These  cases  were  brought  before  the  courts  upon  the 
charge  that  the  preparation  was  purchased  for  the  purpose  of 
intoxication  and  not  for  medicine.  Six  druggists,  after  hearings 
before  the  Board  relative  to  these  violations,  voluntarily  agreed 
to  discontinue  handling  the  tincture. 

The  Federal  government  issued  a  treasury  ruling  on 
November  16,  to  become  operative  in  ninety  days,  classifying 
tincture  of  Jamaica  ginger  made  according  to  the  formula 
given  in  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  as  "an  alcoholic 
preparation  fit  for  use  for  beverage  purposes,"  to  be  sold  only 
on  prescription,  at  the  same  time  authorizing  a  tincture  of 
Jamaica  ginger  made  according  to  a  special  formula  of  the 
government  having  double  the  strength  of  ginger  root.  It  is 
presumed  that  the  effect  of  this  ruling  will  be  to  lessen  the  use 
of  the  preparation  as  a  beverage. 

During  the  past  year  the  examination  for  registration  in 
pharmacy  has  been  changed  from  a  basis  of  three  divisions  to 
a  basis  of  six  divisions,  having  equal  units  of  value,  as 
follows :  — 

1.  Dispensing  of  five  prescriptions. 

2.  Written  examination  in  pharmacy. 

3.  Written  examination  in  materia  medica. 

4.  Written  examination  in  chemistry. 

5.  Written  examination  in  pharmaceutical  arithmetic. 

6.  Oral  examination  including  all  subjects  covered  by  the  written,  also 
posology,  toxicology  and  pharmacy  law. 
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The  following  method  has  been  adopted  for  preparing  and 
marking  the  papers,  the  questions  and  prescriptions  being  the 
composite  work  of  all  members.  Each  member  of  the  Board  is 
assigned  a  branch  for  which  he  ^Tites  the  questions,  one 
member  additionally  selecting  the  prescriptions  to  be  dispensed. 
The  answer  sheets  on  each  subject  are  corrected  by  the  member 
who  has  WTitten  the  questions.  By  means  of  a  number  system 
the  examiner  does  not  know  the  name  of  the  candidate  whose 
paper  he  is  marking  until  the  marking  of  the  papers  is  com- 
pleted by  all  members. 

With  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  this  Board  was  placed 
in  the  Department  of  Civil  Service  and  Registration,  Division 
of  Registration,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  350,  General 
Acts  of  1919.  Under  this  provision  certain  clerical  duties  are 
combined  with  other  Boards,  but  the  functions  of  the  Board 
remain  the  same.  The  director,  William  S.  Briry,  a  pharmacist 
and  past  member  of  this  Board,  has  co-operated  and  assisted 
the  Board  in  its  work.  In  February  of  this  year  the  office  was 
removed  to  Room  146,  State  House,  from  Rooms  21  and  22 
which  it  had  occupied  for  twenty-five  years.  The  Board  has 
thus  been  deprived  of  its  examination  room;  but  owing  to  the 
continued  courtesy  of  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Pharmacy, 
the  candidates  have  been  examined  with  better  equipment  in 
the  laboratory  and  lecture  halls  of  the  college. 

The  Board  was  privileged  to  send  Mr.  Archer  and  Mr. 
Wheeler  as  delegates  to  the  National  Association  of  Boards  of 
Pharmacy  at  Washington  during  the  week  of  May  3.  These 
meetings  are  of  great  importance  in  standardizing  the  examina- 
tions of  the  various  States  and  in  bringing  about  more  uni- 
formity in  pharmacy  laws. 

The  Board  would  recommend  that  the  following  legislation 
be  enacted :  — 

1.  An  Act  to  establish  the  Salaries  of  the  Members.  — By  act 
of  the  Legislature  in  the  year  1914  the  salaries  of  the  members 
of  the  Board  were  established  at  S700,  with  the  exception  of 
the  secretary,  who  was  to  receive  an  annual  salary  of  $1,000. 
Since  that  year  there  has  been  no  salary  increase,  while  the 
cost  of  living  has  advanced  approximately  103  per  cent  ac- 
cording to  estimates  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Industries. 
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Almost  in  equal  ratio  the  Board's  responsibilities  and  duties 
have  increased  in  many  ways,  one  of  the  most  important 
being  the  inauguration  of  national  prohibition,  which  placed 
upon  the  druggist  the  exclusive  trust  of  dispensing  intoxicating 
Hquors  for  medicinal  purposes.  Since  that  time  the  Board  has 
kept  an  especially  close  supervision  over  the  druggists,  and  by 
instruction,  reprimand  and  punishment,  where  necessary,  has 
been  largely  instrumental  in  the  successful  carrying  out  of  the 
prohibition  regulations.  The  method  of  examining  students 
also  has  been  much  more  comprehensive,  and  has  consequently 
required  more  time  on  the  part  of  the  members.  The  present 
salary  rates  are  inadequate  to  properly  compensate  the  members 
for  their  work  and  responsibilities,  and  the  Board  therefore 
recommends  a  reasonable  increase  for  each  member. 

2.  Unregistered  Stores  not  to  he  advertised  as  Drug  Stores.  — 
With  the  indorsement  of  the  State  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
the  Board  would  again  recommend  to  the  Legislature  that 
stores  which  are  not  registered  with  the  Board  of  Registration 
in  Pharmacy  be  not  privileged  to  advertise  as  drug  stores. 
Such  legislation  is  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  public. 
The  druggist  is  a  co-worker  with  the  doctor  in  the  care  of  the 
patient,  and  the  public  should  be  entitled  to  know  just  where 
prescriptions  can  be  dispensed  by  qualified  persons.  A  physi- 
cian cannot  advertise  as  such  unless  he  is  registered  in  the 
State  of  Massachusetts,  and  this  Board  believes  the  same  law 
should  apply  to  the  profession  of  pharmacy. 

A  summary  of  the  work  of  the  Board  and  its  official  receipts 
and  disbursements  will  follow  in  the  report  of  the  secretary.

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REPORT. 


To  Hon.  Wjluam  F.  Cr-\ig,  Director  of  Registration,  Department  of  Civil 
Seriice  and  Reyistration. 

Sir:  —  In  compliance  with  section  25,  chapter  112  of  the 
General  Laws,  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Pharmacy  has  the 
honor  to  submit  this  its  thirty-sixth  annual  report. 

The  condition  of  pharmacy  throughout  the  Commonwealth 
has  been  marked  by  prosperity  during  the  year.  Sixty-five  new 
stores  have  been  opened,  which  is  a  greater  number  than  any 
previous  year,  the  total  now  being  1,734.  There  has  been  a 
greater  demand  for  registration,  120  more  candidates  having 
been  examined  during  the  >  ear,  and  its  close  finds  many  appli- 
cants on  the  waiting  list. 

The  Board  has  been  acting  with  unusual  deliberation  in  the 
issuing  of  certificates  for  third-class  liquor  licenses  and  has 
refused  a  large  number.  In  cases  of  new  stores  it  has  waited 
until  the  business  was  well  seasoned  before  a  certificate  has  been 
issued.  It  has  in  all  cases  satisfied  itself  that  the  drug  stock 
was  sufficient  to  meet  every  prescription  requirement.  It  feels 
that  every  precaution  should  be  used  to  prevent  these  liquor 
certificates  from  being  held  by  persons  who  are  unworthy  of 
the  trust. 

By  authority  of  a  law  passed  by  the  last  Legislature,  the 
Board  has  been  able  to  demand  the  taking  down  of  signs 
indicating  a  drug  business  in  cases  where  stores  have  been 
discontinued  as  drug  stores  and  kept  open  for  the  sale  of  patent 
and  proprietary  medicines.  This  legislation  aids  in  the  protec- 
tion of  the  public  against  unqualified  stores  and  is  a  mark  of 
progress  in  pharmacy. 

By  act  of  the  Legislature  in  1920  the  fee  for  drug  store  per- 
mits was  advanced  from  SI  to  So,  taking  effect  Jan.  1,  1921. 
This  was  done  that  the  Board  might  be  on  a  self-supporting 
basis.    By  means  of  this  increase  S5,598.37  has  been  paid  into 
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the  treasury  in  excess  of  the  Board's  expense  as  drawn  from 
appropriations. 

During  the  year  the  office  of  president  changed  from  Percy 
N.  Hall  to  Frederick  W.  Archer.  Mr.  Hall,  having  left  the 
retail  drug  business  for  work  in  the  wholesale  line,  felt  it  neces- 
sary to  resign  as  a  member  of  the  Board.  He  was  succeeded 
by  Mr.  King  as  a  member.  Mr.  Hall  served  as  chairman  from 
Dec.  1,  1919,  until  the  time  of  his  retirement,  and  was  always 
an  enthusiastic  worker. 

The  eighteenth  annual  convention  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Boards  of  Pharmacy  met  at  New  Orleans  in  September 
and  was  represented  by  Mr.  Ellis.  One  of  the  subjects  dis- 
cussed was  that  of  requiring  the  candidate  for  examination  to 
be  a  college  of  pharmacy  graduate  and  also  to  have  taken  a 
high  school  course.  The  college  prerequisite  has  been  adopted 
by  fifteen  States  of  the  Union,  and  if  Massachusetts  druggists 
are  to  be  recognized  by  other  States  in  years  to  come,  this 
legislation  must  be  enacted  in  the  near  future.  A  great  deal  of 
attention  has  been  given  to  this  subject  by  the  various  States. 
The  Board  was  also  represented  at  a  branch  meeting  of  the 
association  held  at  Portland,  Me. 

The  Board  would  recommend  that  the  following  legislation 
be  enacted :  — 

1.    Unregistered  Copartners  and  Stockholders  in  the 

Drug  Business. 

The  number  of  drug  stores  at  the  close  of  this  fiscal  year 
shows  a  noticeable  increase  in  new  stores.  Many  of  these  new 
stores  have  been  financed  by  persons  not  registered  as  phar- 
macists. There  is  no  law  which  prevents  a  person  from  invest- 
ing his  money  as  he  desires,  and  the  Board  does  not  wish  any 
limitation  in  that  respect,  but  it  does  believe  that  the  policies 
of  the  drug  business  should  be  controlled  by  men  of  the  profes- 
sion who  through  their  experience  and  training  realize  the 
responsibilities  connected  with  the  handling  of  drugs  as  well  as 
the  carrying  out  of  the  many  State  and  Federal  laws  which 
safeguard  narcotics  and  intoxicating  liquors. 

In  1913  the  Board  was  successful  in  securing  the  enactment 
of  a  law  which  read,  "  No  unregistered  copartner  or  unregistered 
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stockholder  in  a  corporation  doing  a  retail  drug  business  shall 
hereafter  be  actively  engaged  in  the  drug  business,"  the  term 
"actively  engaged"  being  defined  by  the  Attorney-General  to 
mean  the  doing  of  any  work  in  the  store. 

When  the  law  was  codified  in  1920,  this  section  was  changed 
in  its  effect,  the  new  draft  allowing  the  unregistered  stockholder 
or  copartner  the  same  rights  as  a  junior  clerk.  The  objection 
to  this  change  is  that  if  the  unregistered  investor  is  allowed  to 
work  in  the  store  at  all  he  will  control  the  policy  of  the  busi- 
ness, and  the  management  will  not  be,  in  reality,  in  the  hands 
of  the  registered  pharmacist  as  the  law  requires. 

The  Board  therefore  recommends  that  the  original  reading 
of  the  law  be  restored,  and  that  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney- 
General  relating  thereto  shall  be  incorporated  with  it  so  as  to 
leave  intact  the  law  which  has  been  enforced  by  this  Board  and 
local  authorities  since  May  28,  1913. 

2  AND  3.  Legisl.\tiox  relative  to  the  Salary  of  the 
Agext  and  Legislation  to  reimburse  the  Agent  for 
Money  returned  by  him  to  the  State  Treasury. 

The  salary  of  the  agent  of  the  Board  was  established  in  1914 
by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  at  $1,750  per  year.  Since  that 
time  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  position  have  greatly 
increased  in  various  ways.  There  have  been  many  more  drug 
stores  opened  throughout  the  Commonwealth,  and  more  detailed 
and  careful  inspection  by  the  agent  of  the  drug  stores  of  the 
State  has  been  required  on  account  of  changes  made  in  the 
narcotic  and  liquor  laws.  Since  the  enactment  of  the  prohi- 
bition law,  numerous  applications  for  permits  to  operate  drug 
stores  and  for  liquor  license  certificates  have  been  received. 
Each  one  of  these  applications  requires  an  examination  of  the 
premises  and  an  investigation  of  the  character,  status  and  busi- 
ness record  of  the  individuals  concerned.  Complaints  received 
from  the  public  require  his  investigation  of  the  facts  in  each 
case.  Police  departments  have  required  his  assistance  in  prose- 
cuting and  investigating  violations  of  the  laws  relating  to  the 
practice  of  pharmacy.  The  agent  is  not  only  required  to  inspect 
and  to  investigate,  but  the  druggists  expect  that  he  will  have 
such  knowledge  of  the  United  States  laws  and  regulations  as  to 
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be  able  to  inform  and  assist  them  to  comply  with  the  same. 
The  experience  gained  by  four  years'  work  as  agent  has  given 
him  a  knowledge  of  the  pharmacists  and  the  stores  of  the  State 
which  is  of  considerable  value. 

The  Board  has  not  been  unmindful  of  the  efficient  work  of 
the  agent,  as  evidenced  by  the  increases  of  salary  voted  to  him 
during  his  term  of  service.  These  increases  were  approved  by 
the  Governor  and  Council  and  by  the  Supervisor  of  Adminis- 
tration. He  was  receiving  a  salary  of  ^2,000  when  an  opinion 
was  received  in  November,  1921,  from  the  Attorney-General 
that  the  increases  were  not  allowable.  The  agent  was  then 
required  to  return  to  the  Commonwealth  all  salary  received  by 
him  in  excess  of  that  specified  in  the  1914  statute,  amounting 
to  S404.19. 

The  Board  would  therefore  recommend  legislation  that  would 
allow  the  Board  to  fix  the  salary  of  the  agent  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Supervisor  of  Administration;  also  legislation 
to  reimburse  the  agent  for  the  sum  which  he  was  obliged  to 
return  to  the  treasury  of  the  Commonwealth.

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REPORT. 


To  Hon.  William  F.  Craig,  Director  of  Registration,  Department  of  Civil 
Service  and  Registration. 

Sir:  —  In  compliance  with  statute,  the  Board  of  Registra- 
tion in  Pharmacy  has  the  honor  to  submit  its  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1922. 

As  indicated  by  the  summary  in  the  secretar\''s  report,  the 
Board  has  had  a  busy  year,  a  new  and  large  proportion  of  the 
work  being  the  result  of  the  Federal  prohibition  director's 
activities.  The  Board  has  held  forty  hearings  relative  to 
charges  filed  as  the  result  of  violations  of  Federal  regulations. 
At  these  hearings  the  Board  has  considered  the  evidence  given 
by  Federal  agents  who  were  summoned  to  testify  relative  to 
the  violations  upon  which  Federal  permits  were  revoked. 
After  listening  to  this  e\-idence,  the  Board  has  in  its  discretion 
taken  independent  action  as  to  revocation  or  suspension  of  the 
various  certificates  and  permits  which  it  had  granted  to  the 
druggists  whose  Federal  permits  had  been  revoked. 

The  Board  was  somewhat  in  doubt  at  first  as  to  its  duties 
with  reference  to  these  Federal  violations  and  sought  advice 
from  the  Attorney  General,  who  rendered  an  opinion,  the 
salient  points  of  which  are  as  follows :  — 

Section  40,  chapter  112,  of  the  General  Laws  expressly  provides  that 
the  Board  may  suspend  or  revoke  any  registration  or  permit  issued  there- 
under "for  any  ™lation  of  the  law  pertaining  to  the  drug  business  or 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  Uquors  or  for  aiding  or  abetting  any  violation  of 
any  such  law." 

In  my  opinion  this  provision  must  be  held  to  include  \iolations  of  the 
Federal  law  passed  to  enforce  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  to  the  Federal 
Constitution,  which  law  is  commonly  called  the  Volstead  Act,  which 
act  is  operative  in  Massachusetts,  and  regulates  the  sale  of  liquor  in  this 
State.   Under  appropriate  circumstances  a  \'iolation  of  that  law,  or  aid- 
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ing  or  abetting  in  such  violation,  may  be  found  to  establish  that  the 
\aolator  is  not  of  fit  character  to  hold  the  license  or  permit  in  question. 
See  Lawrence  v.  Board  of  Registration,  239  ^Mass.  424,  42S.  On  the  other 
hand,  proof  of  such  -violation  cannot  be  held  in  ever\'  instance  to  require 
revocation  of  such  license  or  permit.  Each  case  must  rest  upon  its  own 
facts  and  be  determined  by  the  Board  in  the  exercise  of  a  sound  discretion. 
I  therefore  advise  you  that  the  Board  must  determine  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law  whether  or  not  a  violation  of  the  said  Volstead  Act  has 
occurred.  If  that  fact  be  found  adversely  to  the  druggist,  the  Board 
should  then  determine  what  action  ought  to  be  taken  in  the  exercise  of 
a  sound  discretion. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  advisable  to  point  out  that  the  oflSce  of 
Federal  prohibition  director  is  an  administrative  and  not  a  judicial  office. 
Accordingly,  the  revocation  of  the  Federal  permit  in  question  is  not  a 
judgment  which  estabUshes  a  \'iolation  of  law.  It  is  a  finding  of  fact 
which  neither  adds  to  nor  detracts  from  the  evidence  upon  which  it  rests. 
Such  a  finding  of  fact  by  an  administrative  officer  cannot  relieve  your 
Board  either  from  the  duty  to  give- a  hearing  as  required  by  General  Laws, 
chapter  112,  section  40,  or  from  the  duty  to  decide  for  itself  upon  the  e\i- 
dence  whether  or  not  a  violation  of  law  has  occurred. 

The  matter  of  issuing  liquor  certificates  has  been  a  problem 
to  which  the  Board  has  given  considerable  attention.  A  pro- 
bationary period  of  six  months  has  been  adopted  for  new 
stores.  It  has  been  deemed  that  this  period  of  seasoning 
enabled  the  druggist  to  demonstrate  his  ability  to  conduct  a 
store  independently  of  the  sale  of  liquor  in  any  way.  The 
Board  has  in  other  ways  been  very  deliberate  in  the  granting 
of  these  certificates,  belie\'ing  that  too  much  caution  could 
not  be  given  to  the  matter.  It  has,  in  all  cases,  satisfied  itself 
that  the  regular  stock  of  drugs  was  suflBcient  to  meet  any 
ordinary-  prescription  requirement.  During  the  year  66  liquor 
certificates  were  refused  and  were  not  granted  at  any  time 
upon  reapplication.  This  is  the  largest  number  of  applications 
that  the  Board  has  ever  refused.  The  Board  in  its  discretion 
refused  these  certificates,  believing  that  the  public  good  would 
not  be  promoted  by  the  granting  thereof. 

Beginning  with  the  month  of  March,  the  Board  has  examined 
in  separate  classes  candidates  for  registration  as  pharmacists 
and  those  seeking  to  qualify  as  assistants,  the  latter  examina- 
tion being  less  difficult,  although  covering  all  the  subjects  of 
the  former.    The  new  method  of  examining  has  seemed  to  be 
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popular  with  the  students,  168  persons  ha\'ing  taken  this  less 
difficult  examination.  During  the  year  three  of  the  combined 
examinations  were  held  under  the  old  regulations,  followed  by- 
six  for  registered  pharmacists  and  three  for  assistants  under  tHe 
later  rulings. 

The  nineteenth  annual  convention  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Boards  of  Pharmacy  met  at  Cleveland  in  August,  the 
Massachusetts  Board  being  represented  by  its  secretar\%  Mr. 
WTieeler.  Again,  the  subject  of  the  adoption  by  all  reciprocal 
States  of  a  college  of  pharmacy  prerequisite  was  discussed. 
The  work  of  this  association  has  been  of  great  assistance  in 
bringing  about  a  uniform  standard  of  examinations. 

The  Board  would  recommend  that  the  following  legislation 
be  enacted :  — 

1.  Requirement  that  Candidates  for  Registration  as 
Pharmacists  should  be  Graduates  of  Recognized 
Colleges  of  Pharmacy. 

The  Board  of  Registration  in  Pharmacy  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  time  has  come  to  require  that  a  candidate  for  regis- 
tration as  a  pharmacist  be  graduated  from  some  recognized 
ollege  of  pharmacy.  The  apprenticeship  term  in  a  drug 
-tore  is  a  thing  of  the  past.  A  young  man  entering  a  drug 
-tore  to-day  receives  a  man's  salary-  and  does  a  man's  work. 
Xo  time  is  given  him  to  study.  The  practical  work  is  done  by 
registered  pharmacists. 

A  pharmacist  owes  special  duties  to  the  public,  and  should 
have  a  complete  and  thorough  training  in  pharmacy  and  its 
allied  sciences  in  order  to  give  the  best  protection  to  the  public. 

In  the  pharmacy  college  of  to-day  a  student  not  only  ob- 
tains a  ver\'  complete  and  thorough  training  in  aU  pharmaceu- 
tical processes,  but  also  receives  instruction  in  therapeutics, 
materia  medica  and  a  training  on  the  business  side  of  the  pro- 
fession as  well  as  instruction  in  the  laws  of  both  the  State  and 
the  Nation.  The  latter  is  greatly  to  be  desired  in  \-iew  of  the 
many  reports  that  are  now  required  of  the  druggists  by  Federal 
authorities. 
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2.   Repeal  from  the  Statutes  of  the  State  Liquor  Record 
Book  Requirement. 

The  Board  would  also  recommend  legislation  to  eliminate 
the  State  liquor  record  book.  At  the  present  time  this  book 
is  an  additional  requirement  to  the  already  complete  record  of 
the  Federal  government.  Under  the  Volstead  Act  the  phar- 
macist may  dispense  Hquors  only  upon  the  Federal  blank 
which,  of  itself,  is  a  complete  record  of  the  transaction.  There 
are  also  other  records  and  reports  showing  the  exact  dispo- 
sition of  all  Hquors  piu-chased.  We  believe,  therefore,  that 
the  State  book  is  an  unnecessary-  duplication  of  records  and 
would  therefore  recommend  the  repeal  of  this  requirement. 

The  Board  feels  that  it  shoidd  commemorate  in  this  rej>ort 
the  name  of  George  Robert  \Miite,  who  passed  away  in  August, 
the  donor  of  the  beautiful  new  structure  of  the  Massachusetts 
College  of  Pharmacy  on  Longwood  Avenue.  Although  not  a 
registered  pharmacist  his  life  work  was  closely  alHed  with  the 
profession,  and  through  his  generosity'  hundreds  of  students 
have  been  given  the  most  advantageous  conditions  under 
which  to  take  up  the  study  of  pharmacy. 

The  condition  of  pharmacy  throughout  the  Commonwealth 
during  the  year  has  been  imusually  prosperous.  The  Board 
has  received  a  great  many  apphcations  for  new  stores  and 
has  been  most  careful  to  investigate  each  case  before  taking 
action.  It  has  refused  a  larger  number  of  apphcations  than 
ever  before,  yet  102  new  stores  have  been  opened  which  is  a 
larger  number  than  during  any  pre\-ious  year.  The  total 
nimaber  of  stores  at  the  present  time  is  1,801. 

The  Board  has  foimd  it  necessary  in  order  to  properly  en- 
force the  laws  and  with  the  object  of  keeping  the  conduct  of 
the  drug  stores  of  the  Commonwealth  on  a  high  moral  plane 
to  suspend  and  revoke  a  larger  niunber  of  certificates  of 
registration,  Uquor  license  certificates  and  store  permits  than 
during  any  pre\-ious  period  of  its  history-.  Nevertheless,  the 
Board  feels  that  the  great  majority-  of  the  druggists  of  the 
State  are  law-abiding  citizens  and  a  credit  to  the  profession. 

The  Board  has  been  more  than  self-supporting  this  fiscal 
year.    The  total  amount  of  money  turned  into  the  treasm*y 
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of  the  Commonwealth  was  $17,929.10,  the  expenses  of  the 
Board  being  $11,831.74,  with  a  resulting  balance  in  favor  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  86,097.36.  The  advance  in  the  permit 
fees  from  SI  to  85  through  legislation  enacted  at  the  request 
of  the  Board  has  been  largely  responsible  for  the  increase  in 
the  Board's  income.

Sir:  —  In  compliance  with,  statute  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Pharmacy  has 
the  honor  to  submit  its  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1923. 

The  drug  business  throughout  the  State  has  been  decidedly  prosperous,  eighty- 
eight  new  stores  having  been  opened.  At  the  present  time  there  are  1,864  stores, 
441  of  this  number  being  located  in  Boston.  It  is  a  question  whether  or  not  the 
increase  in  Massachusetts  is  abnormal  compared  with  other  lines  of  business.  A 
certain  drug  magazine  in  gathering  statistics  on  this  point,  claims  that  in  Massa- 
chusetts the  increase  is  not  abnormal  but  that  in  several  other  states  it  is  decidedly 
so,  and  intimates  that  the  allurement  to  the  drug  business  in  these  states  is  the 
handling  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  drug  stores. 

The  business  of  the  Board  has  increased  greatly  during  the  past  year  due  prin- 
cipally to  more  complaints  and  violations.  Fifty-seven  meetings  have  been  held 
by  the  Board,  jeing  an  increase  of  fifteen  over  last  year.  Of  this  number  twelve 
were  for  exami..ations  and  the  balance  for  hearings.  The  hearing  days  have  been 
very  strenuous  beginning  at  ten  in  the  morning  and  lasting  sometimes  until  seven 
o'clock  in  the  evening.  ,    ,    i  tt 

No  violation  of  the  law  on  the  part  of  any  druggist  is  overlooked.  Hearings  are 
based  upon  information  received  principally  from  two  sources,  — (1)  the  depart- 
ment of  the  Federal  Prohibition  Director,  (2)  the  local  police.  Some  cases  are 
based  upon  Federal  and  police  cases  jointly.  It  is  needless  to  say  that  the  ma- 
jority of  these  cases  pertain  to  violations  of  th(?  liquor  law.  For  some  years  there 
have  been  no  flagrant  violations  of  the  narcotic  law  but  during  the  past  year  there 
have  been  two  or  three  cases  where  narcotic  dru^s  ha^  e  been  sold  without  pre- 

One  of  the  latest  varieties  of  vLMon  is  the  sale  of  redlstUlHl  denatured  alcohol. 
This  redistilled  alcohol  has  been  fdun4  on  the  premises  of  a  few  (irug  stores  and  on 
several  occasions  in  containers  bearing  legal  Federal  labels.  To  escape  detection, 
the  original  contents  in  such  cases  had  been  apparently  emptied  and  the  containers 
refilled  with  the  so-called  ''bootleggers'  alcohol.''  T\wn  there  has  been  the  fiiiding 
of  artificial  gin  made  of  alcohol  and  oil  of  juniper  and  nn^diion  whisky  made  of 
alcohol  colored  with  caramel.  Another  type  of  violation  has  been  the  purchase 
of  physicians'  prescriptions  by  druggists  and  the  filling  in  oi  fictitious  names  of 
patients,  resulting  in  the  illegal  sale  of  such  liquor  to  a  special  list  or  customers. 
This  class  of  violations  is  new  to  the  drug  business  and  is  the  outcome  of  attempts 
to  violate  Prohibition  regulations.  Thus  it  is  that  the  Board's  work  has  been  in- 
creased by  Prohibition. 
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The  Board  has  found  it  necessary,  after  hearings  given  to  various  druggists  for 
violations,  to  suspend  14  drug  store  permits  for  periods  varying  from  two  weeks  to 
six  months,  and  to  revoke  five-  permits.  Five  perscjnal  certificates  of  registration 
were  suspended  for  varying  periods,  this  number  including  three  assistant  and 
two  registered  pharmacists.  In  addition  to  this,  29  liquor  certificates  were  re- 
voked and  two  suspended.      ,  / 

The  policy  of  the  Board  has  been  to  withhold  the  names  of  these  druggists  from 
the  press  belie^dng  that  the  punishment  given  was  sufficient  without  the  additional 
hardship  of  newspaper  notoriety.  When  these  names  have  appeared  in  the  daily 
papers  the  information  has  come  from  local  authorities  whom  it  is  necessary  for  the 
Board  to  notify. 

The  Board  has  been  extremely  careful  in  the  issuing  of  drug  store  permits,  22 
applications  for  same  having  been  refused.  The  same  care  has  also  been  used  in 
the  issuing  of  liquor  certificates,  61  having  been  refused.  The  Board  has  continued 
its  polic3^  adopted  last  year  of  not  issuing  these  liquor  certificates  until  a  new  store 
has  been  well  seasoned  as  a  drug  store. 

The  Board  is  glad  to  report  again  that  it  has  been  not  onty  self-supporting  but 
has  turned  back  a  good  revenue  into  the  State  Treasury.  The  net  receipts  of  the 
Board  from  fees  for  the  fiscal  year  has  been  $21,696.00  which  with  interest  yielded 
a  total  of  $21,715.98  or  $8,716.09  more  than  the  Board's  expense  to  the  Common- 
wealth. Those  fees  which  were  received  and  later  returned  to  rejected  applicants, 
of  course,  are  not  included  in  this  total. 

It  was  with  great  satisfaction  both  to  the  druggists  and  the  Board  that  the  "State 
liquor  book"  was  repealed  by  the  last  Legislature.  As  the  Federal  reports  and 
records  were  sufficient  for  every  need,  this  State  record  was  an  unnecessary  re- 
quirement. 

The  Board  would  recommend  this  year  that  the  following  legislation  be  enacted :  — 

Requirement  that  Candidates  for  Registration  as  Pharmacists  should  be 
Graduates  of  recognized  Colleges  of  Pharmacy. 

The  Board  of  Registration  in  Pharmacy  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  time  has 
come  to  require  that  a  candidate  for  registration  as  a  pharmacist  be  graduated 
from  some  recognized  college  of  pharmacy.  The  apprenticeship  term  in  a  drug 
store  is  a  thing  of  the  past.  A  young  man  entering  a  drug  store  today  receives  a 
man's  salary  and  does  a  man's  work.  No  time  is  given  him  to  study.  The  prac- 
tical work  is  done  by  registered  pharmacists. 

A  pharmacist  owes  special  duties  to  the  public  and  should  have  a  complete  and 
thorough  training  in  pharmacy  and  its  allied  sciences  in  order  to  give  the  best  pro- 
tection to  the  public. 

In  the  pharmacy  college  of  today  a  student  not  only  obtains  a  very  complete  and 
thorough  training  in  all  pharmaceutical  processes,  but  also  receives  instruction  in 
therapeutics,  materia  medica  and  a  training  on  the  business  side  of  the  profession 
as  well  as  instruction  in  the  laws  of  both  the  State  and  the  Nation.  The  latter  is 
greatly  to  be  desired  in  view  of  the  many  reports  that  are  now  required  of  the  drug- 
gists by  Federal  authorities.

Sir: — In  compliance  with  statutory  requirements  the  Board  of  Registration 
in  Pharmacy  has  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  its  thirty-ninth  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1924. 

There  has  been  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of  suspensions  and  revocations 
by  our  Board  during  the  past  year.  This  means  partly  that  there  have  been 
more  violations  and  also  that  the  Board  is  doing  its  part  to  discourage  the  illegal 
handling  of  intoxicating  liquors  and  alcohol.  The  Board,  after  hearings,  has 
suspended  32  drug  store  permits,  the  time  of  suspension  varying  from  two  weeks 
to  three  months,  and  it  has  revoked  13  permits. 

The  Board  has  held  many  hearings  relative  to  issuance  of  permits  and  liquor 
certificates  and  has  adhered  to  its  policy,  now  in  its  third  year,  of  not  issuing 
liquor  certificates  to  any  store  until  the  same  has  been  in  business  at  least  one 
year  and  demonstrated  its  fitness  to  receive  same. 

The  condition  of  pharmacy  throughout  the  State  has  been  fairly  prosperous 
during  the  past  year.  However,  66  stores  were  closed  while  only  32  were 
opened,  making  a  total  of  1830,  or  a  net  decrease  of  34.  Part  of  this  decrease 
is  due  to  the  closing  of  stores  violating  the  law  and  the  withholding  of  permits 
from  those  where  the  actual  management  was  to  be  in  the  hands  of  unregistered 
persons.  Twelve  of  the  number  closed  have  been  in  existence  for  less  than 
two  years.  It  may  be  possible  that  this  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  Board's 
attitude  in  not  issuing  liquor  license  certificates  until  stores  have  been  well 
seasoned  as  idrug  stores. 

As  previously,  the  Board  has  been  self-sustaining  this  year,  its  income  exceed- 
ing its  expenses  to  the  amount  of  $2935.98.  The  amount  of  net  receipts  trans- 
mitted to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  was  $16,060.25.  This,  of  course, 
does  not  include  those  fees  which  were  returned  by  the  Board  to  rejected  appli- 
cants for  permits,  liquor  licenses,  and  ineligible  applicants  for  examination. 
Owing  to  an  unexpected  delay  in  the  printing  of  blanks,  the  office  was  unable 
to  mail  its  permit  renewal  applications  for  1925  as  early  in  the  month  of 
November  as  such  blanks  were  mailed  the  previous  year.  Consequently,  a 
comparatively  small  number  of  applications  were  returned  with  fees  during  the 
month,  resulting  in  a  great  decrease  from  last  year  in  the  credit  for  fees 
received  from  this  source  wi^h  the  closing  of  'this  report. 

During  the  first  pajrt  <?t'  v!i$  .yecr,  re'r'istiiied  denatured  alcohol  was  found  in 
some  stores,  but  dur.itig  leceht  months,  the  number  of  cases  found  has  diminished 
considerably.  The  cases  where  /imported  or  smuggled  alcohol  has  been  found 
has  seemed  to  increase  somewhat,  - 

A  very  unusual  case  aros^  during  tne  year  which  svas  the  unlawful  sale  by 
a  pharmacist  of  n  narcatk  drri^  m  diiev^.i-'/ioktion  of  both  Federal  and  State 
laws.   This  is  the  first  case  of  the  kind  for  some  years. 

Another  case  coming  before  the  Board  of  an  unusual  nature  wa&  that  of 
complaint  filed  by  the  plaintiff  in  a  civil  suit  charging  malpractice  in  the 
erroneous  compounding  of  a  prescription.  When  all  the  facts  had  been  pre- 
sented at  the  hearing,  it  was  found  that  a  registered  pharmacist,  in  a  normal 
mental  and  physical  condition,  had  compounded  the  prescription  in  good  faith. 
Therefore  it  was  a  case  for  the  equity  court  and  not  a  matter  to  be  passed  upon 
by  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 


During  the  past  year  a  law  was  enaqSi  requii*ing  that  all  candidates  for 
examination  be  citizens  of  the  United  States.  This  measure  was  introduced  by 
a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  has  resulted  in  raising  the 
standard  of  pharmacy  in  this  Commonwealth.  No  person  can  enter  the  practice 
withoat  being  familiar  with  the  language  and  laws  of  this  country.  This  will 
also  be  an  incentive  for  alien  druggists  to  become  citizens.  Of  the  number 
examined  since  the  enactment  of  the  law,  35  were  citizens  by  naturalization, 

A  commendable  law  affecting  the  druggist,  enacted  the  past  year,  has  been 
the  privilege  of  delivering  direct  to  the  patient  who  holds  a  permit  from  his 
physician,  a  sjT^nge  or  needle  for  the  use  of  insulin  in  home  treatment  of 
diabetic  conditions.  This  is  another  benefit  which  the  druggist  is  able  to  give 
to  his  community. 

The  Board  believes  that  the  public  health  would  be  better  safe-guarded  if 
the  standard  of  pharmacy  were  raised  by  requiring  that  registered  pharmacists 
hereafter  should  be  graduates  of  colleges  of  pharmacy.  The  Board  is  of  the 
opinion  that  this  should  not  apply  to  the  registered  assistant  pharmacist,  but 
only  to  those  who  may  own  or  actually  manage  stores. 

Twenty-four  of  the  States  which  reciprocate  with  Massachusetts  now  have 
college  of  pharmacy  requirements.  The  Board  is  informed  that  a  bill  for  the 
enactment  of  such  legislation  has  been  filed  by  a  member  of  the  Legislature.

Sir: — In  compliance , with,  statute  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Pharmacy  ' 
herewith  submits  its  Fortieth  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  November 
30,  1925.  , 

Generally  speaking,  pharmacy  as  k  business  has  prospered  during  the  year. 
At  the  present  time  there  are  1863  stores,  56  having  been  opened  and  23  closed. 
'Iliis  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  new  stores  opened  and  a  decrease  in  the 
number  closed,  or  a  net  increase  of  33. 

A  portion  of  the  public  seems  to  believe  that  the  drug  store  is  a  place  where 
liquor  may  be  obtained  and  that  practically  every  drug  store  has  a  license  to 
sell  liquor,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact,  as  shown  by  the  records,  only  60%  of  the 
druggists  in  the  State  have  licenses  to  sell  liquor,  and  many  of  these  dispense 
less  than  one  prescription  for  liquor  per  day. 

'Ihe  Board  has  been  giving  much  time  to  the  carrying  out  of  ifts  duties  as 
a  quasi-judicial  body.  Many  hearings  have  been  held,  resulting  in  ten  sus- 
pensions of  personal  registration  and  sixteen  suspensions  of  store  permits.  The 
majority  of  these  hearings  were  based  upon  violations  of  the  State  liquor  laws 
or  Federal  prohibition  regulations. 

While  co-operating  with  Federal  and  police  authorities,  it  has  been  the 
practice  of  this  Board  to  weigh  the  evidence  carefully,  and  in  no  instance  to 
penalize  a  druggist  unless,  in  its  judgment,  the  case  warranted  such  action. 
The  exercise  of  the  power  to  revoke  a  druggist's  permit  to  conduct  a  drug  store 
has  proved  most  effective  in  preventing  violations  of  the  statutes.  Druggists 
are  beginning  to  realize  that  it  is  unwise  to  risk  their  right  to  do  business 
by  other  than  strict  compliance  with  the  liquor  laws  and  Federal  regulations. 
As  druggists  dealing  with  druggists,  this  Board  considers  that  it  is  able  to 
differentiate  between  the  innocent  and  the  guilty  in  a  way  not  possible  to  a 
commission  composed  of  persons  not  actually  engaged  in  the  drug  business. 
Its  decisions  are  made  independently  of  those  of  the  Federal  authorities  and 
the  courts. 

Any  reported  violation  of  the  laws  which  relate  to  pharmacy  is  investigated, 
a  formal  complaint  is  filed  and  a  hearing  held.  Fifty-five  cases  were  heard 
on  complaints  based  upon  violations  of  the  State  liquor  law  and  forty-three 
on  Federal  regulations.  The  State  liquor  law  hearings  followed  convictions 
in  court  of  illegal  sale,  keeping  and  exposing  for  sale  or  aiding  and  abetting 
such  violations.  The  Federal  cases  followed  revocations  by  the  Prohibition 
Administrator  of  the  Federal  liquor  permits  on  the  basis  principally  of  illegal 
possession  cf  liquor  and  illegal  sale.  There  have  been  several  unusual  com- 
plaints this  year,  for  example,  twenty-two  druggists  were  heard  on  the  charge 
of  selling  denatured  alcohol  without  making  the  proper  inquiry  of  the  pur- 
chaser as  to  its  intended  use.  These  druggists  had  been  convicted  in  court  and 
their  cases  filed.  These  cases  were  also  placed  on  file  by  this  Board  after  being 
heard.  AnofTier  complaint  was  based  upon  an  unusual  shortage  of  morphine 
tablets  as  discovered  by  the  Board's  agent  in  his  routine  inspection.  Another 
case  pertained  to  improper  methods  of  selling  poisons.  The  Board  has  also 
been  instrumental  in  bringing  before  the  courts  unregistered  persons  who  dis- 
played drup;  store  signs  or  sold  drugs  which  could  be  sold  lawfully  only  in 
registered  drug  stores.    There  were  several  convictions  of  such  violations. 

The  Board  has  made  an  effort  to  keep  druggists  posted  on  the  laws.  Circu- 
lars have  been  sent  to  them  calling  attention  to  the  statute  as  amended  in  1924 
relative  to  hypodermic  needles  and  syringes,  together  with  information  rela- 
tive to  the  sale  of  denatured  alcohol.  Letters  of  instruction  have  also  been 
sent  to  persons  operating  unregistered  stores  directing  them  to  eliminate  from 
their  stock  paregoric  arid  tincture  of  iodine,  and  givino-  them  a  list  of  the 
household  remedies  which  are  lawful  for  such  stores  to  sell.  Circulars  are  now 
on  the  press  informing  the  druggists  of  a  recent  change  in  Federal  regulations 
to  the  effect  that  after  April  1,  1926,  both  the  U.  S  P.  and  "double  strength" 
tinctures  of  ginrjev  are  to  be  classed  as  intoxicating  liquors,  and  advising  the 
drugsrists  nov/  to  report  their  «t(jck  on  hand. 

The  Board  has  been  active  in  its  examination  work.  396  candidates  having 
be^n  examined  for  registration  as  Pharmacists  and  174  as  assistant  pharma- 
cists. This  Hn  increase  in  the  number  applying  for  the  Pharmacist's  ex- 
amination and  g  Qec7-f>-ise  in  the  number  anplying  for  the  Assistant  Ex- 
amination. The  T'^nth  Revision  of  the  United  States  Pharmacanoeia  has 
recently  beei?  completed,  but  owing  to  its  late  publication  the  Board  will  not 
commence  to  use  it  as  the  basis  of  examination  until  May  1,  1926  when  it  is 
belie v^ed  that  candidates  will  have  had  sufficient  opportunity  to  become  famil- 
iar with  the  changes  in  standards  made  therein. 


Progress  in  pharmacy  as  a  prof ession  "seems  to  demand  college  of  pharmacy 
graduation  for  the  registration  of  pharmacists.  Drug  store  apprenticeship 
may  or  not  prepare  a  candidate  to  practice  pharmacy.  If  an  apprentice 
works  in  a  store  where  the  registered  proprietor  has  his  interests  at  heart  and 
he  is  given  careful  training  along  professional  lines,  such  experience  may  be 
ail  that  is  desired,  but  if,  however,  as  in  too  many  cases,  his  experience  is 
confined  to  the  soda  fountain  and  patent  medicine  counter,  such  training  is  in- 
complete, even  if  the  apprentice  crams  into  his  mind  enough  superficially  ac- 
quired, soon  forgotten,  isolated  facts  to  succeed  in  "getting  by"  the  examina- 
tion. The  Board  holds  that  legislation  making  graduation  from  a  recognized 
college  of  pharmacy  a  requirement  for  Pharmacist  registration  would  more 
3ttectually  safeguard  the  public  and  raise  the  standard  of  pharmacy  in  this 
State.

The  condition  of  the  trade  for  the  year  has  been,  generally 
speaking,  prosperous.

Hearings  before  the  Board  either  pertain  to  complaints  received  by  the 
Board  or  are  in  the  nature  of  inquiries  relating  to  applications.  Hearings 
upon  complaints  are  conducted  in  a  manner  similar  to  trials  at  court.  Wit- 
nesses are  summoned  by  the  Board  who  testify  under  oath  and  the  respondent 
is  usually  represented  by  counsel.  Hearings  upon  complaints  are  divided  into 
two  principal  classes, — First,  charges  of  misconduct  based  upon  violations  of 
Prohibition  regulations  and  reported  to  this  office  by  the  Federal  Prohibition 
Administrator.  Second,  violations  of  the  State  law  including  cases  which 
have  been  tried  in  the  courts  of  the  Commonwealth  and  a  few  others  relating 
to  violations  reported  direct  to  the  Board  and  not  tried  in  the  courts.

The  Board  has  exercised  the  greatest  care  in  the  issuing  of  permits  and 
liquor  certificates.  Upon  change  of  store  ownership  or  the  starting  of  new 
stores,  the  conditions  are  carefully  investigated.    No  permit  is  granted  to  a 


new  store  until  it  has  a  stock  of  drugs  sufficient  to  compound  any  ordinary 

prescription  and  a  complete  equipment  of  scales,  graduates  and  mortars. 

The  agent's  inspection  work  has  greatly  increased  so  that  it  has  become 
necessary  to  call  upon  the  dep^^rtment  of  Public  Safety  to  detail  men  to 
drug  store  signs  and  discontinuance  of  prescription  work.  With  the  assist- 
assist  him.  In  cases  where  the  Board  has  suspended  a  permit,  the  agent  makes 
special  observations  to  see  that  the  law  is  carried  out  by  the  removal  of 
ance  of  a  member  of  the  detective  force  such  stores  are  "tried  out"  to  ascer- 
tain whether  or  not  they  are  filling  prescriptions  and  selling  drugs  which  can 
only  be  sold  in  registered  drug  stores. 

The  Board  through  its  agent  and  in  co-operation  with  local  authorities, 
has  prosecuted  twenty-eight  persons  not  registered  as  pharmacists  who  have 
been  conducting  a  drug  business  without  authority  either  by  advertising  their 
stores  by  means  of  signs  and  otherwise  as  bone  fide  drug  stores  or  by  selUing 
drugs  not  lawful  to  be  sold  except  in  registered  stores.  Convictions  were 
obtained  in  all  cases. 

Recommendations. 

In  1907  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  was  changed  from  a  per  diem  basis  to 
that  of  a  salary  of  $1000  annually.  Since  that  time  the  work  and  respons- 
ibility have  practically  doubled  and  there  has  been  no  change  in  the  salary. 

For  example,  the  Board  has  found  it  impossible  to  give  hearings  to  all 
persons  whose  applications  seemed  to  require  special  attention,  and  there- 
fore has  adopted  the  method  of  delegating  the  secretary  to  confer  with  many 
of  the  applicants.  A  complete  record  of  these  informal  hearings  is  made  by 
the  Secretary  and  reported  to  the  full  Board  by  him  at  the  meetings.  Approxi- 
mately two  hundred  of  these  conferences  have  been  held  by  the  Secretary  dur- 
ing the  year. 

The  compensation  is  not  adequate  for  the  services  rendered  and  the  Board 
would  therefore  recommend  an  increase. 

The  laws  of  Massachusetts  do  not  require  that  an  applicant  for  registration 
as  a  Pharmacist  shall  be  a  college  of  Pharmacy  graduate.  In  this  respe£t 
Massachusetts  falls  below  the  standard  set  by  the  National  Association  of 
Boards  of  Pharmacy.  Some  states  refuse  entirely  to  accept  registration  from 
Massachusetts  while  others  enter  only  into  a  partial  reciprocal  relation,  ac- 
cepting only  those  candidates  who  are  college  graduates  even  though  registered 
in  Massachusetts.  The  college  prerequisite  is  in  force  in  twenty-five  states  at 
present  and  five  states  have  enacted  laws  to  become  effective  later.  Those 
having  present  laws  are: — 

Arkansas,  Connecticut,  Idaho,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Kentucky,  Maryland, 
Michigan,  Minnesota,  Mississippi,  Montana,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  North 
Carolina,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  Oklahoma,  Oregon,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island, 
South  Carolina,  Virginia,  Washington,  West  Virginia. 

Those  having  laws  becoming  effective  in  1927  and  1928  are: — Alabama, 
Florida,  Georgia,  Louisiana  and  Utah. 

The  Board  therefore  recommends  legislation  requiring  that  candidates  for 
registration  as  pharmacists  be  college  of  pharmacy  graduates.

To  William  F.  Craig,  Director  of  Registration. 
Sir: 

As  required  by  statute,  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Pharmacy  will  en- 
deavor to  outline  in  this  its  forty-second  report  the  activities  of  its  administra- 
tion during  the  year  ending  November  BO,  1927. 

The  total  number  of  drug  stores  in  the  State  at  the  present  time  is  19  16 
and  this,  in  comparison  with  a  population  of  over  four  milliotr,  should  permit 
favorable  trade  conditions.  Massachusetts  has  a  little  better  average  than 
the  United  States  as  a  whole  which  is  estimated  to  have  one  drug  store  to  every 
2000  persons.  The  stores,  however,  are  not  evenly  distributed  in  this  State,  some 
communities  lieing  somewhat  over  supplied.  71  stores  have  been  closed  and  93 
stores  opened,  or  a  net  increase  over  last  year  of  22.  The  amount  received 
from  fees  for  permits  (as  shown  elsewhere  in  this  report)  greatly  exceeds  the 
number  of  stores  in  existence  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  owing  to  the  changes 
of  ownership,  each  change  requiring  a  new  permit  for  which  fee  is  paid. 

When  a  change  of  ownership  takes  place  or  a  new  store  %  started  the  con- 
ditions are  carefully  investigated.  No  new  store  is  granted  a  permit  until  it 
has  a  complete  stock  of  drugs  and  equipment. 

The  agent  has  made  approximately  400  investigations  of  special  complaints 
during  the  year.  Many  of  these  were  followed  by  hearings  before  the  Board, 
and  included  50  prosecutions  in  court  of  persons  operating  unauthorized  drug 
stores.  This  work  has  taken  the  Agent  from  one  end  of  the  State  to  the 
other,  often  requiring  several  trips  on  the  same  matter,  leaving  little  time  for 
routine  inspections. 

The  attitude  of  the  majority  of  druggists  has  been  unfavorable  to  the  hand- 
ling of  liquors.  This  is  shown  hy  the  fact  that  out  of  1916  stores,  only  859 
were  in  possession  of  third  class  licenses  at  the  closing  of  this  report.  The 
amount  received  from  liquor  fees,  as  given  in  the  tabulation  of  income,  in- 
cludes liquor  certificates  granted  the  previous  license  year  ending  May  1st, 
1927. 

A  law  regulating  the  of  caustic  and  corrosive  substances  was  enacted  as 
chapter  224,  Acts  of  1927.  This  requires  that  corrosive  substances  be  labelled 
with  a  distir/itive  poison  label.  Although  not  required  by  law  to  do  so  pre- 
vious tc  this-eixactment,  druggists  have  made  a  practice  of  labelling  most  of 
these  corrosives  in  the  manner  now  required  by  statue.  Copies  of  this  law 
have  been  mailed  by  our  Board  to  the  trade,  the  law  becoming  effective  Jan- 
uary 1st. 

A  bill  providing  for  the  re-appointment  of  members  was  enacted  as  chapter 
81,  Acts  of  19?7.  If  the  Governor  so  desires,  he  may  now  re-appoint  a  mem- 
ber whose  tern.,  is  expiring,  and  who  by  reason  of  his  experience  in  the  work 
of  the  board  is  better  fitted  to  fulfill  the  duties  required  of  him. 

The  twenty-fourth  annual  convention  of  the  National  Association  of  Phar- 
macy Boards  was  held  at  St.  Louis,  Missouri  August  22d  and  23d.    Our  Board  . 
was  not  successful  this  year  in  securing  the  appointment  of  a  delegate  from  ^; 
the  Governor,  and  was  not  represented  as  in  previous  years.    The  president 
of  the  Massachusetts  Board,  however,  was  elected  chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Prerequisite  Legislation.    The  states  of  New  Jersey  and  Rhode  Island  have  , 
been  added  to  the  list  of  reciprocal  states  during  the  year.    One  registration  ] 
was  granted  by  this  Board  to  an  applicant  from  New  Jersey  and  a  number  of 
applications  have  been  received  for  reciprocity  with  Rhode  Island  which  are 
now  pending. 

The  Board  has  held  39  hearings  relative  to  cases  based  upon  violations  of 
Federal  regulations.  The  results  of  these  hearings  will  be  found  in  the  tab- 
ulated report  of  the  Secretary.    The  fact  that  the  Board  has  power  to  suspend 


or  revoke  a  pharmacist's  right  to  conduct  his  store,  means  more  to  him  than 
his  fine  in  court  or  the  revocation  of  his  Federal  permit,  hence  the  importance 
of  the  Board's  work  as  a  quasi-judicial  body.  In  most  cases  the  permittee  is 
represented  by  counsel  and  witnesses  are  examined  in  much  the  same  manner 
as  in  a  court  of  law. 

Recommendations  of  Legislation 

By  act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  June  11,  1885,  the  Board  of  Registra- 
tion in  Pharmacy  was  established  with  various  functions  including  the  exam- 
ination of  persons  who  desired  to  become  registered  as  pharmacists.  The 
statute  at  that  time  designated  the  fee  for  first  examination  as  $5.  and  that  of 
re-examination  as  S3.  During  these  forty-two  years  the  cost  of  examination 
has  increased  approximately  100  per  cent,  and  the  Board  desires  legislation 
which  will  adjust  the  fees  to  cover  the  present  expense. 

The  Board  also  desires  an  amendment  requiring  college  graduation  for 
entrance  to  examination  for  Registered  Pharmacists.  Such  a  requirement 
vrould  insure  better  training  in  the  fundamental  principles  of* pharmacy  with 
the  result  that  the  public  would  be  more  intelligently  served.  During  the  past 
year  California,  the  District  of  Columbia  and  Wisconsin  vrere  successful  in 
obtaining  college  prerequisite  laws.  This  brings  the  total  number  of  pre- 
requisite states  to  thirty-one,  with  four  additional  states  requiring  one  or  tv\'0 
years  of  college  attendance  but  not  graduation.  It  is  therefore  apparent  that 
Massachusetts  is  backward  in  the  enactment  of  legislation  which  is  universally 
acknowledged  as  a  measure  in  the  interests  of  public  welfare.

At  the  time  of  closing  this  report  there  are  1,920  drug  stores  in  operation. 
This  is  but  four  more  than  the  total  reported  last  year  but  it  includes  many 
changes.  New  stores  opened  have  been  57,  and  53  have  been  closed. 

It  may  be  assumed  that  the  great  care  in  issuing  permits  has  safeguarded 
the  public  from  stores  opening  for  other  than  legitimate  pui-poses.  The  activi- 
ty of  the  Board  in  prosecuting  complaints  has  also  served  as  a  warning. 
Before  issuing  any  new  permit  the  Board  thoroughly  investigates  the  con- 
ditions set  foith  in  the  application. 

There  has  been  much  discussion  over  a  decision  rendered  by  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court  during  the  year  to  the  effect  that  the  pharmacy  law  of 
Pennsylvania  was  unconstitutional  in  restricting  ownership  of  drug  stores 
to  pharmacists.  The  opinion  has  been  held  by  many  that  this  decision  affected 
the  laws  of  this  State  but  a  close  study  of  the  situation  has  convinced  this 
Board  that  such  is  not  a  fact.  The  laws  of  Pennsylvania  were  specific  in  re- 
quiting stores  to  be  owned  by  one  or  more  registered  pharmacists.  The  statute 
of  Massachusetts  makes  the  issuance  of  drug  store  permits  discretionary  with 
the  Board.  It  provides  that  the  Board  shall  be  satisfied  that  "the  management 
of  the  drug  business  is  in  the  hands  of  a  registered  pharmacist."  The  duty 
has  thus  been  imposed  upon  the  Board  to  use  its  discretion,  and  in  so  doing 
it  has  been  obliged  to  withhold  permits  from  stores  where  it  has  had  reason 
to  believe  the  business  was  not  to  be  managed  by  registered  pharmacists.  Each 
application  is  acted  upon  individually  and  all  the  facts  taken  into  careful 
consideration. 

Permits  are  not  issued  to  new  stores  until  a  schedule  of  the  hours  that  the 
store  is  to  be  covered  by  registered  or  registered-assistant  clerks  is  submitted 
and  found  satisfactory.  The  statute  prohibits  the  dispensing  of  prescriptions 
and  the  selling  of  potent  drugs  in  the  absence  of  a  registered  or  registered- 
assistant  pharmacist.  The  selling  of  other  then  householdgpemedies  and  pro- 
prietary medicines  by  unregistered  clerks  is  a  violation  wnich  is  punishable 
by  law.    It  is  obviously  in  the  interests  of  public  welfare  that  there  should  be

qualified  service  in  drug  stores  at  all  times.  It  is  also  a  protection  to  the 
proprietor  for  the  Board  to  insist  that  he  properly  cover  his  store  before 
issuing  a  drug  store  permit  to  him. 

The  president  and  one  other  member  of  the  Board  attended  the  annual  con- 
vention of  the  National  Association  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy  held  at  Portland 
on  August  20th  and  21st.  This  Association  comprises  47  states  having  an 
interchange  of  certificates.  Rhode  Island,  California  and  New  Jersey  have 
been  added  to  the  list  of  reciprocal  states  during  the  year. 

The  object  of  these  conventions  is  principally  to  establish  uniform  pharmacy 
laws  especially  with  reference  to  requirements  for  registration.  This  State 
now  falls  below  the  standard  recommended  by  the  Association  in  that  an  appli- 
cant for  registration  is  not  required  to  be  a  graduate  from  a  college  of 
pharmacy.  The  Board  recommends  that  such  legislation  be  adopted  by 
Massachusetts.

After  a  hearing  the  Board  may  suspend  both  the  personal  and  store  regis- 
tration, or  may  suspend  with  probation  following. 


The  condition  of  the  drug  business  through  the  year  has  been  normal  with 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  stores,  few  having  been  closed.  The  present 
number  is  1973. 

Up-to-date  methods  of  merchandising  have  prevailed  with  much  attention 
to  the  commercial  side  of  pharmacy.  At  the  same  time  a  high  standard  has 
been  maintained  in  the  professional  side  of  the  calling  by  the  requirement  of 
the  Board  that  stores  be  completely  stocked  with  drugs  and  properly  covered 
by  registered  pharmacists  before  a  permit  is  issued  for  opening. 

The  Agent  of  the  Board  has  made  over  a  hundred  investigations  throughout 
the  State  of  "patent  medicine  stores"  to  ascertain  if  drug  signs  were  displayed 
and  prohibited  drugs  sold.  Included  in  this  number  were  drug  stores  under 
suspension.  Where  violations  were  found  and  called  to  the  attention  of  the 
proprietor,  the  condition  was  usually  remedied  at  once.  In  eight  cases,  how- 
ever, the  violators  were  persistent  and  the  matter  had  to  be  taken  into  the 
courts  and  prosecuted. 

Legislation  is  desired  requiring  that  candidates  for  registration  be  grad- 
uates of  colleges  of  pharmacy.  The  majority  of  candidates  already  realize 
the  importance  of  proper  training  as  shown  by  the  fact  that  679o  of  those 
becoming  registered  this  year  were  either  students  or  graduates,  but  it  is  in  the 
interests  of  public  health  that  all  should  be  professionally  trained.  It  is  also 
desirable  that  Massachusetts  should  retain  recognition  with  reciprocal  states, 
thirty-four  of  which  have  pre-requisite  legislation.  At  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Massachusetts  State  Pharmaceutical  Association  it  was  resolved  that  the 
Association  go  on  record  as  approving  such  legislation. 

Frederick  W.  Archer,  member  of  this  Board,  passed  away  October  17,  1929. 
He  was  first  appointed  December  1,  1918,  for  the  regular  five  year  term,  serv- 
ing as  president  from  1920  to  1923  inclusive.  His  re-appointment  began  De- 
cember 1,  1924.  He  was  a  most  able  executive  and  his  death  was  a  distinct 
loss  to  the  profession.

Pharmacy  is  both  a  profession  and  a  trade,  and  for  that  reason  it  has,  with 
other  trades,  been  affected  this  past  year  by  general  business  depression,  but 
not  as  greatly  as  many  others.  The  usual  number  of  stores  have  closed  while 
more  than  the  usual  number  have  opened.  There  has  been  a  net  increase  of  17, 
or  a  total  of  1,990,  at  the  closing  of  this  report  with  more  clerks  employed 
this  year  than  last. 

An  Exposition  of  State  Departments  was  held  in  connection  with  the  Ter- 
centenary clebration  in  September  and  October.  Among  other  exhibits  of 
interest,  the  Board  contributed  preparations  dispensed  by  candidates  at  exam- 
inations and  various  charts  shoiwing  the  work  of  the  Board.  It  is  of  interest 
to  note  that  since  1885,  the  year  of  its  organization,  8,383  persons  have  been 
registered  as  pharmacists.  Of  that  number,  of  Gourse,  many  have  died  and 
others  have  left  the  business.  There  are  at  the  present  time  2,440  registered 
pharmacists  actively  engaged  in  the  business  and  411  registered  assistant- 
pharmacists.  The  number  of  active  pharmacists  includes  both  proprietors  and 
clerks;  the  number  of  registered-assistants,  clerks  only.  This  would  mean  an 
average  of  approximately  two  registered  persons  for  each  of  the  1,990  drug 
stores. 

By  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  1930,  a  Special  Commission  was  appointed  by 
the  Governor  to  investigate  conditions  relative  to  the  sale  of  habit  forming 
drugs.  This  Board  co-operated  with  the  Commission  in  the  sending  out  of  ques- 
tionnaires to  druggists  upon  which  the  Commission,  with  data  from  other 
sources,  could  base  its  report  and  recommendations  for  legislation.  Replies 
were  received  from  57%  of  the  the  druggists,  which  was  a  most  satisfactory  re- 
sponse. 

The  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  were  privileged  to  attend  the 
meeting  of  the  National  Association  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy  at  Baltimol-e  on 
May  5  and  6.  The  chief  aim  of  this  Association  is  to  bring  about  uniform 
legislation  in  the  various  states  with  special  attention  to  the  standard  of 
examinations.  Thirty-seven  states  now  require  college  of  pharmacy  training 
in  order  to  become  registered  in  pharmacy.  As  previously(  ^recommended,  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy  maintains  that  such  legislation  should  be  adopted  in  Mas- 
sachusetts.

The  retail  drug  business  in  Massachusetts  has  suffered  from  the  general 
depression  this  year.  It  has,  no  doubt,  borne  its  share  of  the  decrease  in  net 
profits  which  throughout  the  country  has  been  from  20%  to  25%,  according 
to  an  estimate  of  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists.  There  has 
been  a  small  percentage  cut  in  wages.  There  were  67  new  stores  opened 
during  the  year  and  61  closed,  making  a  total  at  the  writing  of  this  report  of 
1,996.  We  believe  that  many  of  the  new  stores  were  opened  by  persons  who 
were  not  successful  in  obtaining  employment  as  clerks.  Although  stores 
for  the  most  part  are  legally  supervised,  druggists  have  dispensed  with  any- 
thing more  than  the  mere  requirement  of  law. 

The  so-called  "patent  medicine  store"  has  been  an  increasing  problem. 
These  stores  cut  prices  in  the  lines  they  handle,  making  competition  hard  for 
the  druggist  who  must  employ  skilled  labor.  Under  statute  this  class  can 
fill  no  prescriptions  and  sell  only  patent  medicines,  together  with  a  certain 
number  of  household  remedies.  Although  gradually  increasing  in  number 
each  year,  there  is  a  decrease  in  violations.  They  apparently  are  more  care- 
ful to  follow  the  law  as  to  what  they  may  sell.  The  matter  of  signs,  however, 
is  rather  broad  of  interpretation  and  many  such  stores,  although  coming 
within  the  limits  of  law,  seem  to  convey  to  the  public,  through  their  signs, 
that  they  are  pharmacies. 

The  legislation  relative  to  pharmacy  which  the  Board  maintains  is  most 
needed  in  Massachusetts  is  the  requirement  of  college  of  pharmacy  graduation. 
The  State  Pharmaceutical  Association  is  also  in  favor  of  such  legislation  and 
will  present  a  bill  to  the  next  Legislature.  At  the  present  time  38  states 
require  college  of  Pharmacy  training  and  35  have  in  force  provisions  for 
college  of  pharmacy  graduation  before  an  examination  can  be  taken.  Mass- 
achusetts should  raise  its  educational  standard  in  this  way  for  better  protection 
to  the  public. 

Chapter  112,  section  24,  of  the  General  Laws  provides  that  a  candidate 
shall  be  examined  upon  payment  of  fee  of  $5,  and  if  he  fails  to  pass  may  be 
re-examined  after  the  expiration  of  three  months  upon  payment  of  $3.  This 
re-examination  costs  no  less  than  the  first  test,  as  the  applicant  must  neces- 
sarily take  the  entire  work  over  again,  and  the  fee  of  $3  does  not  cover  the 
expense  to  the  Commonwealth.  If  the  fee  for  re-examination  were  advanced 
to  $5,  the  additional  revenue  would  amount  to  about  $1,000  per  year,  and 
there  would  be  no  loss  to  the  Commonwealth  from  this  source.  Recently,  for 
example,  when  62  persons  were  examined  (which  is  about  the  largest  number 
that  can  be  handled)  the  total  cost  of  holding  the  examination  was  $297.72. 
The  amount  paid  in  fees  from  the  candidates  was  $214.,  making  the  per  capita 
cost  approximately  $4.80. 

For  many  years  the  income  received  by  the  Board  from  various  fees 
exceeded  considerably  the  expense  of  administration.  In  recent  years,  due  to 
increased  work  requiring  additional  clerks  and  other  reasons,  this  has  not 
been  the  case,  and  the  increase  in  fee  proposed  would  seem  to  be  advisable.

"Drug  business"  as  defined  by  Massachusetts  statute  means  the  sale  or 
the  keeping  or  exposing  for  sale  of  drugs,  medicines,  chemicals  or  poisons,  and 
the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  physicians'  prescriptions.  In  order  to  do  a 
drug  business,  a  store  must  be  registered  as  such  by  the  Board  of  Registration 
in  Pharmacy.  At  the  completion  of  this  report  there  are  2007  stores.  This 
number  includes  54  new  stores  and  43  closed,  or  a  net  increase  of  11.  As  a 
result  of  the  general  depression  many  stores  have  made  assignments  during 
the  past  year  or  have  gone  into  bankruptcy,  mostly  among  the  newer  stores 
opened  within  the  past  year  or  two.  Some  of  these  have  become  patent  medicine 
stores  so-called,  but  more  often  they  have  been  taken  over  by  other  pharmacists. 

"Pharmacist"  as  defined  by  the  Massachusetts  statute  means  one  who  is 
registered  as  such  and  who  is  actively  engaged  in  the  compounding  and  dis- 
pensing of  drugs.  Pharmacy  is  more  than  the  mixing  of  a  few  ingredients 
and  putting  a  label  on  the  bottle.  It  embraces  not  only  a  knowledge  of  medicines 
and  the  art  -of  dispensing  them  but  also  their  identification,  preservation  and 
combination.  The  examination  alone  is  not  a  safeguard  of  the  public  welfare, 
and  the  Board  will  cooperate  with  the  Massachusetts  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion in  the  effort  to  obtain  legislation  requiring  College  of  Pharmacy  graduation. 

Mr.  John  R.  Sawyer  represented  the  Board  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
National  Association  of  Pharmacy  Boards  this  year.  At  this  meeting,  as 
previously,  the  matter  of  college  of  pharmacy  graduation  was  discussed  and 
approved  by  all  member  boards  present. 

Each  year  there  seems  to  be  increasing  need  of  legislation  further  restrict- 
ing the  signs  which  may  be  used  by  patent  medicine  stores.  In  our  State  there 
has  been  found  considerable  differences  among  the  district  courts  in  interpret- 
ing the  advertising  law  owing  to  the  woi^ding  of  our  statute.  One  of  our  dis- 
trict courts  went  so  far  as  to  rule  in  a  certain  case  that  the  word  "Drugs" 
which  appeared  as  a  sign  on  a  patent  medicine  store  was  not  a  violation  of 
law.  In  some  instances  where  the  term  "Drug  Sundries"  is  used,  the  word 
"Drug"  appears  in  larger  letters  than  the  word  "Sundries"  thus  conveying  the 
impression  to  the  public  that  the  store  is  registered.  In  Maryland,  Pennsyl- 
vania, Oklahoma  and  New  York  such  a  term  and  similar  terms  cannot  be 
used.  The  following  table  gives  the  per  cent  of  violations  found  under  our 
present  imperfect  advertising  law;  also  on  sales  of  poisons  in  unauthorized 
stores :

In  Massachusetts  these  patent  medicine  stores  so-called  are  trimmed  and 
arranged  to  look  as  much  like  pharmacies  as  possible.  Their  salesmen  cannot 
advise  a  customer  against  the  excessive  use  of  patent  medicines  which  contain 
powerful  drugs,  and  would  not  know  an  antidote  for  an  overdose.  Hence  in  the 
interest  of  public  health,  legislation  along  this  line  is  advisable. 

The  Board  recommends  also  that  legislation  be  enacted  advancing  the  fee 
for  reciprocal  registration  from  $10  to  $25.  The  low  fee  of  $10,  we  believe, 
has  a  tendency  to  invite  the  immigration  of  undesirable  persons  from  other 
states.  A  person  who  comes  to  this  state  to  accept  a  position,  secured  in 
advance,  or  one  who  has  some  definite  business  proposition  in  which  to  engage, 
will  be  willing  to  pay  the  $25.  Those  who  are  merely  curious  about  the  pros- 
pect in  Massachusetts  will  hesitate  before  coming  here  and  paying  the  advanced 
fee.  There  are  not  enough  jobs  for  Massachusetts  druggists,  and  we  do  not 
want  to  be  the  "dumping  ground"  for  other  states.  The  fee  of  $25  was  favored 
this  year  by  the  National  Association  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy  at  its  annual 
meeting. 

An  average  of  fifteen  persons  are  registered  by  reciprocity  each  year,  and 
the  advance  from  $10  to  $25  would  increase  the  revenue  payable  to  the 
Commonwealth  approximately  from  $150  to  $375.

The  law  requires  that  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Pharmacy  annually 
report  as  to  the  condition  of  the  drug  business  in  the  Stata 

The  first  of  the  year  the  trade  suffered  an  epidemic  of  bankruptcy.  Later 
the  enactment  by  the  Federal  Government  of  the  different  agencies^  C.  W.  A- 
etc.,  has  had  a  tendency  to  give  a  better  tone  of  business  in  generaL  There 
is  no  doubt  that  the  druggists  have  felt  it  to  some  extent  which  is  reflected 
by  the  fact  that  more  clerks  are  employed  than  in  the  previoiis  two  or  three 
years. 

For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  if  the  N.  R.  A.  resulted  in  an  increase 
'.n  drug  clerk  employment  it  was  noted  on  the  first  of  September  that 
:he  number  of  persons  actively  engaged  in  the  drag  business  was  2,940 
registered  pharmacists  and  293  assistants  in  2,010  stores.  The  number  at 
present  is  3,008  registered  pharmacists  and  297  registered  assistants  in  ^023 
stores. 


At  the  present  time  there  is  one  drug  store  to  2,114  persons  in  this 
Commonwealth.  There  are  38  cities  in  Massachusetts  and  317  towns.  148  towns 
have  no  drug  store. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  employment  it  was  desirable  to  know 
if  all  the  newly  registered  pharmacists  of  the  past  year  had  obtained  positions. 
Each  name  was  checked  and  it  was  found  that  98%  of  them  were  employed  in 
stores  in  Massachusetts.  It  is  safe  to  assume  that  the  other  2%  came  from 
other  states  where  they  were  employed. 

At  the  closing  of  this  report  the  new  State  liquor  law  is  about  to  be 
enacted,  to  take  effect  at  the  repeal  of  National  Prohibition.  This  will  include 
for  the  druggists  two  privileges:  (1)  The  privilege  of  obtaining  from  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy  a  Certificate  of  Fitness  and  upon  it  dispensing  alcohol  and 
alcoholic  liquors  upon  prescription  only.  (2)  The  privilege  of  securing  from  the 
local  licensing  board,  upon  authority  of  the  Certificate  of  Fitness,  a  "Drug- 
gists' License"  to  sell  liquors  upon  the  signature  of  the  purchaser  in  a  record 
book.        ,  ■ 

The  Certificate  of  Fitness  has  been  issued  by  the  board  in  various  legal 
forms  since  1894  and  the  board  is  glad  to  continue  this  work.  The  Certificate 
of  Fitness  was  recommended  by  the  Recess  Committee  of  the  Legislature. 
Later  in  November  the  board  cooperated  with  the  Massachusetts  State  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  and  other  organized  bodies  in  securing  at  the  Special 
Session  of  the  Legislature  the  "Druggists'  License",  believing  that  the  drug 
store  is  the  natural  source  of  supply  for  those  needing  liquors  for  medicinal 
purposes.  It  is  believed  that  the  druggists  in  general  will  act  in  good  faith 
in  this  matter. 

The  board  continues  to  believe  that  its  standard  for  registration  should  be 
raised  by  requiring  candidates  to  be  college  of  pharmacy  graduates.  Each 
year  sees  an  increase  in  the  number  of  states  having  this  legal  requirement. 
At  the  present  time  the  total  is  39.  The  services  which  the  pharmacist  renders 
are  so  important  and  many  of  the  drugs  he  handles  so  dangerous  if  not 
correctly  sold  or  compounded  that  a  professional  education  as  well  as  actual 
drug  store  training  is  necessary  to  prepare  him  to  serve  the  public  as  a 
registered  pharmacist.

The  statute  requires  a  yearly  report  as  to  the  condition  of  the  drug  busi- 
ness. We  regret  to  say  there  has  been  very  little  improvement  over  the  dis- 
couraging conditions  of  the  previous  year  except  for  a  slight  change  for  the 
better  during  the  past  six  weeks.  We  feel  that  the  "Fair  Price  Code"  has  failed 
utterly  to  meet  our  need  as  far  as  controlled  prices  are  concenied. 

The  year  has  seen  many  changes  in  the  laws  affecting  pharmacy.  The  be- 
ginning of  the  fiscal  year  of  this  report  was  followed  closely  by  the  repeal 
of  Prohibition.  Under  new  legislation  enacted,  every  druggist  who  wished  to 
use  alcohol  in  manufacturing  or  to  sell  alcoholic  liquors,  was  obliged  to  take 
out  a  "Certificate  of  Fitness''  under  this  law.  If  the  druggist  desired  he  could 
in  addition  obtain  from  the  local  licensing  board  a  "Druggists  License"  for 
the  sale  of  alcoholic  liquors  by  signature  of  the  purchaser  in  a  book  similar 
to  the  one  used  under  the  "Sixth  Class  License"  in  effect  before  Prohibition. 

With  reference  to  this  new  law,  the  following  rulings  were  made  by  the 
Board  and  notice  sent  to  each  druggist: 

May  1,  1934 — That  pharmacists  holding  certificates  of  fitness  must 
restrict  the  sale  of  alcohol  to  one  quart  to  a  customer;  that  no  druggist 
shall  be  allowed  to  display  signs  or  advertising  to  the  general  public 
promoting  the  sale  of  alcohol. 

June  5,  1934 — That  the  display  of  alcoholic  beverages  be  prohibited. 
July  6,  1934 — ("Display"  modified)  A  druggist  may  display  liquors 
in  a  wall  case  at  the  rear  of  the  front  store  in  one  space  only  not  ex- 
ceeding 3  ft.  by  6  ft.  or  18  sq.  ft.  total. 


Local  boards  also  in  many  cities  established  rulings  and  wherever 
these  rulings  were  made  by  these  local  commissions,  they  had  the  effect  of  law. 

A  law  which  became  effective  August  22,  1934  made  the  statute  more 
specific  as  to  signs  which  may  be  used  by  unregistered  stores.  It  prohibited 
the  much  used  wording  of  "Drug  Sundries."  Many  of  these  signs  were  fur- 
nished by  manufacturing  companies.  These  companies  were  notified  by  the 
Board  relative  to  the  new  law,  and  they  took  steps  at  once  to  have  the  signs 
removed. 

Incorporated  in  this  sign  law,  as  passed,  was  a  clause  giving  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy  the  right  to  issue  a  special  permit  to  a  general  merchant  in  an  iso- 
lated district  to  use  the  word  "Drug"  on  his  sign.  In  order  to  secure  the  passage 
of  the  entire  bill,  it  seemed  necessary  to  include  this  clause.  One  of  these  per- 
mits has  been  granted  and  one  application  refused. 

During  the  year  the  Board  compiled  for  distribution  a  minimum  standard 
of  technical  equipment  for  a  new  drug  store,  a  brief  outline  of  which  follows : 
a  sufficient  stock  of  drugs  on  the  premises  arranged  for  easy  access,  to  com- 
pound any  usual  prescription;  1  prescription  scale  capable  of  weighing  one 
grain  or  less  (legally  sealed)  ;  1  set  of  Apothecary  weights  1  grain  to  2  drams 
and  1  set  of  Metric  weights  50  milligrams  to  20  grams  (legally  sealed)  ;  1  set 
of  glass  graduates,  four  or  more  in  number,  measuring  10  minims  to  16  fl.  ozs. 
and  1  set  of  glass  graduates  5  C.c.  to  500  C.c.  (legally  sealed)  ;  4  oz.  glass 
mortar;  2  wedgewood  mortars  4  oz.  and  16  oz.;  Bunsen  burner;  3  steel  spatulas, 
1  non-metallic;  a  variety  of  funnels,  stirring  rods,  filter  papers,  empty  cap- 
sules, test  tubes;  containers, — ^bottles,  boxes,  jars,  powder  papers;  prescrip- 
tion and  other  labels;  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia  X  and  National  Formulary  V; 
certificates  properly  displayed.  The  Board  further  requires  that  a  new  store 
be  in  charge  of  a  registered  pharm.acist  at  all  times. 

The  Board  of  Pharmacy  has  no  statutory  supervision  over  the  patent 
medicine  store  under  our  present  laws,  although  the  agent  of  the  Board  has 
investigated  over  600  of  these  stores  during  the  past  year.  In  1926  when  the 
Board  started  investigations  along  this  line,  the  per  cent  of  violations  of  the 
pharmacy  law  found  was  46.3%.  During  the  past  year  the  per  cent  of  \ao- 
lations  found  was  37c,  so  that  something  has  been  accomplished  even  without 
any  specific  law  giving  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  supervision  over  such  stores. 

The  Board  wishes  to  go  on  record  as  favoring  a  bill  to  be  presented  by 
the  State  Pharmaceutical  Association  requiring  that  candidates  for  re- 
tration  as  pharmacists  be  college  of  pharmacy  graduates.  There  are  but 
other  states  at  the  present  time  which  do  not  have  this  requirement.  The  days 
of  apprenticeship  under  the  instruction  of  the  proprietor  are  no  more,  and 
the  drug  clerk  must  look  elsewhere  for  his  professional  training.  The  best  way 
to  learn  the  fundamental  principles  of  pharmacy  is  to  attend  a  recognized 
college  of  pharmacy. 

A  further  reason  for  desiring  this  legislation  is  that  the  states  which 
have  the  prerequisite  clause  will  not  accept  our  licentiates  upon  the  basis  of 
their  Massachusetts  registration  alone.  They  will  accept  them  provided  at  the 
time  of  their  passing  our  Board  they  were  graduated  from  a  pharmacy  college. 
Of  the  165  persons  who  were  registered  as  pharmacists  during  the  past  year 
57%  were  college  trained  men.  It  should  have  been  100%.  The  college  of  phar- 
macy prerequisite  is  acknowledged  throughout  the  country  as  a  measure  in 
the  interests  of  public  health. 

Each  year  there  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  drug  stores.  This 
year  the  total  is  2,020  or  ten  more  than  the  previous  year.  The  income  turned 
over  to  the  State  Treasury  was  $33,825.  This  was  much  larger  than  the  normal 
amount  and  was  caused  chiefly  by  druggists  applying  for  the  new  "Certificate 
of  Fitness"  during  the  same  fiscal  year  in  which  they  took  out  a  Third  Class 
License  certificate  under  Prohibition. 

The  Board  has  received  splendid  cooperation  from  the  druggists  through- 
out the  year,  both  as  to  compliance  with  laws  and  rulings  and  in  assisting  the 
Board  in  securing  compliance  with  the  "Sign  law"  by  unregistered  stores.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 


TO  James  J.  Sughrue,  Director  of  Registration. 

Sir: — In  accordance  with  statutory  requirements,  the  Board  of  Registra- 
tion in  Pharmacy  herewith  submits  its  "customary  yearly  report.  It  is  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  in  contacting  the  druggists  of  the  Commonwealth  that 
there  has  been  a  slight  change  for  the  better  during  the  past  year  in  business 
conditions.  The  number  of  drug  stores  remains  about  the  same,  71  stores  hav- 
ing been  closed  and  68  new  ones  opened,  bringing  the  total  number  on  November 
30,  1935,  to  2,041. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  Legislature  of  1935  enacted  laws  re- 
stricting the  sale  of  preparations  containing  barbituric  acid,  such  as  veronal, 
phenobarbital,  peralga,  luminal,  allonal,  etc.  (Chapter  306,  Acts  of  1935) 
This  means  that  these  dangerous  hypnotic  preparations  can  now  be  sold  only 
in  registered  drug  stores,  all  of  which  are  under  the  supervision  of  duly 
qualified  registered  pharmacists.  Investigations  have  proven  that  "cut-raters," 
cosmetic  and  perfume  shops,  small  grocers  and  patent  medicine  stores  have 
had  stocks  of  these  preparations.  Ignorance  of  their  contents  and  the  sale  of 
them  the  Board  feels  is  a  menace  to  the  unsuspecting  public  who  purchase 
these  commodities  in  such  stores. 

Again,  the  Legislature  has  seen  fit  to  strengthen  the  laws  relating  to  the 
sale  of  habit-forming  drugs  and  to  curb  the  illicit  traffic  of  the  so-called  "dope 
peddler"  by  the  passage  of  the  "Uniform  Narcotic  Law."  This  was  brought 
about  after  many  conferences  of  the  Board  with  the  Narcotic  Division  of  the 
United  States  Internal  Revenue  Department,  the  Department  of  Public  Health, 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  a  Committee  of  Legislators  and  the  Legisla- 
tive Committee  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Pharmaceutical  Association.  The 
law  was  passed  with  the  full  approval  of  all  these  departments  and  committees. 

The  total  number  of  investigations  and  inspections  made  by  the  agent 
and  inspectors  of  the  Board  was  2,750,  thus  enabling  the  Board  to  have  a  check 
on  nearly  every  store  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  combined  work  of  the  agent 
and  inspectors  appears  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

A  poster  of  rules  and  regulations  for  ready  reference  was  sent  to  each 
permit  holder  in  September  1935.  This  was  deemed  advisable  by  the  Board  as 
a  result  of  various  reports  of  the  inspectors. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Pharmacy,  to  whom  is 
entrusted  the  problem  of  properly  regulating  and  supervising  the  retail  drug 
business  in  the  Commonwealth,  the  Massachusetts  State  Pharmaceutical  As- 
sociation has  filed  with  the  Legislature  a  bill  which  not  only  amends  the 
present  laws  but  also  provides  for  their  re-codification.  This  bill,  if  enacted 
into  law,  will  permit  the  Board  to  function  more  effectively  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  public  at  large  and  for  the  proper  preservation  of  the  public 
health.  We  heartily  endorse  this  bill  and  trust  that  it  may  have  the  support 
of  the  Legislature  and  the  approval  of  .the  Executive  Department  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

It  has  been'- the- aim  of  the  Board,  as  usual,  to  maintain  a  high  standard 
in  the  profession  and  the "  Boatd  is  pleased  to  report  that  it  has  received 
splendid  co-operation  from  the  druggists  in  maintaining  this  standard.

ANNUAL  REPOI^ 


Sir: — As  required -by- statute,  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Pharmacy 
herewith  submits  its  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1936. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one  for  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.  In 
addition  to  other  matters  heard,  sixty-two  hearings  were  given  relative  to 
applications  for  drug  store  permits.  Very  few  permits  were  issued  v-ithout  the 
applicant  being  required  to  come  before  the  Board  to  explain  in  detail  the 
conditions  under  which  he  proposed  to  do  business.  Of  course,  this  applied  only 
to  new  stores  and  changes  of  ownership.  Almost  twice  as  many  permits  were 
refused  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30,  1936,  as  the  year  previous. 
Each  applicant  for  a  new  store  not  only  has  a  hearing  before  the  Board,  but  the 
stock  and  equipment  are  inspected  before  any  permit  is  issued.  The  inspection 
consists  not  only  of  examining  the  premises  to  see  that  the  minimum  require- 
ments are  on  hand,  but  that  sufficient  qualified  clerks  are  employed  as  to  properly 
cover  the  store. 

It  is  regrettable  that  during  the  past  year,  thirty-two  druggists  were 
brought  before  the  Board  on  a  complaint  of  the  Prescription  Protective  Bureau 
of  New  York  City,  alleging  substitution  both  on  prescriptions  and  over  the 
counter  of  a  number  of  different  preparations.  The  Board  feels  that  the  method 
of  securing  the  evidence  in  these  cases  was  not  complete  enough  to  warrant  a 
suspension  of  permit  or  certificate,  and  believe  that  the  warning  given  was 
sufficient  in  each  case.  It  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  no  occasion  for  any  future 
complaints  of  this  kind. 

There  has  been  during  the  past  year  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
Court  cases  against  druggists  for  violation  of  the  alcoholic  beverage  laws. 
Local  licensing  boards  have  suspended  about  the  same  number  of  Druggists' 
Licenses  (Sec.  30  A)  where  the  druggist  had  such  license,  but  there  has  been 
quite  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  suspensions  of  the  Certificate  of  Fitness 
(Sec.  29)  by  local  boards  although  they  also  have  that  right.  In  other  words 
the  local  boards  seem  to  be  leaving  to  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  the  suspension 
of  the  Certificate  of  Fitness  which  the  Board  itself  grants. 

Over  a  thousand  inspections,  investigations  and  tests  were  made  of  patent 
medicine  stores  with  the  result  that  some  of  the  smaller  ones  not  previously  in- 
spected were  found  to  be  selling  articles  such  as  tincture  of  iodine  salable  only 
in  drug  stores.  The  number  of  these  stores  found  carrying  drug  items  has 
dropped  very  materially. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  over  forty-five  hundred  drug  store  in- 
spections made.  The  reports  of  our  Agent  and  his  Assistants  indicate  that  the 
druggists  for  the  most  part  are  complying  with  the  State  and  Federal  law^s. 
There  are.  hcwe'-'er,  ?  few  who  are  not  carefully  observing  the  State  law  re- 
quiring the  signature  purchasers  of  :alooholic  beverages.  Within  the  last  few 
weeks  a  number  of  druggists  have  had  to  go  to  Court  for  failure  to  obtain  the 
signature  of  the  purchaser,  not  only  causing  inconvenience  and  expense  to  the 
druggist,  but  resulting  in  ^inpleasant  reading  in  the  newspapers. 

Through  the  last  fiscal  year  there  has  been  a  slight  loss  in  the  number  of 
drug^tor^.  At  the  filing  of  this  report  the  total  is  2,029.  This  includes  numerous 
changes,  ma^iy  stOT'es  haying  b^^-  plose-d  and  others  opened.  A  summary-  of  the 
work  of  the  Board  during  the  past  year,  together  with  a  financial  statement  as 
to  income  and  expenses,  follows  in  the  Secretary's  report.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 


TO  Mr.  James  J.  Sughrue,  Director  of  Registration. 

Sir: — This  is  a  statement  of  the  activities  of  the  Board  of  Registration  in 
Pharmacy,  and  its  opinion  as  to  the  condition  of  the  retail  drug  business  in  the 
Commonwealth  during  the  year  1937,  as  prescribed  by  law.  Conditions  of  the 
trade  are  just  fair,  taken  as  a  whole.  Where  mills  or  manufacturing  plants 
have  been  closed  for  months,  pharmacy  has  suffered  along  with  other  pro- 
fessions and  trades.  In  districts  where  a  large  percentage  of  the  population  is 
on  welfare  and  the  consumers  purchasing  power  is  reduced,  pharmacy  has 
suffered  more  because  these  people  have  been  granted  the  privileges  of  local 
community  dispensaries. 

Still  another  discouraging  factor  in  many  cities  is  that  the  residents  are 
served  with  too  many  drug  stores,  yet  the  Board  has  no  grounds  for  refusing  a 
permit  to  a  pharmacist  desiring  to  open  a  new  store  in  any  locality  if  all  con- 
ditions relative  to  the  ownership  and  supervision  of  the  store  are  according 
to  law. 

On  May  28,  1937,  there  was  put  in  operation  a  Fair  Trade  Act  and  we  find 
that  this  has  been  a  great  help  to  the  retail  druggist  and  all  retail  merchants. 
This  legislation  was  very  much  needed  on  account  of  the  unfair  price  cutting, 
particularly  by  the  cosmetic  and  patent  medicine  stores  who  employ  unskilled 
labor  as  against  the  druggist  who  must  employ  professional  pharmacists.  This 
law  has  educated  the  public  to  the  fact  that  these  commodities  can  be  bought 
for  the  same  price  at  their  druggist  as  from  the  so-called  "cut-rate"  stores  in 
the  centre  of  the  shopping  district. 

During  the  year  a  new  law  was  enacted  by  the  Massachusetts  legislature 
prohibiting  the  sale  of  insulin  in  patent  medicine  stores  and  our  inspectors 
have  been  given  special  instructions  to  call  at  these  stores  to  see  that  this  item, 
as  well  as  other  prohibited  drugs,  was  not  sold  or  carried  in  stock. 

The  Board  is  opposed  to  the  drug  business  being  carried  on  as  one  depart- 
ment in  any  large  department  store  or  any  large  store  selling  merchandise  of 
all  kinds,  and  feels  that  such  types  of  stores  cannot  serve  the  public  as  can  any 
regular  registered  drug  store. 

The  Board  has  noticed  that  during  the  year  many  applicants  for  examina- 
tion are  from  outside  the  State.  We  feel  this  is  because  their  own  states  re- 
quire College  of  Pharmacy  graduation,  and  although  making  repeated  efforts, 
we  have  been  unable  to  obtain  such  legislation.  Such  a  law,  if  enacted,  would 
have  a  tendency  to  reduce  the  number  of  new  stores  opening  and  give  more 
opportunity  for  drug  clerks  in  Massachusetts  to  obtain  employment  and  better; 
wages. 

There  have  been  many  changes  as  to  drug  store  locations.  57  stores  have 
closed;  55  new  stores  have  opened;  20  have  moved  from  one  location  to  another; 
and  85  have  changed  owners.  The  total  of  2,027,  however,  is  practically  the 
same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

You  will  note  by  the  Secretary's  report  the  large  number  of  hearings  given 
during  the  year  which  kept  the  Board  very  busy,  and  also  that  a  total  of  594 
persons  were  examined  for  registration  as  pharmacists.  This  was  done  in  11 
examinations. 

The  work  of  the  Agent  and  his  assistants  as  to  inspection  of  drug  stores  will 
also  be  found  a  part  of  the  Secretary's  report,  which  follows.

According  to  a  requirement  of  reporting  annually  on  the  condition  of  phar- 
macy, this  Board  would  state  that  it  feels  pharmacy  has  been  holding  its  own 
position  very  well  considering  the  hard  times  that  we  have  been  having.  Many 
people  are  on  welfare  in  different  communities  and  the  regular  purchasing 
power  of  these  people  is  missed  by  the  drug  trade,  but  to  offset  this,  most  wel- 
fare departments  are  having  prescriptions  filled  by  the  local  druggist.  He,  in 
turn,  is  working  on  a  smaller  margin  by  giving  the  welfare  department  special 
discount.  We  commend  druggists  for  their  attitude  on  these  welfare  prescrip- 
tions and  hope  it  will  be  continued  during  these  troublesome  times. 

In  some  cities  there  have  been  suggestions  that  dispensaries  be  established  in 
hospitals  for  this  type  of  work,  but  this  Board  feels  that  the  public  should  be 
very  cautious  before  establishing  any  such  custom  as  it  might  lead  to  a  per- 
manent practice,  resulting  in  a  permanent  increase  in  city  departmental  activi- 
ties which  would  be  detrimental  to  the  city  and  the  economic  end  of  pharmacy. 

Recommendations 

The  Board  of  Registration  in  Pharmacy  desires  legislation  requiring  that  a 
candidate  for  registration  in  pharmacy  be  a  graduate  of  a  college  or  school  of 
pharmacy  approved  by  the  Board.  Massachusetts,  always  considered  a  pioneer 
in  educational  matters,  has  been  backward  in  adopting  such  legislation.  The 
only  States  now  which  do  not  require  college  of  pharmacy  graduation  are  Ver- 
mont, Nevada,  Nebraska,  Tennessee  and  Massachusetts.  In  the  case  of 
Nebraska  and  Tennessee,  one  year  of  college  of  pharmacy  training  is  required. 
All  other  States  require  high  school  graduation,  and  Massachusetts  is  the  only 
State  without  educational  requirements  whatever. 

Legislation  is  also  desired  relative  to  drug  store  registration.  For  nearly 
twenty-five  years  the  Board  of  Registration  in  Pharmacy  has  been  operating 
under  section  39  of  chapter  112,  General  Laws,  which  gives  the  right  to  the 
Board  to  be  satisfied  as  to  the  management  of  a  drug  store.  This  section  pro- 
vides that  the  Board  "shall"  grant  a  permit  upon  application  made  in  the  proper 
manner.  With  the  numerous  difficulties  arising  in  the  drug  profession  today, 
the  Board  feels  that  the  word  "shall"  in  this  section  should  be  changed  to 
"may"  thereby  giving  the  Board  more  discretionary  power  in  granting  permits.
